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INTRODUCTION.

The name and memory of Dastur Meherji-R4n4 have been 
for centuries, cherished by his co-religionista in India, and the story 
of his life is by no means unfamiliar to those European scholars 
who have taken any interest in the small community of Indian 
Zoroastrians. The references to him in the Persian and Gujarati 
writings of the Parsis themselves are by no means few; and it may 
be said with confidence that the traditional belief about his having 
been mainly responsible for inspiring the Emperor Akbar with 
an enthusiastic admiration for the faith and institutions of the 
ancient Persians, can be traced back to very early times. Dustur 
Darab Pahlan, who wrote a manual of Zoroastrianism, called the 
Kkuldse-e-Din , in Persian verse, in 1059 A. Y. (1690 A. D.), 
calls him the greatest Dastur of his day, extols his purity and 
wisdom, and speaks of his aehievements as too well-known to stand 
in need of any description. In a Manuscript of the bliranq-i Bui- 
Dddan (Dhup Nirang), written by Herbad Jamshed Kaikobad in 
1078 A. Y. (1709 A. 1),), the name of Meherji Rana is associated 
with those of Adarbad Maraspand, Nairyosangh Dhaval and 
other glorified saints of the liturgy. Dastur Shapurji Sanjana, 
to whom we are indebted for a contemporary account of the 
Fire Temple consecrated at Navsari in 1134 A. Y. (1765 
A. D.), expressly refers to his having gone to the Court of Akbar- 
shah and given him “many proofs of the truth of the Religion.” 
A little earlier, Anquetil du Perron was told by the Pasture of 
Surat, during his stay in that city (1758-1761 A. D.), that Meherji 
Rana had been invited to the Imperial Camp at Kankr,4 Ivhddy 
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near Surat, when the ‘Great Mogul* was engaged in besieging 
that town and its citadjl (980 A. H.: 1573 A. D.). # Coming to the 
Nineteenth Century, there is a long list of references in Gujarati 
by several writers of distinction (Sohrabji Bengali, Dosabhai 
Fratnji, Mancherji Hormusji Kama, Bahmanji Patel and several 
others,) to Meherji liana’s relations with Akbar, in which there 
is nothing whatever that is improbable. It is common knowledge 
that Akbar had an extraordinary fondness for hearing the merits 
of existing creeds canvassed by their most eloquent and learned 
exponents; and the logomachies and polemical amenities of the lbddat 
Kkdna are mentioned in greater or less detail by Badaoni, Abul 
Fazl and several others of his historians. But it is not in the 
Muhammadan chronicles alone that the fact of Akbar’s having 
assiduously sought the acquaintance of the learned of other per¬ 
suasions, is explicitly recorded. The Jains have carefully and 
proudly preserved in their Patidvalis the fact of two of their 
Acharyas having proceeded to the Imperial Court, at the 
special invitation of that Sovereign; and exactly similar statements 
are found in more than one contemporary inscription in their places 
of worship. The French and Portuguese accounts of the Jesuit 
Missions to the Mogul Court tell how the Emperor bowed, knelt 
and even prostrated himself before an image of the Crucifixion, 
kissed and placed upon his head thecopy of the Bible presented to him 
by the Fathers, and repeatedly expressed himself so as to arouse 
in the minds of those priests sanguine expectations of his proving 
a convert to their faith. But it is almost equally well known that

It is interesting to note that, in a long set of Persian verses addressed to Akbar’s son 
and successor—the Emperor Jehangir, by Meherjee-Rana's son and successor—Dastui 
Kaekobad (1621 A. C. ?), the latter refers to this fact about his father's first interview 
with Akbar, at Surat, in this particular year (1573 A. C.); and adds that the Emperor had 
asked Meherjee-Rana many questions about the Zoroastrian religion and customs, and that 
he had then taken them (father and son) along with himself to Agra. For further particulars, 
vide the Introduction in Gujarati (£1 <hi5u) of this book. 




he often appeared in the Darbitr with a Tilak on his forehead like 
a Hindu, and even allowed the Brhhmans to tie Rdlchis round his 
wrists, on the day on which the performance of that ceremony was 
customary among the Hindus. The translations or paraphrases 
of the Mahabharat, the Rimayan and of the Atharva-Veda. 
which were made by laizi, Badaoni and other scholars at his 
instance, testify to his partiality for the mythology and doctrines 
of the Brahmans; and the latter have returned the compliment 
by speaking of him as the “ World-teacher or Prophet”, as in the 
celebrated letter addressed to Aurangzeb after the re-imposition 
of the Jazyii,. It is plain, therefore, that there is nothing 
extraordinary in theParsi account of this very eclectic ruler having 
professed his attachment to Zoroastrianism, and worn the external 
badges of the Creed, after hearing Meherji Rana’s exposition of 
its merits. 

But about the name of Meherji, as around those of many 
other persons of reputation in the religious world, legend and 
miracle have been busy; and one may even now hear some 
“simple wight” tell how he possessed the gift of invisibility, and 
effected his release from the dungeon into which he had been 
thrown by the Muhammadan Governor of Surat or Broach. A 
more familiar tale relates how he exposed and put to shame a 
priest called the “Jagat Guru”, who had aspired to convert Akbar 
to his own faith and acquire an absolute mastery over the Imperial 
mind and conscience, by making two several suns shine at the same 
time in the heavens. This seeming “rniracle v is said to have been 
produced by a metallic disc whirled high up in the sky and sus 
pended in mid air by “Art Magic”; and the Parsi Dastur is said, 
according to the story as it was told to Darmesteter CLe Zend 
Avesta, Vol. II, p. 644), to have disenchanted the brass plate and 
brought it down to the earth with a bang, by the recitation of the 
“Manthra Spenta” of the Vanant Yasht. This legend is the 
subject of a Khial or Hindustani ballad, which is found in a col¬ 
lection of old songs printed in 1867, but which many men past 


sixty at that time could recall having frequently heard in the days 
of their boyhood.f 

It is needless to say that this ‘ old wives’ tale * is scarcely 
worth anything except, perhaps, as an illustration of Indian 
folklore; and the majority of Parsis of any education have had 
the candour and good sense to look upon it in no other light 
But a small number have often pretended to regard it as a histori¬ 
cal fact seriously advanced in proof of the extraordinary merit of 
Dastur Meherji Rana, and clamorously demanded “ a full-dress 
debate” of its merits. They have, therefore, gone through the 
farce of making it the subject of a sort of judicial inquiry, and 
then very solemnly condemned it as unworthy of credit. The 
fact is, that this “ Two Suns’ tale ’’ has come in very handy 
whenever any one had a desire to throw a little dirt on the 
descendants of Meherji Rana. or cover with cheap ridicule the 
party to which they happened to belong. It is probably neces¬ 
sary to explain that the priests of Navsari have since 1686-7 A.O. 
been divided into two sections, of which the smaller and much the 
least important is composed of the descendants of five persons—Her- 
bads Minoeheher Homji, Dada Chandji, Manekji Peshotanji 
(Rabadi), Kausji Jamaspji (Bhandari) and Meherji Chandji (Kaka- 
fia or Kakalia). It is now more than two hundred years since 
Herbad Minoeheher Homji seceded, or as his opponents 
asserted, was expelled from the Bhagariit Anjuman; but the old 
hatred has not yet been extinguished, and its smouldering embers 
blaze out on occasions even, as they did only the other day, in 
the Anjuman Atash Behrain.

Fortunately, a song specially composed in Akbar’s time, by Tanseu, the celebrated mins¬ 
trel of the court of Akbar,—and so certified by Maharaja Sir Surendro Mohun Tagore 

Bahadur, Doc. Oxen . of Calcutta, the well-known authority on music in India-— 

has been subsequently discovered, in which the non-Zoroastrian musician expressly refers to 
the acceptance by God of the long-bearded Parsi Meberiar's (Meherjee’s) prayers, recited 
in the Imperial Durbar, before fire fed with sandal wood, and tells Akbar that he (Meheriar) 
was the flower of the paradise.

Of these Bhagariks, the descendants of Meberji Rana have been 
for the last three hundred years and more the acknowledged leaders, 
and the High-Priests of Navsari have for thirteen generations been 
chosen from the members of no other family. It is, therefore, easy 
to understand that anything which could be said against Meherji 
Rana possessed in the eyes of the opposite party considerable * 
polemical value, and of course no occasion was to be missed of dis¬ 
crediting him and belittling his achievement. Such au opportunity 
offerred itself in 1892, in connection with a Circular issued by 
the late Mr. K. R. Kama and Dastur Jamaspji Minocheherji,- 
and the Society for the Prosecution of Zoroastrian Research was 
vehemently urged to lend its name to a searching investigation 
of the matter; but the real object of the agitation was speedily 
seen through, and the “ engineers hoist with their own petard.” 

Four years later, another attempt was made under apparently 
very favourable auspices and with much “pomp and circumstance” 
at the outset. The noise made was great indeed, but the result 
not only belied the sanguine expectations of those who had taken 
the offensivej but proved them to have sustained a disastrous and 
shameful defeat. 

On the 8th day of August, 1896, Mr. R. P. Kakaria, B.A., 

■ read before the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society a 
paper with the innocent-looking title “ Akbar and the J’arsis.*’ 
Mr. Kakaria had, for some time before, conceived the ambition 
of passing for an Oriental scholar and historian. He had, conse¬ 
quently, delivered in 1891, before the same Society a discourse on 
the “ Assyrian Relics ” in its possession, which he proved, to his 
own satisfaction and their wonder, to have been stolen about 1847 
from the collection made by A. H. Layard. His blunders and igno¬ 
rance were somewhat harshly exposed at the time, by a writer who 
gave himself the name J. 0. Monkbarns, and Mr. Kakaria had the 
mortification of having to withdraw his “ stolen-property’’ sugges¬ 
tion altogether, and to patch up and recast the whole paper. He 
next tried his hand at the “ Sack of Somnath ”, and furbished up 
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for th© instruction of his audience several hackneyed passages 
from the Persian annalists, which had been used over and again by 
Janies Bird, H. H. Wilson, John Dowson and others. The frigid 
reception of these brochures was not a little disappointing, but our 
Orientalist was not disheartened. He next took under his 
special protection the Maratha Shivaji, and tickled his country¬ 
men by vehemently asserting that Grant Duff and Orme, Khafi 
Khan and Scott Waring, were all wrong, and that Shivaji had not 
murdered Afzal Khan at all, in the true sense of the word. Shivaji 
had, it seems, put to use the “ Waghnakh ” and the “ Biehwah” in 
the manner he did, merely because the Goddess Bhavimi had 
commanded him, m a dream, to do so, and warned him (also in a 
. dream) that the cow*eating Mleccha meant treachery. After having 
given this remarkable proof of his critical acumen and sound 
historical judgment, Mr. Kakaria undertook to shed a flood of light 
on the question of Akbar’s “ attitude towards Parsism It was 
certain that the Parsee religion and “some of its chief doctrines ” 
were known to him, but “ how far he was influenced and how much 
of it he adopted* in his New Faith, was highly problematical. 
This difficult question he now proposed to solve, and he would com¬ 
municate to the Society the results of his own researches into the 
matter. It was true that the subject of the “Ilkhi Faith ” had 
been threshed out by several scholars who had no mean acquaint¬ 
ance with Persian— Vans Kennedy and Wilson, Blochmann and 
Kehatsek—and it was unfortunately also undeniable that he himself 
was unable to read or construe a single line in that language. But 
were there not English translations, and had not Lowe and Bloch¬ 
mann and Dowson given better renderings of all the passages (in 
BadSoni, the Ain or the Tabaqiit-i-Akbari) than any he could him¬ 
self have made, even if he had known the language ? And, above 
all, was there not Troyer’s invaluable version of the latter half of 
the Dabistan—that “ famous book ” which deserved to be called a 
“ veritable encyclopaedia of Oriental religions” ? And so, Mr. 
Fakaria, after indulging in a few preliminary flourishes about 
Birbal and the Brahman Debi and Father Catrou and his own 
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friend Mr. Archibald Constable, who had but recently secured a 
manuscript copy of “ the complete work of Catrou ” (!)> plunged 
into his subject. It appeared, and this was the very new fact which 
Mr. Kakaria had discovered, that the Paraees had a tradition about 
a priest of theirs having been called from Navsari in Guzerat to 
Akbar’s court, and of his having converted Akbarand even invest* 
ed him with the sacred shirt and thread girdle. This person was 
named Meherji Rana, and he was said to have “ forced upon the 
Emperor’s mind the truth and excellence ” of his own religion, by 
exposing “a Hindoo priest, deeply versed in the arts of magic and 
sorcery, Jugut. Guru by name ", who had, by “ suspending a large 
silver plate high up in the sky ”, produced the optical delusion of 
two suns shining at the same time. 

The lecturer declared that he had been naturally most anxious 
to find some corroboration of this tradition, and had most industri¬ 
ously searched all the most authentic chronicles of Akbar’s reign, 
for any reference to this Meherji Rana or his performance. For 
that purpose, he had gone to the original sources ” and not relied 
on the “ imperfect translations ” of Rehatsek or “ the modern 
compilations" on which Vans Kennedy and others had relied. 
But he had fouhd no mention of this ‘ miracle ’ by any of the 
Musulman historians. It was very strange that such a remarkable 
event should have been passed over by every one of them, if it had 
ever occurred. He was, therefore, forced to conclude that, it had 
never occurred, and he felt bound to say that he even had his doubts 
about this Meherji Rana’s having ever gone to Akbar’s Court, at 
all. His name was not found anywhere in the chronicles’, and 
even if he was one of those Fire-worshippers from Navsari, who 
were mentioned in the Dabistiln, it was not at all likely that such 
an “ obscure priest from a corner of Gujarat” could have borne a 
prominent part in the highly-pbilosophical discussions of the 
* Ib&dat Khank ’. It was a great pity that the story was not true, 
and he was very sorry to have to shatter one of the cherished 
beliefs of - his co-religionists; but as a “ critical historian ” he felt it

his duty to give his verdict agaitist this Meherji Rana, and to 
declare that the credit of having explained to the satisfaction of the 
Emperor the doctrines of Zoroaster, was really due to the Iranian 
Dastur Ardeshir, and not to Meherji at all. 

The parade of authorities, the airs of impartiality and the 
attitude of a judge who had found the evidence unluckily too 
strong for his personal prepossessions, were calculated to throw 
Off their guard all but a few keen-sighted scholars who 
were really conversant with the subject. The first expressions of 
opinion were, therefore, not at all unfavourable. Some attempts 
were made, it is true, to traverse one or two of Mr. Kakaria’s too~ 
confident obiter dicta-, but they were feeble and inconclusive, and at 
best touched only the fringe of the subject. But on the 24th of 
August, there appeared in the Bombay Gazette a letter over the 
.signature of Edie Ochiltree, Junior, in which the entire question was 
handled with a controversial ability, a mastery of details and a 
literary power, which aroused universal admiration. All the facts 
which Mr. Kakaria had suppressed or distorted, all the blunders 
he had perpetrated himself, and all the wrong translations he had 
ignorantly taken on trust from others, were now set forth and 
commented upon by this writer, with a force and directness which 
were simply irresistible, and the entire superstructure of assump¬ 
tions, insinuations a id sophisms, which he had raised, melted under 
the fierce light of Edie’s penetrating criticism. Indeed, the “ old 
bedesman ” had once more pricked a bubble ”, and it had burst. 
To this formidable indictment Mr. Kakaria never gave any reply, 
for the simple reason that he found it impossible to do so. Conscious 
of his defeat and discomfiture on the principal point, he commenced 
laying stress on a side-issue, and took as his text the universal igno¬ 
rance and irreligiousness of the Zoroastrians of the sixteenth centu¬ 
ry. He went all lengths in this course, and had even the presump¬ 
tion to laugh at Dr. Geldner for the credulous ignorance he had dis¬ 
played in accepting the forged dates of certain Avesta Manu¬ 
scripts. He further bolstered up his false case by putting forward as 
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bis principal authority the egregious “ Qissiih” of two so-called tra¬ 
vellers named Ejius and Afshad. Bat here, again, Ochiltree 
appeared upon the scene, and in three letters (in which his identity 
was but thinly veiled under the anagram J. 0. E.), smote his 
opponent hip and thigh, in such a style as to compel him to quit the 
field.J Meanwhile, the controversy continued to engross the atten¬ 
tion ot the Parsi,Newspapers, which were for months full of attacks 
on his position. Mr. Kakaria attempted to reply to some of them, 
and in doing so, allowed his pen to run away him to such an extent 
as to call Meherji Rana a liar, an impostor, a charlatan, a Oagliostro 
and a braggart. He was also liberal in bestowing other choice 
epithets of the same sort on all those who had the audacity and 
impudence to challenge his assertions. This was too much for the 
exponents of Parsi opinion ; and the Jam-e-J amshed , the Kaiser-i- 
Hind, th eSatya Mitra, the Swatantra, etc., vied with one another in 
expressing their condemnation of the shifts and devices 
which Mr- Kakaria had frequently resorted to for saving his 
face. The solitary exception to this chorus of disapproval was 
due to the nepotism of the “ Bombay Samachar”, which maintained 
its ancient reputation for grandmotherly dulness and inanity, by 
random and aimless scribbling, which was as “tangential”, almost, 
as poor old Mrs. Niekleby’s conversation. 

Out, while the editors of the Parsi papers were discussing and dis 
puting each in his own way, about the matter, J. O. E. himself was 
more usefully occupied. It is now scarcely necessary to maintain his 
-disguise, and I may as well say at once, that he was Mr. Shapur- 
shah Horraasji Hodivala, M. A., now Professor of History and 
Economics at the Bahauddin College, Junagadh, whose deep interest 
in, and industrious study of, mediaeval Parsi history are now mat* 
ters of common knowledge. In the hone of finding in the ancient

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home of Meherji-Ranas some evidence which was more tangible than 
the vague allusion to the “ Navsari Fire worshippers” in Badfioni’s 
History, Mr Hodivala paid a visit to Navsari itself, and succeeded 
in bringing together a whole armoury of entirely new weapons for 
the discomfiture of his adversary. In other words, he succeeded in 
obtaining from the late Ervad Hormasji Behraraji Dastur-Meherji- 
Rana, JDesaiji Pestonji Khurshedji, etc., several original docu¬ 
ments relating chiefly to the Inam of 2v)0 Binghas which had been 
originally bestowed upon Meherji Rana, and subsequently increased 
to 1100 Binghas, in behalf of his son Kaikobad. Of these papers, 
there were several hundreds, and the task of deciphering, interpret¬ 
ing and selecting them was by no means easy. But it was perform¬ 
ed single-handed by Mr. Hodivala; and all the most important 
documents were transcribed and translated for publication in a 
monograph, which he had, at the urgent request of many friends, 
undertaken to write on the subject. This promise he was un¬ 
fortunately prevented from fulfilling by “ ill health and other 
adverse circumstances’'. Meanwhile, the attention of Miss Menant 
had been drawn to the controversy raging in the Parsi Newspapers; * 
and she had addressed several inquiries on the subject to Shams-ul- 
Ulama, Ervad Jivanji Jamshedji Mody, B. A , who in his "urn 
requested Mr. Hodivala to give him the benefit of his special 
knowledge of the question. After several consultations and 
interviews, in which the whole case was elaborately explained to 
Ervad Jivanji and full notes taken of all the literary, historical 
and documentary evidence which Mr. Hodivala had first laboriously 
brought together, Ervad Jivanji desired to read a paper on the 
subject, before the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, 
if Mr. Hodivala would lend him the most important of the ' 
documents which he possessed. This that scholar consented 
to do with characteristic self-denial. Ervad Jivanji was also 
furnished by a gentleman who had followed the entire controversy 
since its beginning, with the greatest zeal and most intelligent 
interest, an exhaustive collection of “ Extracts ’’ from all the 
Newspapers in which this subject had been mentioned. 


Thus primed and fully equipped, Ervad Jivanji set about his 
task, and read on the 19th of December 1901, in the Society’s 
Rooms at the Town Hall, the elaborate paper on ‘‘The Parsis at the 
Court of Akbarand Dastur-Meherji-Rana’’, which may be said with 
truth to contain a most convincing and exhaustive statement of the 
case for Meherji Rana. All those passages which had been put 
forward by Ochiltree and others of the protagonists, and which they 
had for obvious reasons been obliged to quote only in the briefest 
possible manner, are here set forth in the original, translated and 
illustrated with an almost over-abundant fulness and superfluity 
of detail. All the minor arguments to which they had been pre¬ 
vented, for want of space, from doing full justice, or which they 
had not thought worthy of very serious attention, are here labo¬ 
riously worked out. All the chronological points in the discussion 
are, by the mere force of untiring reiteration, made clear to the 
meanest understanding. Above all, about a dozen of the invalu¬ 
able documents which were discovered in Navsari are here trans¬ 
cribed and translated and reproduced in facsimile. It is probably 
true that there are several small points about which scholars would 
find it hard to agree with Ervad Jivanji; but they are all inci¬ 
dental, and have little or nothing to do with the main issue. And 
it may be maintained with confidence that thi3 valuable contribu¬ 
tion to the Society’s Journal is a crushing reply to the fallacies 
and misrepresentations contained in Mr. Kakaria's paper 

The general feeling after the paper was read appeared to be, as 
a member expressed it, that Mr. Kakaria had been “pulverised’’. 
The latter, however, rose and with his habitual modesty declared 
that it would be exceedingly easy for him to refute upon the spot 
every thing that had been said that evening, that he was pre¬ 
vented from doing so only by the lateness of the hour, and that 
he would take an early opportunity of utterly demolishing the 
Shams-ul-Ulama. It is now fifteen years since that minatory 
promise was made, but it has not yet been fulfilled. It is, therefore, 
not too much to suppose that Mr. Kakaria’s protracted silence is 
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a convincing proof of his impotence, and that he is not ignorant 
himself of the impossibility ofthetask.H 

The members of the Meherji-Rana family are not unmindful 
of their deep obligations to Shams-ul-Ulama Dr. Ervad Jivanji 
for the labour and pains he has not spared on their behalf; and 
they will always prize “The Parsis at the Court of Akbar 
and Daatur Meherji-Rana ” as a lasting tribute to their glorified 
ancestor. Many of them, however, have now for many years felt 
that an even truer measure of the depth of the Parsi sentiment on 
the subject of Meherji Rana, and the place which he occupies in the 
hearts of his countrymen, is to be found in the hundreds of contri¬ 
butions from all sorts of persons and places with which the Parsi 
Newspapers were overwhelmed after Mr. Kakaria’s ill-judged and 
ignorant attack. They have, therefore, resolved to publish and 
thus permanently preserve the invaluable collection of Extracts 
made by Mr. Kharshedji Manekji Shastri (Nariman), which has been 
already referred to, and to distribute copies of the same in all 
important centres of Parsi population. They believe it to be a 
duty that they owe to their deceased ancestor, and their only regret 
is that they have delayed so long in performing it.

After the Introduction was printed, it came to my notice 
that an important history of Akbar by the well-known historian 
Mr. Vincent A. Smith, M. A., I.C. S. (Retired), M. R. A. S., was 
shortly to be published ; I therefore considered it advisable to 
delay the publication of this book, with a view to see what opinion 
Mr. Vincent holds as regards Dastur Meberji Rana’s visit to 
Akbar’s Parliament of Religions. This book has now been 
published, and it is gratifying to find that the learnded author 
fully endorses the views expressed by Dr. Jivanji Mody. 
He says: 

“Akbar’s principal teacher in Zoroastrian lore was Dastur 
Mslierjee Rana, a leading mobed or theologian from Nausari in 
Gujarat, then the principal centre of the Parsee priesthood in India, 
whose acquaintance he had made at the time of the siege of Surat in 
1573, when the imperial army was encamped at Kankra Khari. 
Even at that early date Akbar was so eager to learn the mysteries 
of Zoroastrianism, that he extracted all the information he could 
from the Dastur, and persuaded him to come to his court in order 
to continue the discussion. It is not clear whether the Dastur ac¬ 
companied Akbar on his return to the capital in 1573 or followed 
him later, but the Parsee scholar certainly took part in the debates 
of 1578, and went home early in 1579.” 

He calls Dr. Mody’s book “the excellent and convincing 
treatise’’, and observes that the author “ refutes by an absolute 
demonstration the shallow criticism of R. P. Karkaria”.*

Rana—gracing with his white turban the chair of the Secretary 
to the Trustees of the Parsee Panchayat Funds; and I should 
not miss this opportunity to congratulate him on behalf of the 
Dastur-Meherjee-Rana family and of the whole Athoman Artju- 
man , for hia scholarship having been further appreciated by Gov¬ 
ernment in the recent bestowal upon him of the high title of the 
“Companion of the Indian Empire”, his unostentatious nature 
having declined to accept a public address from the whole 4*4- 
ornan Apjuman of Bombay.

In Akbar 1 s Dream , a beautiful little 
poem which gives its name to his 
posthumous volume of verse, Tenny¬ 
son has chosen for poetical treatment 
the very interesting subject of Akbar’s 
religious opinions, whose originality 
and liberality mark out that great 
monarch from the whole host of the 
Mahomedan rulers of this country. 
It has been remarked by Gibbon that, 
though the title of “ the Great ” has 
been bestowed by history upon several 
rulers, yet in the case of Charlemagne 
alone has it been actually embodied 
in the name. But Akbar is another 
instance of this, for this name, by 
which JeJal-ud-Din Padshah is univer¬ 
sally known, means “the greatest.” 
And he was great not only by reason 
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Alexander the Great, who had also like 
him to rule over peoples of alien re¬ 
ligions, approaches nearest to him in 
the matter of religious toleration; 
but Alexander’s toleration was owing 
to religious apathy rather than to en¬ 
lightenment, whilst Akbar was toler¬ 
ant to all religions and sects from 
conviction, and was very keenly inter¬ 
ested in religious inquiries. Of all 
Eastern monarchs he was the only one 
who refused to acquiesce in the reli¬ 
gious opinions of his fathers, and with 
an open mind proceeded to examine 
all religions to find out the true one. 
He used to the full his splendid oppor¬ 
tunities as the paramount ruler of the 
land, renowned from the earliest times 
for metaphysical and religious inqui¬ 
ry, and the birth-place of t$o of the 
three greatest religions of the East. 
He had a building erected in Futeh- 
pur-Sikri, his new capital, called the 
Ibadatkhana, or prayer-house, in 
which he assembled the learned of all 
faiths, without distinction or preju¬ 
dice, from the remotest parts of the 
world, and encouraged the exponents 
of every religion to expound their 
peculiar doctrines and refute those of 
their opponents. There in the Ibadat¬ 
khana were to be seen sitting side by 
side with the Ulamas of the Maho- 
medan faith, the spokesmen of the 
various sects of Brahmanism, the cham¬ 
pions of the Jewish along with the 
Christian faith, the exponents of the 
Zo-oastrian system with the philoso¬ 
phers of the Sufi sect. Regular meet¬ 
ings of these learned men were held 
on Friday evenings, and Akbar gene¬ 


rally sat for whole nights listening to 
and sometimes taking an active part 
in the philosophical and religious 
discussions. 

Besides these regular meetings, 
Akbar often held private meetings, 
yhere he carried on discussions with 
the exponents of each religion separ¬ 
ately in order to learn its excellences, 
because the Friday discussions chiefly 
brought out, by negative arguments, 
the weak points only of each system 
of belief. He sent for some Christian 
priests from Goa, and three Jesuit 
Fathers—Rodolph Aquaviva, Montes- 
serat, and Enricques—were sent by 
the Portuguese authorities to expound 
the sublimity of their faith, and to 
instruct Akbar in its elements. 
Through these, and especially through 
Father Rodolph, he came to have 
very great respect and awe for Jesus 
and the Virgin Mary, whose images, 
according to Catron (who based his 
history of the Moghuls on the contem¬ 
porary memoirs of Manouchi, a Vene¬ 
tian physician of the Moghul court), 
he kept in his private apartments, 
and even adored. He also called a 
learned priest of the Zoroastrian faith 
from Kerman in Persia, named Arde- 
shir, as we are informed by Mohsan 
Fani, the probable author of the 
Dabistan . He also invited some 
“ fire-worshippers who came from 
Naosari in Gujarat,” as is noted by 
Abdul Kadir Badaoni, who is the 
chief, and indeed almost the sole 
authority for the changes in the 
religious opinions of Akbar. It 
may be here noted that there is 
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a tradition among the Parsees 
of Naosari that one of their number, 
Mehrji Rana, had gone to Akbar’s 
court, and had so far succeeded in 
persuading him of the truth of the 
Parsee religion as to have actually 
converted him. But there is no 
reliable historical evidence whatever 
that Mehrji Rana ever went to the 
Moghul court, much less that he had 
converted the royal inquirer. But 
that Akbar had a strong leaning 
towards the Parsee religion is evident 
from all the histories of his reign. 
Abul Fazal says in his celebrated 
Ainri-Akbari that the Parsee oalendar 
was adopted throughout the country, 
and Paree feasts were ordered to be 
celebrated, especially on those days 
the names of which coincided with 
the name of a month. But the chief 
thing which Akbar may be said to 
have adopted from this religion was 
sun-worship and fire-worship, both of 
which, however, are also to be found 
in the Hindoo religion. According 
to Badaoni, he ordered Abul Fazal, 
his Prime Minister and confidant in 
religious matters, “ to make arrange¬ 
ments to maintain fire constantly in 
the palace during the day and night, 
according to the manner of the 
ancient kings of Persia, whose fire- 
temples were perpetually kept up, 
because it is a sign of the signs of 
God and a light of His lights ; and 
the Homa, which is a species of fire- 
worship, had been practised by him 
from the prime of his youth in com¬ 
pany of the daughters of Hindoo 
Rajahs in the interior of the Harem.” 



The same historian says that on the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his acces¬ 
sion, he publicly adored the sun and 
also fire, and the courtiers made it 
their duty to rise up when lights and 
lamps were lit. 

What Akbar’s religion really was 
it is rather difficult to ascertain, as 
the historians from whom we should 
expect reliable information on this 
point are either silent or unsatis¬ 
factory. It is clear, however, that 
Akbar was profoundly dissatisfied 
with Islam and its doctors on account 
of their exclusiveness and fanatic 
intolerance. He even in the latter 
part of his reign repudiated what was 
up to then the State religion, and 
dispersed the Ulama or the assembly 
of its cfyief divines. It was evident 
that his sympathies were not on the 
side of snch a narrow and fanatic 
creed as would condemn to eternal 
perdition all those who rejected its 
formulas. This attitude of his was 
noted with great regret and disgust 
by all sincere Mahomedans, and near 
ly all the chroniclers of his reign who 
were of this class are stndiously silent 
on the point. Ferista, the best of 
the historians of Mahomedan rule in 
India, has nothing whatever to say 
about this phase of Akbar’s character. 
The author of the 7aba/cat-i-Akhcui 
merely mentions his fondness for reli¬ 
gious disputes, but does not mention 
the results at which he arrived. 
Abul Fazal, who was Akbar’s mentor 
in this matter especially, and from 
whom we should have expected great 
enlightenment, vouchsafes but scanty 



information, and stimulates rather 
than satisfies our curiosity. The only 
authors who treat the subject fully are 
Abdul Kader Badaoni, a learned man 
at the court of Akbar, to whose history 
we have already referred, and Mohsan 
Fani, who has given us in his learned 
work, Dabistan, specimens of several 
of the discussions carried on by the 
champions of various religions in the 
Ibadatkhana. Mohsan Fani flourished 
about half a century after Akbar, and 
has derived his informatin chiefly from 
the former writer, who thus is our sole 
source of information; and later writers 
like Vans Kennedy, Professor Wilson 
and Rehatsek have had to depend on 
him alone. From his history, the cele¬ 
brated Tarikh-i-Badaoni it appears 
that Akbar studied all religions in 
order to found a new one of his own 
on eclectic principles. This was the 
celebrated 44 Toydhyd Elahy Akbar 
Shahy,” or the Divine Monotheism of 
Akbar Shah, whose chief principles 
have found an exquisite poetic voice 
in this posthumous poem of Tennyson 
nearly three centries after their pro¬ 
mulgation. Akbar maintained that 
we ought to worsip one God, who 
manifests Himself to every one in the 
light of pure reason and needs no 
special revelation. Every one may 
worship this one God, of whose exist¬ 
ence and unity he can be satisfied by 
rational argument alone, in tlie way 
he likes best. Forms of worship he 
held to be but secondary, and not 
affecting the main object, which is to 
serve God and seek Him for our future 
happiness by practising virtue and 



shunning vice. It was best, he said, if 
one can contemplate God in the ideal 
without any visual or material symbol 
of Him before his mind. But as this 
can be done by philosophers alone, 
and as the common peope require 
some symbol of God to help them to 
fix their minds upon Him, he recom¬ 
mended that the sun should b e «ucli a 
symbol. As the poet expresses it— 

“ Let the Sun 

Who heats our earth to yield us grain 
and fruit, 

And laugfis upon thy field as well as 
mine, 

And warms the blood of Shiah and 
Sunnee, 

Symbol the Eternal 1 ” 

He had no priests, no public worship, 
no temples. Such a religion, it may 
be judged, was too pure and ideal for 
the cdminon people. It wanted some 
alloy to make it current coin. The 
result was that in spite of Akbar’s 
great influence he could not obtain 
many disciples, and his new religion 
went at no time beyond the Court, 
where, too, it was confined to his inti¬ 
mate friends and some flatterers. In 
the list of his followers given by 
Blochmann from Badaoni and Abui 
Fazl there are only eighteen names. 
Akbar’s successor undid his work 
entirely, and the “ Divine Faith 55 
shared the fate of so many other new 
religions both before and since those 
awakening days. There was even a 
reaction from Akbar’s policy, and his 
benevolent and politic tolerance of 
all creeds and sects was followed by 
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the bigoted persecution which reached 
its climax under his great-grandson, 
and helped chiefly to undermine the 
splendid heritage of the Moghuls. 
But A kbar $ Bream has found its 
realization in the policy o£ a Govern¬ 
ment which, whatever its short¬ 
comings may be, has religious tole¬ 
rance tor the immoveable foundation 
of its rule. And Tennyson’s poem 
concludes with Akbar’s prevision of 
this continuation and completion of 
his noble work by a foreign race :— 

“ I watch’d my son, 

And those that follow’d, loosen, stone 
from stone, 

All my fair work. 

But while I groan’d, 

From out the sunset pour’d an alien 
race 

Who fitted stone to stone again, and 
Truth, 

reace, Love, and Justice came and 
dwelt therein, 

jSor in the field without were seen or 
heard 

Fires of Suttee, nor wail of baby- 
wife, 

Or Indian widow ; and in sleep I 
said, 

“ All praise to Alla, by whatever 
hands 

My mission be accomplish’d 1 ’

AKBAR AND THE PARSEES. 

When the Emperor Akbar, dis¬ 
gusted with the intolerance and ex¬ 
clusiveness of the faith of Islam pro- 



started on an earnest enquiry of the 
best religion for men, he resolved to 
examine all ibe existing creeds that 
he could, and bestow patient toil on 
the discovery of the truth. If he 
could not discover any one among the 
existing religions which could satisfy 
his need, he rightly resolved to find 
out the true elements in each, and 
combining them together to set up a 
new faith. For this purpose he as¬ 
sembled the representatives of many 
sects and various creeds at his court, 
and built a special palace for their 
meetings, called the Ibadat-Khana, 
at Fatehpur-Sikhri. There he him¬ 
self presided over their discussions, 
encouraging every one to come out 
with his views without fear of repres¬ 
sion. All the great religions of the 
world were represented before the 
Emperor. First and foremost was, 
of course, Islam, the nominal State 
religion, whose learned doctors natur¬ 
ally disliked such discussions and had 
scant sympathy with the enlightened 
object of their Emperor. They had, 
however, to be present and argue as 
best they might and could the excel¬ 
lence of their religion above all others 
and refute the claims of rival creeds. 
Used hitherto to special favour at 
court and to look down upon these 
creeds with contempt and intolerance, 
they did not always behave well under 
these novel circumstances, and be¬ 
took themselves to strange methods 
of defence. This led on occasions to 
great confusion and uproar when the 


fessed by his fathers and by the State, 
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meetings had to be adjourned to let 
the heated passions cool down. Even 
the Emperor’s presence was at times 
not respected, and the bigoted Ulamas 
taunted and threatened his trusted 
advisers like Abul Fazl, Ffti/i, and 
Bir.Bal, whom they held responsible 
for all his religious vagaries, in the 
face of their Royal master. One of 
these, a grandee, named Shahbaz 
Khan, once said openly to Bir Bal 
at one of these meetings: “ You 
cursed infidel, do you talk in this 
manner ? It would not take me long 
to settle you I Whereupon the 
Emperor scolded him in particular 
and all the other Ulamas in general, 
saying, “ would that a shoeful of ex¬ 
crements were thrown into your 
faces I ” ( Badaoni, Mwitakhab al - 

Tawarikh , Cal. Ed. Vol. II., p 273), 

Then there were the expounders of 
Hinduism, the faith of the vast majo¬ 
rity of Akbar’s Indian subjects. He 
listened attentively to their doctrines 
and favoured their views. He not 
only discussed with them in public, 
bnt saw them privately in his palace, 
and was influenced much by them. 
The historian Badaoni gives a curious 
instance of how the Emperor used to 
receive these men. “ A Brahman, 
named Debi,” says he, “who was one 
of the interpreters of the Maha- 
bharatta, was pulled up the walls of 
the castle sitting on a charpoi till he 
arrived near a balcony which the 
Emperor had made his bed-chamber. 
Whilst thus suspended he inrtructed 
his Majesty in the secrets and legends 
of Hinduism, in the manner of wor¬ 


shipping idols, the fire, the sun, the 
stars, and of revering the chief gods 
of these unbelievers.” ( Badaoni, 
Cal. Ed., Vol. II, p. 257. Lowe 
p. 265). Akbar’s surroundings, his 
Rajput wives, his Hindu advisers, 
and generals like Todar Mai and Bir 
Bal, his taste for Sanskrit literature 
and philosophy, which he had trans¬ 
lated into Persian, made him lean 
considerably towards Hinduism. 
Buddhism also was brougut to his 
notice and had also influence upon 
him. Professor Max Muller says that 
“ Abul Fazl, the minister of Akbar, 
could find no one to assist him in his 
enquiries respecting Buddhism.” 
(Introduction to Science of Religion t 
p. 24.) But Badaoni says distinctly 
that “ Samanas ” were interviewed 
by Akbar along with the Brahmans. 
Now these “ Samanas ” are rightly 
interpreted by Professor Cowell and 
Mr. Lowe as Buddhist ascetics, 
“Sharmanas, ” in fact. Max Muller 
himself seems to have conjectured 
this, as he puts this querry to this 
word of Badaoni on p. 90. “Is not 
Sumani meant for Samana, i. e . 
‘Shramana’? ” The cause of his 
hesitation seems to be the misinter¬ 
pretation of Blockmann.who,following 
Arabic dictionaries, calls them “a 
sect in Sind, who believe in the trans¬ 
migration of souls (tanasuk).” (Aini~ 
Akabari , Vol. I. p. 179). 

Besides Mahomedans, Hindoos, and 
Buddhists, Akbar had taken great 
care to have the representatives of 
the great Christian faith, of which he 
had heard. He requested the Pojtu- 
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guese authorities at Goa to send him 
missionary priests who could expound 
the mysteries o£ their faith. Learned 
and pious priests were accordingly 
sent from Goa to Akbar’s court, An 
account of their travels and mission 
may be read in Hugh Murray’s “ Dis 
eoveries in Asia” (Vol. II). But 
the best account of what they did at 
the Moghul court and of their influ¬ 
ence on the Monarch is doubtless in 
the work of the Jesuit Father Oatru 
who based his *‘History of the Mogh¬ 
ul Empire ” on the MS. Memoirs 
of the Venetian physician Manned, 
a resident for 48 years at the Moghul 
oourt. Akbar’s attitude towards 
Christianty is a very interesting pro¬ 
blem, not free from uncertainty and 
doubt and may be treated on another 
occasion. The Mahomedan historian 
notes that, u Learned monks also 
came from Europe, who are called 
Padre , and have an infallible head, 
called Papa , who is able to change 
religious ordinances as he may deem 
advisable for the moment, and to 
whose authority kings must submit, 
brought the Gospel and advanced 
proofs for the Trinity. His Majesty 
firmly believed in the truth of the 
Christian religion, and wishing to 
spread the doctrines of Jesus, ordered 
Prince Murad to take a few lessons 
in Christianity under good auspices, 
and charged Abul Fazl to translate 
the Gospel,” (Badaoni Vol, II., p, 
260, Lowe p, 267). 

There were, moreover, Jews, Sufis, 
Shiahs, Hanefites, and various other 
religious and philosophical sects, re¬ 



presented before Akbar, who wanted 
to have all, theologian and philosopher, 
orthodox and heterodox, heretic and 
echismatic, rationalist and mystic, 
every shade of opinion, every ray of 
light that he could obtain. 

There wa9 one religion which was 
distinguished by its gre^it and hoary 
antiquity as well as its purity, which, 
if it could only attract the Royal in¬ 
quirer’s notice, could not but influence 
him greatly owing to its conformity 
with much of Akbar’s object. That 
was the ancient religion of Zoroaster, 
which, after a long spell of persecu¬ 
tion, had been driven out of its home 
in Persia to seek a shelter in a corner 
of Akbar’s dominions, jjis religion 
was historical and must have forced 
itself on his notice in several ways. 

M Notwithstanding their paucity 
and political insignificance their opi¬ 
nions exercised considerable influence 
on the great minds of India towards 
the close of the 16th Century:” Count 
De Noer, Emperor Akbar , Vol. I., 

p. 21. 

What Akbar did to get acquainted 
with this religion, and what was his 
attitude towards it, are the questions 
we will consider on the present occa¬ 
sion. That he came to know this re¬ 
ligion and some of its chief doctrines 
is certain. But how far he was in¬ 
fluenced by it, and how much of it he 
adopted in the new faith that he con¬ 
structed, is problematical. There is a 
tradition among the parsees themselves 
that a high priest of theirs had been 
called from Nowsaree in Gujarat to 
Akbar’s court under strange circum- 


stances, and that he so far succeeded 
in forcing upon the Emperor’s mind 
the truth and excellence of his reli¬ 
gion as actually to convert him to the 
Parsee faith by investing him with 
the sacred shirt and thread-girdle, 
nidrefi and hnti, the outward sign of 
adopting that faith. The circum¬ 
stances under which this priest, whose 
name was Mehrjee Rana, was called 
to Akbar’s court, were these exceed¬ 
ingly strange ones according to the 
tradition. A Hindoo priest, deep in 
the arts of magic and sorcery, Jugut 
Guru by name, once performed a 
miracle in the presence of the Em¬ 
peror and his court by sending up 
and suspending a large silver plate 
high in the sky which looked like 
another sun shining in the heavens, 
and challenged the professors of all 
the religions assembled to take this 
new sun down and show the power of 
their faiths, Akbar, of course, called 
upon the Ulamas to do this and refute 
the Hindoo. But they could not do 
it themselves. Hence they were in 
anxious search of some one who could 
do this and disgrace the infidel. They 
were told that a priest in Naosari 
could do this, if he were called. At 
their suggestion Akbar sent for him. 
He came, he saw, he conquered. By 
reciting his prayers and by other in¬ 
cantations he broke the power of the 
Hindoo’s magic, and the pseudo-sun 
came down, plate as it was, and fell at 
Akbar’s feet! Akbar was astonished 
as well as he might. The Parsee priest 
was received with awe. He expounded 


his faith to Akbar and convinced him 
so well as to make him a Parsee ! 
This is the Parsee tradition cherished 
for three centuries by the people and 
circulated in various poems in prose 
and verse. There are poems about this 
triumph of Meherjee Rana, sang by 
Khialis or itinerent minstrels in 
Gujarat and elsewhere, who are, it 
must be said, not Parsees themselves. 

But now as to the validity of this 
tradition. After a diligent search I 
can find no historical proof of it what¬ 
ever, None of the numerous great 
histories of this reign notice it at all; 
and it need hardly be said that it such 
a highly improbable, if not impossible, 
event happened at all, it must have 
been mentioned and detailed by the 
writers who are generally very fond of 
relating the marvellous. Badaoni who 
mentions many other so-called miracu¬ 
lous or thaumaturgic feats of jogis and 
Mahomedan saints, as for instance 
that of the Anuptalao i the lake filled 
with copper-coin, does not say a word 
about this. There is nothing of it in 
the Dabistan , the other great authority 
for Akbar’s religious history. Neither 
the Akbar Namah ot Abul Fazl, 
the official history, nor the Tabaket-i- 
Akbari of Nizam-ud-din mention it. 
Nay, not even the name of Meherjee 
Rana, the Parsee priest, occurs any¬ 
where in any historical work as having 
gone to Akbar^s court at all. 

A paper has been put into my hands 
by the present descendants of this 
Meherjee Rana who still live in Nao¬ 
sari, in which what are called histori¬ 
cal authorities* are given for the above-

mentioned tradition. The writer quotes 
what purports to be passages from 
three famous historians of Akbar* viz., 
Badaoni, Abul Fazl, and the author 
of the Tabaka t-i-Akbariin each of 
which the tradition is fully' and empha¬ 
tically mentioned** .But strange to 
relate I do not find'just those passages 
in these historian? ! They are conspi¬ 
cuous by their absence in the editions 
of Badaoni an 1 Abul Fazl,* published 
% the Bengal' Asiatic Society in the 
' Bibliotheca Indica ! The copyist says 
that they are to be found in the copies 
at Agra, from which a Mahomedan 
Munshi had transcribed them for the 
information of the Parsees. But this 
ln&y be dismissed as an instance of 
interpolation on the part of that Mtin- 
shi to please the Parsees If passages 
are wanted in.Persian MSS., there, is 
' nothing so sure as that they will appear 
anyhow! One w*bo has any experi¬ 
ence of Persian historians and the MSS. 
will readily understand this. Sir Henry 
Elliot, who knew them all intimately, 
mentions several instances of impudent 
and interested frauds by Persian com¬ 
pilers, and Warns 11 s to be on our 
guard against “ the blunders arising 
from negligence and ignorance; the 
misquoting of titles, dates and names ; 

• the ascription to wrong authors ; the 
absence"of beginnings and endings; 
the arbitrary, substitution of new one 
t6 complete a mutilated' MS ; the 
mistakes'of copyists ; the exercise of 
ingenuity in their corrections, and of 
fancy in then* additions.’ 5 * (Historians 
of India, Vol. I., p., 11., Ed.

Let us now look to the historical 
sources for the reign of Akbar about 
his relation to the Parsees.^ Abul Fazl 
as is well-known has only> one short 
chapter Ain 77, Book L, on Akbars 
religious opinions. He does hot dilate 
on them in this- great work, because 
he meant to write a special treatise on 
this subject. But. that treatise- was 
never written. The fullest, account of 
his religious views may be obtained, 
and their progress traced in the great 
work of Abdul Kader Badaoni. The 
only passage in his whole work where 
he mentions the Parse© religion is 
this Fire-worshippexs also came 
from Nnosari in Gujarat/ proclaimed 
the religion of Zardusht as the true one, 
and declared reverence to fire to be su¬ 
perior to every other kind of worship. 
They also attracted the Emperor’s 
regard, and taught him the peculiar 
terms, the ordinances, the rites and 
ceremonies of the Kaianians. At last 
he ordered that the sacred fire should 
be made over to the charge of Abul 
Fazl, and that after the manner of the 
Kings of Persia, in whose temples 
blazed perpetual fires, he should take 
care jt was never extinguished night 
or. day, for th%t it is one of the signs 
of God, and one light from the many 
lights of His creation.” (II. 261, 
Cal. Ed. ; W. Lowe, p. 269.) 

The author of the “ Dabistan,” the 
famous book on the various religious 
and philosophical sects of the time in 
Asia, which may be called a veritable 
encyclopaedia of Oriental religions, 
gives a fuller and more detailed ac¬ 
count. “ In like, manner,” he says. 
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from the town o£ Naosari, situated in 
the district of Gujrat, asserted the 
truth of the religion of Zoroaster, and 
the great reverence and worship due 
to fire. The Emperor called them 
to his presence, and was pleased 
to take information about the way 
and lustre of their wise men. He 
also called from Persia a follower 
of Zardusbt, named Ardeshir, to 
whom he sent money; he delivered 
the sacred fire with care to the wise 
Shaikh Abul Fazl, and established that 
it should he preserved in the interior 
apartment by night and day, perpetual 
henceforth according ty the rule of the 
Mobods, and to the manner which was 
always practiced in the fire-temples of 
the Kings of Ajem, because the hi Set 
was among the sentences of the Lord, 
and light from among the lights of the 
great Ized. He invited likewise the 
fire-worshippers from Barman to his 
presence and cjuostioned them about 
the subtleties of Zardusbt’s religion; 
and he wrote letters to Azer Kaivan 
who was a chief of the Yezdanian and 
Abadanian, and invited him to India; 
Azer Kaivan begged to be excused 
from coming, but sent a book of his 
composition in praise of the self- 
existing being, of reason, the soul, the 
heavens, the stars, and the elements 
as well as a word of advice to the 
King; ail this contained in fourteen 
sections; every first line of each was 
in Persian pure dcri, when read in- 
vertedly it was Arabic, when turned 
about, Turkish, and when this was 
read in reversed order, it became 



Hindi. 5 ' (Troyer and Shes, Vol liX, 
p. 95.6). 

This shows clearly that the priest 
Ardeshir of Kirinan took a prominent 
part in leading Akbar to Parsecs m. 
The discussions between the various 
religious and philosophical sects were 
carried on with ability, and to judgo 
from the specimens of them that we 
have in this Dabistan, the representa¬ 
tives must have been learned men. 
The arguments brought forward by 
the Zaroastrian show great acumen 
and knowledge, and I do not think an 
obscure priest in a corner of Guzarar, 
could have been able to adduce them 
with such skill and dialectical ability. 
They show a knowledge of other 
general information about history and 
philosophy which it is vain to look for 
in a priest of Nsosari. Ardeshir was 
on the contrary known as a learned 
doctor of Zoroastrianism and he was 
considered of importance enough to be 
invited all the way from Kerman in 
Persia, and it is recorded that money 
for his travelling expenses was sent by 
Akbar. Another circumstance also 
points to this. Ardeshir was invited 
some years after Mehrji Rana is 
supposed to have gone to the Mogul 
Court. This shows that Akbar must 
have been dissatisfied with the priests 
from Naosari whom Badanoi mentions 
and seeing that they could not teach 
him much, had to go further afield 
and invite Ardeshir and other Parsees 
from Kerman. Meh r j! Rana may have 
gone to Akbar’s Court, as his family 
possesses a grant of 300 acres of land 
from the Mogul Court, said to have 


been given by Akbar to Mehrji on 
his departure from Delhi. But that 
he took any great part in the religi¬ 
ous and philosophical discussions that 
took place in the Emperor's presence 
cannot be maintained. Naosari it¬ 
self stood ill need of religious 
enlightenment three centuries ago, 
and could not be supposed to spare 
much of it. for Delhi. Akbar must 
have out of curiosity called Parsecs 
froin his own province of Guzarat 
for information, but seeing he could 
not get much out of them he had to 
call others from Persia. This, I 
think, is a legitimate inference. 

Now let us turn to the influence 
of the Parsee religion upon Akbar. 
That he studied it deeply and was 
struck by it is clear. But • what did 
he adopt of it, when he constructed 
his Iduhid-i-llahi , his “ Divine 

Monotheism ” upon the good that he 
found in the existing religions. As 
I have shown elsewhere Akbar at 
first established a pure and simple 
monotheism without any symbols and 
any rites. But later on when he saw 
the necessity of outward visible 
symbols to express the inner ideas 
he took the Sun for his great symbol 
of God. As Tennyson makes him say:- 
Let the Sun 

Who heals our Earth to yield us 
grain and fruit, 

And laughs upon thy field as well as 
mine, 

And warms the blood of Shiah and 
Sunnee 

Symbol the Eternal ! 

This veneration for the Sun he 
may be said to have taken from the 


Parsee religion which, as is well 
known, venerates the Sun as the 
great symbol of the Eternal. Father 
Catrou ambiguously says in his rare 
work. “He adopted from the Pagan 
worship, the adoration of the Sim 
which he practised three times u 
day; at the rising of that luminary, 
when it was at its meridian, and at 
its setting. ” (Moghul Empire , p. 

121.) Hinduism had also something 
to do with this inclination of Akbar 
towards sun-worship. Badaoni says 
that Bir Bal gave him this. “ The 
accursed Bir Bal tried to persuade 
the Emperor, that since the Sun gives 
light to all, and ripens all grain, 
fruit and products of the earth and 
support the life of mankind, there¬ 
fore that luminary should be the 
object of worship and veneration; 
that the face should be turned to¬ 
wards the rising and not towards the 
setting sun* [£.*., towards Mecca, like 
the Mahomcdans] which is the west; 
that man should venerate fire, water 
stones and trees, and all natural 
objects, even down to cows and their 
dung; that lie should adopt the sec- 
tarial mark and Brahmanical thread. 
Several wise men at Court confirmed 
what he said by representing that 
the sun was the “ greater light 5 of 
the world, and the benefactor of its 
inhabitants, the patron of kings, and 
that kings are but his vicegerents. 
This was the cause of the worship 
paid to the sun on the JVauroz-i- 
Jellali and of his being induced to 
adopt that festival for the celebration 
of his accession to the throne. (\ol. 


II 260 Lowe, p. 268) Thus as in 
everything else so in this Akbar 
combined several things together. 
Tennyson’s Hymn to the Sun is a 
beautiful embodiment of Akbar’s ideas 
about it and may be quoted:— 

Once again thou flamest heavenward, 
once again wo see thee rise. 

: ‘f i 

Every morning is thy birthday 
gladdening human hearts and 
• byes. . , 

Every morning here we greet it, 
bowing lowly down before thee, 
Thee the Godlike, thee the change¬ 
less, in thine everehanging skies. 

LI 

Shadow-maker, slvadow-slayer arrowing 
light from dime to clime, 

Hear thy myriad laureates liail thee 
monarch in their woodland rhyme. 
Warble bird, and open flower and, 
men, below the dense of azure 
Kneel adoring Him the Timeless the 
flame that measures Time ! 

This is also to be found in the 
other thing that lie may be said to 
have taken from the Parsec religion, 
the veneration of fire. We have 
seen bow he ordered Abu 1 Fa/1 to 
take charge of the sacred tire and to 
feed it continuously, thus keeping it 
always burning as in the fire-temples 
of the Persians. But the Hindoos, 
too, have a kind of tire-worship and 
Akbar must have been influenced by 
them too in this Badaoni mentions 
the fact that from early youth in 
compliment to his wives, the daughters 
of the Li a jabs of Hind, he had within 
the female apartments continued to 
burn the horn which is a ceremony 
derived fioiu siiu-\vorshifi>’ ? (Vdl 11 


p. 261, Lowe p. 269.) I think 
BadaonFs learned translator Mr. W. 
H. Lowe, is wrong in his note in this 
hom when he says it is the branch 
of a certain tree offered by Parsis 
as a substitute for Soma juice ” (p. 
269 note.) The hom ceremony of 
the Hindoos is as Bloehuiann rightly 
notes here a. kind of fire-worship; 
and has nothing to do with the Parsee 
mystic “ hom ” juice, which figures 
in some of their sacred rites. Fire- 
worship, therefore, like Sun-worship 
Akbar must have taken from the 
Parsee religion and partly also from 
the Hindoo. The pious care with 
which, he ordered the fire to be kept 
burning is of course peculiar only 
to the Zoroastrians who are unique 
in this matter. The Hindoos offer 
sacrifices to the god of fire but are 
not so solicitous about keeping it 
pure and always burning. 

Another matter in which Akbar 
was brought into connection with the 
Parsees and influenced. by was the 
Calendar. Being disgusted with 
everything Mahomedan he tried to 
get rid of as many institutions and 
opinions connected with the estab¬ 
lished faith as he could. One of the 
chief of these was the Mahomedan 
lunar Calendar which was in vogue 
for a long time in India. He altered 
it and adopted the Parsee Solar 
Calendar with the old Persian names 
of the months and days, Farvardin, 
Ardibehesht $c. and ELormazd, 
Bahman, &c. The Era he changed 
also making it like the ancient Per¬ 
sian kingly era begin with his acees- 



si on. According to Ain-i-Akbari, Bk. 
III. intro: Akbar changed the Era 
and established his Ilahi or Divine 
era after the Parsec model in A. H. 
992 or A. fo. 1584 (Jarreti, Vol. 
II., p. 1 and 31.) 

The fourteen sacred festivals of the 
Parsecs were adopted by him. “ It 
"-was a Parsee custom to hold festival 
on each day the name of which coin¬ 
cided with that of the current month. 

' . Thus Par ward in was the name of the 
first month of the Ilahi year and 
also of the 19th day every other 
month. These feast days, therefore, 
were 19th Farwardin; 3rd Ardi- 
behesht; 6th Khurdad; 13th Tir; 17th 
^Amirdad; 4th Sharivur; 16th Mehr; 
10th Aban; 9th Adar; 8th, 15th, 23rd 
Peh; 2nd Bahman; 5th Aspandar- 
mad.” (Count de Noer II., p. 268. 
Ani-I-Akbari. Vol I., Bloekman, p. 
276.) “ When his Majesty, ” says 

Abul Fazl, u was informed of the 
feasts of the Jamsheds, and the festi¬ 
vals of the Parsee priests, he adopted 
them and used them as opportunities 
of conferring benifits. ” Of these the 
greatest was the Naoroz or New Year’s 
day’s feast which commenced on the 
day the sun entered Aries and lasted 
till the 19th day of the month 
Farwardin. • 

But this new Era and new Parsi 
Calendar was abolished, like most 
innovations of Akbar, by Aurang- 
jib in the very second year of 
his reign. (Khafi Khan, apud 
Elliot and Dawson, Vol. VII, 

, p. MU) 


In complimenting the lecturer on 
his able and instructive lecture, to 
which he, in common with all the 
gentlemen present, had listened with 
the deepest attention, Dr. Pollen 
said he could not avoid expressing 
some regret at the way in which the 
interesting legend from Naosari had 
been shattered. The fact that the 
incident of the Jogee’s simulated sun 
and its destruction by the Naosari 
priest had not been noticed by any 
of the contemporaneous historians was 
no proof that the miracle had not 
really happened. The best authen¬ 
ticated miracles of the Christian and 
other religions lmd been passed over 
in complete silence by the recognised 
and accredited historians of the times 
in which they were alleged to have 
taken place. With regard to the 
worship of the Sun and Fire as sym¬ 
bols of the diety, Dr. Pollen said 
these signs and symbols were common 
to nearly all religions. In the Chris¬ 
tian church the eastward position was 
indicative of reverence towards the 
rising sun, and the sacred fire of 
ancient Rome was still kept burning 
in the Vatican, Symbols were always 
helpful. The danger lay in making 
the symbol a finality instead of mak¬ 
ing it lead the thoughts beyond the 
symbol to the thing symbolized. Dr. 
Pollen altogether refused to believe 
that Akbar “ despised ” the creed in 
which he had been born and bred, 
Like all thoughtful men, the Emperor 
was no doubt dissatisfied with the 
traditions that encumbered the creed 
and made it of no effect. He there- 
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fore sought to remove these traditions, 
and, in doing so, sought help from 
other creeds. He desired to worship 
the Invisible in sincerity and in truth, 
and, recognising the sublimity of the 
central truths of Zoroastrianism, 
strove, as Tennyson beautifully puts it, 
to adore “ The Time-less in the Flame 
that Measures Time. 55 Again con¬ 
gratulating the lecturer on his most 
interesting paper. Dr. Pollen moved 
a vote of thanks, which was seconded 
by Dr. Day unha and carried with 
acclamation. 

The Chairman, in offering the 
thanks of the Society to Mr Karkaria, 
said he hoped that he would continue 
to give similar interesting lectures 
to the Society .

AKBAR AND THE PARSEES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES OF INDIA. 

Sir,—Dr. Pollen spoke in such kind 
terms of what I had to say about this 
subject, before the Asiatic Society that 
it would be ungracious in me to criti¬ 
cise him. But grateful as I am to him 
for the kind words in which he moved 
the vote of thanks, I must say that I 
really do not know whether to take 
seriously one or two assertions he 
made on the occassiOn, or to consider 
lie in as mere obiter dicta . About the 
Naosari Parsec tradition let me say 
that as a Parsec I am myself very 
sorry to see it vanish. But I could not 
help it. I could not stultify myself by 



supporting it in the teeth of ihe evi¬ 
dence against it. Dr. Pollen puts forth 
a eonjeeture-for it is nothing but a 
conjecture—that the alleged miracle 
may have happened and yet not have 
been recorded by the historians. And 
he adduces the argument that “the 
best authenticated miracles" 5 of the 
Christian religion have not been 
recorded by the recognised and accre¬ 
dited historians of the times. I agree 
with Dr. Pollen in this that if a 
miracle be “best authenticated ' it 
may be believed even if the recognised 
and accredited historians of the time 
do not mention it. But in the case of 
this Naosari miracle there is not only 
no “best authentication, 55 but no 
authentication at all. The early Chris¬ 
tian miracles are recorded, if not by 
the classical historians of the times, 
by the E vangelists, and however these 
writers may be criticised, they 
certainly furnish an authentication 
and vouch for the truth of them, but 
there is nothing of this sort in the 
case of the alleged miracle at Akbar’s 
Court. This miracle does not fall with¬ 
in Dr. Pollen's category of “best au¬ 
thenticated 5 5 miracle left unrecorded 
by the historians of their time. 

Then there is another essential diff¬ 
erence between the present case and 
the early Christian miracles. It is true 
the recognised historians are silent 
about the miracles of Christ. But then 
they are silent, not only about these 
miracles, but about the whole subject 
of the rise of Christianity and the life 
of its founder. Tacitus, the greatest 
historian of the period, refers to the 
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whole subject, as is well known, in a 
few lines in the 44th chapter of Book 
XV. of his Annales, where lie con¬ 
temptuously speaks of a “certain**per¬ 
son named Christ who was put to 
deaths for his hateful superstition/* 
Tacitus lived more than 80 years after 
the events he discribed so cursorily 
and contemptuously. But the strictly 
contemporary writers of the time of' 
Christ say nothing at aJL Now, what is 
the ease with the. great historians of 
Akbar. B<5th Abul Fazl and Badaoiti 
mention the subject of his religious 
views, and the latter' especially goes 
into full details about them. The 
author of the DabiStan, who flourished 
about half a century after Akbar, is 
even more minute. And yet they do 
not mention this marvellous event, 
said to have happened at the court in 
the presence of all. v Can this silence 
of these historians be compared to the 
silence of the. classical historians 
about the miracles of Christ? And 
can the same inference be drawn 
from these two eases which are thus 
radically different? 

I will not touch the question of the 
a priori improbability, if not im¬ 
possibility, of such a feat *as this 
one attributed in this tradition 
to the Hindoo jogi and the Parsee 
priest, viZy the violation of the law 
of gravitation. This would lead me 
into the question of wonders and 
miracles, their existence, proof, credi¬ 
bility, etc; and it is not desirable that 
I should do it here, though Dr. 
Pollen seems to see nothing 4 of the 
inherent improbability o£ the alleged 



wonder or miracle. 1 may refer to 
Dr. Arnold’s excellent remarks on 
this subject of wonders and miracles 
imhistory v in his Lectures * on Modern 
History , p p. 99-107. 

About the ’other remark of Dr. 
Pollen I will only assert that I did 
not say that Akbar 4 ‘despised 5 '' the 
creed in which he was born. .What I. 
said was he was “disgusted’' with 
Islam, and especially its intolerance 
and exclusiveness. Anyone who reads 
Badaoni’s history will come to the 
conclusion that Akbar was really dis¬ 
gusted with Islam, if not something 
more. It will he shown when I come.to 
the subject of “Akbar and Islam.’^ 
Meanwhile I will quote* a few sentences/ 
from Badaoni, who was himself a 
staunch, if not a bigoted Mahomedan, 
which willclearly show Akbar’s disgust, 
almost amounting to contempt, for 
the religion of his birth. “His Maje¬ 
sty collected anything which people 
can find in books, with a telent of 
selection peculiar to him, and a spirit 
of enquiry opposed to every [ Islamitie ] 
principle ” (Vol. II., p» 25b.) On tho 
next page he says: “H is Majesty listen¬ 
ed to every abuse which the courtiers 
heaped on our glorious and poor faith 
which can be so easily followed; and 
eagerly seizing such opportunities, he 
showed, in words and gestures, Ins 
satisfaction at the treatment which his 
original religion received at their hands. 
“Some bastards wrote treaties in order 
to revile and ridicule our religious, 
practices, of course with proofs. His 
Majesty diked such productions, and pro¬ 
moted tfie authors’’ (p. 306). There 
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are many other passages which can 
be quoted, but I retrain from doing 
that just at present.~yours,&).

AKBAR AND THE PARSERS,

SIR,— It is certainly not correct 
to say that Akbar despised, or, in the 
stronger words insisted on by a Parse© 
lecturer, was “disgusted with” Islam. 
When Abdullah Khan Uzbak, the 
ruler of Turan, wrote to Akbar mak¬ 
ing enquiries as to the truth of the 
rumours of Akbar "s unbelief that had 
reached him, the reply of the great 
Emperor to the Uzbfik chief indited 
by the pen of Abul Fazl, and form¬ 
ing one of the most pleasing produc¬ 
tions of the P ers i sn Li te ratu re 
( Rukaati-Abul-Fazl, pp. 11-14) lays 
bare his religious sentiments, while 
it denies the falsity of the charge of 
heresy laid against him by rumour in 
the following memorial lines:— 

Quila innal Ilaha zu waladin 
Quila innar Rasula quad Kahana 
Ma najal Lahu war Rasnlo Maan 
Min lisanil wara fa Kaifa ana? 

Men have accused Allah of beget¬ 
ting a son; 

Men have charged the Prophet 
with black magic. 

Verily, if Allah and his Prophet 
have not escaped the tongue of 
human calumny 
How can I ?

In the course of rhis letter Akbar 
makes more than one avowal of the 
strength and sincerity of his belief 
in Islam, and often and emphatically 
rejects the charge of apostasy laid at 
his door by the voice of self-interest 
and bigotry. “On the principle,” he 
writes, “of the Arbic maxim that ‘faith 
and dominion are twins," the increase 
of the empire under me and the daily 
exaltation of the banners of my domi¬ 
nion, are arguments convincing enou¬ 
gh of the greatness of my faith in 
Islam.” “I have,” ho observes in an¬ 
other place (Id, p 14) “made countries 
the soils of which were never trodden 
by the hoofs of the cavalries of victo¬ 
rious sultans and regions where the 
swords of the armies of conquering 
Khakans (kings) had never gleamed 
sinco the da wn of the, sun of Islam in 
the homes of the Faithful, and have 
turned their temples of unbelief into 
places of devotion for true believers.” 
He expresses later on the hope, “un¬ 
der the Convoy of Divine favour to 
root out from the coasts and the isla¬ 
nds of the Salt Sea the Frankish 
infidels who have stretched forth the 
hand of rapine against the pilgrims 
of the two Holy Temples (Makkah and 
Madinah). May Allah increase their 
glory !” These surely, cannot be said 
to be the words of a man “disgusted” 
with Islam. Considering that Akbar w r as 
a far greater and more powerful mon¬ 
arch than the petty Uzbak “ Sipah 
Salar ” of Turan, to whom these words 
were addressed, there can be no ques¬ 
tion as to their genuineness. There 
was no need for Akbar to have been 



hypocritical with Abdullah Khan. *.It 
would be something like England in 
all her 'might and glory stooping to 
equivooale or quibble about her yeli- 
|ibus belief with. Belgium or w*\th 
SaX&ny. Now what Akbar was rearlly 
disguitecl witl^ was the wholesale mmv 
ders and plunder of the properties % 
of helpless wideband orphans'.(Sir 
Henry Elliot’s Musalman Historians, 
v. 542, Note 1. ). The greed, for pelf 
( Id. 536-537), the mean trickeries, 
the sordid avarice, the criminal, op¬ 
pressiveness (Id, 520.) that were prac¬ 
tised in the name of Islam by one of 
the highest but most corrupt ©f its 
religious dignitaries, and with the 
base bickerings and petty g^quabblings 
of a.coterie of narrow minded* Muslim • 
divines. Akbar had too “ excellent an 
understanding and was 'too earnest a 
searcher after Truth” to be. “disgust¬ 
ed”; with any religion, much l$ss with 
Islam. He was illiterate, and, as the 
lecturer correctly said, from his youth 
to old age could neither - read nor 
write. But(as Dr. Pollen contends) 
he was, nevertheless a highly educated 
and perfectly cultivated man (Tuzuk- 
i^Jeliangiri, Sir Sayad Ahmed’s Edi- 
tion, p. 14.)* He had raised^ around , 
himself a storm of controversy and 
angry xliscussion.- “ People (Badaoni 
in Elliot, v. 527) night and day did 
nothing but enquire and investigate” 
around him. Profound points of science 
and subtleties of revelation, curiosities 
of history, wonders of nature, of which* 
large volumes could only % give a 
summary abstract, were constantly 
discussed before him,” It was np 
3 


wonder, th^n, that “doubt on doubt 
crowded upon him, and the object of his 
search*was 'lo*st” (Badauni in Elliot 
v, 527).\Any man so circumstanced 
would have found himself lost in 
this maze. A writer in the Oriental 
Quarterly Magazine (I.,5l) has alleged 
. that “ the enemies of Islam took this 
opportunity of the Emperor’s mind to 
augmenthis\lisgust and dissatisfaction, 
and % these impressions becoming prp- 
gressivdv more intense be lost in the 

o « 

course of five or six years every parti¬ 
cle of his original belief. ” That 
the Emperor did so, however, «is, I 
contend, belied both by his acts and be¬ 
liefs, and for the following reasons :— 

It has been admitted by all obser¬ 
vant historians that the object of Akbar 
in foitnding his Din-i-Ilahi or Divine 
Faith was not so much religious as poli¬ 
tical. He wished to weld together the 
divergent opinions and various creeds 
existing side by side in his extensive 
empire into one harmonious whole. 
His son and successor says in his 
memoirs: “ In his guarded domi¬ 
nions, which are on all sides contermi¬ 
nous with the Salt Sea, the holders 
of the contrary faiths and multifarious 
opinions, true and false, find place. 
' The way of obstruction is closed. The 
Sunni with the Shiah prays in one 
mosque, and the Jew performs his 
devotions with the Christian in one 
Church (Tuzuk-i-Jebangiri, Persian 
Text 16.) This .was the great aspira¬ 
tion of Akbar and the .mainspring of 
most of his actions. Yet, so far from 
his giving up Islam ofbeing disgus¬ 
ted ” with, it in his great declaration 



promulgating his authority as the 
Imami-Adil, or just leader in matters 
sacred and secular, Akbar prefaces it 
with citations from the Kuraan, and 
moreover states that no order passed 
by him which conlcl be proved or 
shown to be in opposition to the 
Kuraan “ shall be binding or impera¬ 
tive on any man.” (Badauni in Elli¬ 
ot, (v. 532.) We also see that in. 
spite of all his free thinking, Akbar’s 
faith in Musalman saints, notably 
the IChwajah of Ajmer, and Sheikh 
Salim Chishti of Fatehpur Sikri, re¬ 
mained unshaken. He once performed 
a pilgrimage on foot from his capital 
to Ajmer (Tabakat-i-Akbari, Elliot, v. 
334 ), and never broke his vow of per¬ 
forming an annual pilgrimage to that 
shrine (Id. 400-406). The shrine of 
Sheikh Farid Shakar Ganj at Ajodhan 
in the Punjab was also an object of 
no less devotion to the Emperor (Id. 
336). Most of the inscriptions on the 
public buildings raised by, or in the 
reign of, Akbar, are instinct with 
the soundness of his faith in Islam. 
The inscriptions, notably on the 
gate of Fatehpur Sikri, though it 
breathes a spirit of pious sufism, 
is not the less Islamic in tone 
(Tuzuk 4). 

Instances can be multiplied ad in¬ 
finitum, and will be quoted if occasion 
requires. I therefore, with Dr. Pollen, 
can confidently deny the assertion 
that Akbar either #< despised ” or was 
49 disgusted ” with the religion in 
which he was born and bred.—-

We more than once observed in 
Mr. Karkarla’s these columns that it is 

thffirK“« * lw «y s a P leaSUre to 

Tradition. read the literary papers 

which Mr. Karkaria from time to 
time contributes to the Bombay branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society. He 
is wellknown for his special historical 
studies. His paper on the fallacy of 
the tradition of the nail theory re¬ 
garding Shivaji and Afzul Khan was 
an excellent specimen of historical 
research into the authenticity of po¬ 
pular reminiscences. History is 
nothing if not absolute accuracy itself. 
And Mr. Karkaria seems to have well 
grasped this fundamental axiom of 
History. We are, therefore, pleased 
to read a fresh historical paper from 
his pen, though we are constrained to 
observe that in the present case, ther^e 
is more of papal dogmatism than his¬ 
torical impartiality. Akbar was un¬ 
doubtedly eclectic in matters spiritual. 
He was inordinately fond of learned 
disquisitions with scholars deeply 
versed in the tenets of various religi¬ 
ons. He used to hold what we may 
call a kind of religious congress where 
erudite representatives of each creed 
pointed out the merits of it and ex¬ 
posed to view the demerits of the rest. 
Zoroastrianism seems to have had the 
greatest fascination for that emperor. 
And the story is current, aye even 
it is sung in rhyme, that a certain 
44 Dustur,” named Mehrji Rana, was 
able to bring down by the chanting 
of certain Zoroastrian hymns, a fftlgc 


stm which curiously enough was alleg¬ 
ed to have been fixed in mid-heaven 
by the magic of a Hindu ascetic. The 
scientific improbability of the thing 
is so palpable that we need not deign 
to harp on it. It is just possible 
that for a few minutes the ascetic 
used to perform an optical delusion 
which passed for a miracle in that 
unscientific but credulous age. There 
is no inherent improbability in it. 
The so-called miracle may or may not 
have been performed. And/Mberji 
Rana may or may not have, by his 
chanting of spiritual Verses, cast the 
miracle to the wind. Assuming the 
incident to be true, it is easy enough 
to understand that its triviality was 
palpable enough to be treated with 
contempt by the contemporary his¬ 
torians at Akbar’s court. This would 
account for its nonreference, as stated 
by Mr. Karkaria in his paper. On 
the other hand it is not infrequent 
that an acting personage is apt to 
magnify his own performance before 
royalty, specially when it is related 
at a distance of hundreds of miles 
away from the seat of royalty itself. 
We are loth to accept Mr. Karkaria’s 
theory that no such incident could 
have occurred. As there is no smoke 
without fire, so there cannot have 
lived a tradition for over two hundred 
years without some occurrence of the 
kind having taken place. The tradition 
has been preserved in prose and rhyme. 
There is no inherent improbability 
therefore in the circumstance. Mberji 
Rana on his return must have mag¬ 
nified the incident, which may have 


been most trivial and not worth no¬ 
ting, into a big affair and endeavoured 
thus to cheaply earn kudos for himself 
of his grand doings at the court of 
the great emperor. On the side of 
Akbar’s historians its triviality may 
have prompted them to take no notice 
of it whatever. On the side of Mehrji 
Rana, it may have been that the mo¬ 
tive was to pose himself as having 
performed some wonderful feat merely 
by spiritualism. Mehrji may have 
been a spiritual braggadocio who 
wanted to make some capital for him¬ 
self out of his visit to Akbar. What 
was more easy than to tell a stirring 
traveller’s tale, which he knew none 
would care to verify. He wanted to 
add, perhaps, to his self-importance 
by magnifying an occurrence of a 
character scarce worth noticing. 
There must be a germ of the episode. 
And in all probability, it developed 
it into a myth with this germ as a 
basis. Are not most of the Greek 
myths based on a substratum of some 
historical fact ? In the present case, 
the tradition supports the incident. It 
may have heen most trumpery and not 
worth noticing. But it is too dogmatic 
for Mr. Karkaria to brush it aside as 
absolutely without foundation.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE BOMBAY GAZETTE. 

SIR,—Why was the Bombay Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society esta- 





Wished? Was it to serve the purpose 
of an ordinary circulating library? 
Or was it. to provide, in consideration 
of an animal douceur of fifty rupees, 
facilities for exhibiting and adver¬ 
tising the vamped-up wares of any 
member who had a quant, sjuff. of 
temerity ? Or was it again—to use 
the words of old Sandie Mackav—to 
enable every chick who had found a 
grain of corn .to run out cackling 
with the shell on his head, and tell 
it to all the world, as if there never 
was barley grown on the face of the 
earth- before ? Mr. Karkaria’s paper 
on “ Akbar and the Parsees ” has 
led me t<5 ask these questions. If 
there is any subject in Indian History 
which has been threshed out by many 
men of “real” learning, if is that 
of Akbar : s religious faith. Seventy 
years ago (1818), Captain Vans 
Kennedy read a paper before the 
Bombay Literary Society on Akbars* 
new religion. His essay contains an 
excellent description of the character 
and development of Akbar’s innova¬ 
tions, and he also gave, for the first 
time ii\ English, a translation of the 
arguments which the author of the 
u Dabe 3 tan ” puts into the months 
of the professors of different religions.. 
Vans Kennedy had not before him the 
full text of Badaoni. All that he 
knew of that writer’s opinions was 
at secondhand from another work* 
called the “ Gul-i-Rana.” Conse¬ 
quently, Horace Hayman Wilson 
wrote in 1824, another most valuable 
essay in which all the material facts 
in Badaoni are marshalled with a 


fidelity, lucidity and skill quite worthy 
of the continuator of Mill. In 1866 
again, Edward Rehaisek* published in * 
our own city a little brochure con¬ 
taining translations of all the passages . 
in Badaoni which bear on that change 
in Akbar’s belief which culminated 
in his “ Divine Monotheism. The 
labours of Shea -and Troyer, Bloch- 
manh, and Lowe are better known and 
need'no special mention. Where then, 

I ask, was the necessity of writing 
another paper on the subject ? Has 
Mr. Karkaria cited any authority, 
or even any single passage of import¬ 
ance, vyhich had been neglected by his 
predecessors ? Has he summarised the 
results of their investigations better? 
or is it that “his” English is more 
“engaging” than Wilson’s at*d Vans 
Kennedy’s ? Has he done anything 
more than “conveyed” bqdily to his 
pages the identical facts and state¬ 
ments which had been handled more 
skilfully by his betters ? One proof 
of all this will suffice. Mr % Karkaria’s 
principal authorities are Badaoni and 
the Dabistan. Five out of the six 
passages which he quotes from the 
former have been* cited by Wilson in 
his* paper (Rost’s Ed. of Wilsons 
Works, Vol. II., pp. 379-400). The 
picturesque description of the Brahman 
Devi on his Charpoi occurs on p. 384, 
the allusion to the Padres on p. 387, 
the most interesting reference to the 
fire worshippers of Nausarion p. 389, 
the argument of Birbal in favour of 
sun-worship on p» 388, and. the men¬ 
tion of. Horn on p. 389, The only 
one which does not appear in this' list 


is that about the “bootful-o£ excre¬ 
ments^ which Wilson had the good 
taste to omit, and which is neither 
important, edifying, nor savoury. So 
that we have in the compass of iive 
pages in Wilson, the identical facts 
and statements which Mr. Karkaria 
says he has extracted from Badaoni. 
It is true that Wilson does not quote 
Tennyson, but most people will agree 
that tags of poetry, however excellent, 
are not essential in an “ original’ 
historical essay. 

I will now, with your permission, 
proceed to criticise in detail Mr. Kar- 
karia’s lucubration, and to point out 
the numerous errors into which, in 
spite of all this excellent guidance, 
his half-knowledge has led him. The 
introductory tail-talk about Henri 
Quatre may be passed over with the 
remark that such historical parallels, 
even when sound, are rather curious 
than informing, and certainly not ur¬ 
gently called-for in a paper read before 
a society established for encouraging 
“ original ” research in “ Oriental’ • 
Literature. The general remarks 
about the religious condition of the 
time may be found in every good His¬ 
tory of India. When Mr. Karkaria 
conjectures that Max Muller’s hesita¬ 
tion about identifying the “Samanas” 
of Badaoni with the Sanscrit, “Shra- 
mana,” and therefore with Buddhists, 
arose from a misinterpretation of 
Blochmann’s, he is evidently out of 
his depths. Mr. Karkaria appears to 
be ignorant that the Sanskrit “Shra- 
mana ” is capable of moye than one 
meaning. , It signifies according to 


Monier Williams, “one who makes 
efforts or exertions, one who performs 
acts of penance and austerity, an asce¬ 
tic, a religious mendicant, a Buddhist 
ascetic.” if Mr. Karkaria will refer 
to H. H. Wilson’s paper on “ Buddha 
and Buddhism ” (Works, ii. pp. 312- 
315), he will find that “ Sramana 
is not exclusively the designation of 
a Buddhist ; it is equally that of a 
Brahmanical ascetic, and its use dees 
not positively determine to which 
class it is to be applied.” Further, 
Wilson, remarks that the “ Sarmanai ” 
of Megasthenes and Clemens of Alexan¬ 
dria are not Buddhists but Brahmans, 
But in Porphyry and Cyril, “ Sama- 
nai ” is employed to designate Bud¬ 
dhists. Sprenger again in a note to 
his translation of Masudi’s “Meadows 
of Gold” (pp. 319-320) quotes the 
“ Mefatih-ul-Ulum,” in which “ Sa- 
manean” are identified with Buddhists. 
Itehatsek points out that although 
Tibetans are mentioned as having- 
come to the Court of Akbar, “ it is 
not certain whether Buddhists are 
really meant.” (Op. cifc. p. 20 note). 
Mr. Karkaria will thus perceive that 
the question is not so easy as he thinks, 
and that MaxMuller’s hesitation is 
really due not to Blochmann’s error, 
but to the double meaning which 
“Sramana” bears in Sanskrit. The 
digression about Akbar’s relations to 
Christianity and the parade of his¬ 
torical authorities, which Mr. Kar¬ 
karia expects to turn to account in 
manufacturing another paper, are 
manifestly irrelevant, and these de¬ 
fects cannot be said to be redeemed 


fey the revelation of. the intimacy ex¬ 
isting between Mr. Karkaria and Mr. 
Constable* Coming to the legend it¬ 
self, which Mr.Karkaria has utilized as 
a peg whereon to hang his^yarn, he 
is evidently ignorant that when he 
describes Mehecrji Bana\ rival "as a 
“ Hindu priest, Jugut guru, * by 
name,’ ” he is committing a blunder’.^ 
“ Jugut-guru ” is not a personal 
name, but a titular designation pfc the 
occupant of Sahkaracharaya’s spiri¬ 
tual ‘gadi.’ It is the title by which 
the pontiff (so to say) of a very large 
number of Hindus has continued to be 
known for centuries. In the “ khiyal” 
which embalms the legend, the 
“ Jugnfc-guru ” is evidently mentioned 
as the most doughty champion of 
Hindu religion and Hindu science. 
As Akbar 4 ‘collected the opinions of 
every one, especially of such as were 
not Mohammedans,” (Badaoni, apud 
Elliot and Dowson, p. 527), it is 
most unlikely that he would omit to 
invite the Jugut-guru, a sort of 
Hindu Pope—a •‘guru” (teacher) 
of world-wide authority. Now let us 
see what Mr. Karkaria has done to 
enlighten us on this part of the subject. 
All that he says comes to this, that 
the story is not mentioned in the 
historians. Poof man, what can he 
do ? He, as a critical historian des¬ 
tined to reconstruct and rewrite the 
annals of his country, is not going 
to “stultify” himself by vouching 
for it in the absence of all mention 
in his authorities; as if, even in case 
Mr. Karkaria had found “this highly 
improbable if not impossible event” 


described in a thousand and qne his¬ 
tories, anyone in Lis senses would 
have believed that two suns actually 
“ appeared in the heavens ” "for days 
together. 

We now come to the passage in the 
Dabistan, (about'the fire'worshippers 
from t Naosari), which is an amplified 
reproduction of that* from Badaoni. 
•Here we have a test of Mr. Karkaria’s 
Persian‘Scholarship. There are at 
least two errors in Shea and Iroyer’s 
translation, wTiich Mr. Karkaria, the 
critical, cites with a confidence almost 
child-like. It happens that one. of 
these two errors is responsible for 
making absolute nonsense of the ori¬ 
ginal. We may trust Mr. Karkaria 
to tell what he “ thinks ” of a doubt¬ 
ful error on the part of Blochmann, 
or an undoubted one on that of the 
“ learned translator of Badaoni,” 
when he has had a “wrinkle” from 
someone more knowing than himself, 
but when it comes to correcting a real 
blunder, out of his own he$d, Mr. Kar¬ 
karia is as silent as the grave. Will 
he tell us what he understood by “Iti 
set ” being “ among the sentences 
of the Lord? ” Sentences of the Lord 
indeed? Is it fire that is a sentence 
of the Lord? or is “ Iti set,” a verse 
of the Koran? Had Mr. Karkaria, 
who has a nervous dread of omitting 
to mention the number of the corres¬ 
ponding page in the “Persian” text 
of Badaoni (lest people should think 
that he was unable to read that langu¬ 
age), been capable of understanding 
the Dabistan in the original, he would 
have seen that the true reading is 


“Ayati ast as ayat-i-Khodawand,” 
that is, “It (Fire) is a ‘sign’ out; 
of the * signs’ of the Lord,” and the 
other error, I will leave to Mr. Kar- 
karia, as it is one that any school¬ 
boy can find out for himself. 

And now I come to Mr. Karkaria’s 
reasons for holding that Meherji Rana 
could not have taken any prominent 
part in instructing Akbar, and that 
it was Ardeshir of Kerman, who led 
the * 9 Shahinshah ” to Parseeism. 
Now, there is no doubt that Meherji 
Rana went to Akbar’s Court about 
1578. The Sanad for the first Jaghir 
of two hundred Bighas bears that date. 
It is also certain that Meherji liana 
was by the unanimous consent of the 
Anjurn&n of Naosari elected its Dastur 
on 12th March 1579, and confirmed 
on 1st September, 1580 (Parsi Pra¬ 
kash, Vol. i. pp. 8-9. Dosabhai Fram- 
ji, Vol. ii. pp. 3-4). Meherji Rana 
died in 1591, and in 1595 the old 
grant of *200 bighas was confirmed 
in favour of Kaikobad, Meherji’s son 
and successor, who had an additional 
grant of 100 bighas, conferred upon 
him personally (Parsi Prakash, i. p. 9, 
and note). All this munificence to 
father and son would be inexplicable 
if Akbar had been “ dissatisfied ” with 
Meherji or bis son. The facts above 
cited on the authority of the Parsee 
Prakash (whose author quotes the 
manuscript records on which they are 
based), receive independent confirma¬ 
tion from Badaoni himself, who, it is 
moat important to note, mentions the 
fire-worshippers of Naosari under the 
events of the year 1578, and who dis¬ 


tinctly asserts that “ on the New-Year 
festival of the 25th year after his 
accession, he (Akbar) prostrated him¬ 
self both before the sun and before 
the fire in public, and in the evening 
the whole court had to rise up respect¬ 
fully when the lamps and candles 
were lighted ” (apud Elliot and Dow- 
son, V., p, 531, also Rehatsek, p. 27). 
Badaoni is altogether silent about 
Ardeshir, and the reference to him 
and to Azar-Kaivan occurs only in 
the amplified version of the “ Dabes- 
tan.” Badaoni admits that the fire- 
worshippers “biassed the Emperor in 
their favour” (Rehatsek, p. 26, El¬ 
liot and Dowson, p. 530), yet he does 
not know anything of Ardeshir, or 
his influence, and good reason, for his 
History comes to an end in 1595^6. 
(Elliot and Dowson, V., p. 479), 
while it can be proved by docu¬ 
mentary and other evidence that Ar¬ 
deshir came to India only in 1597 
(Parsi Prakash, i., p. 10). Mr. Kai^ 
karia admits that Ardeshir “ was 
invited some years after Meherji 
Rana,” and, if according to Badaoni, 
Akbar publicly adored the sun and 
fire, “directed that the sacred fire 
should be made over to the charge of 
Abul-Fazl” and “ adopted the Nauroz- 
i-Jalali for the celebration of his 
accession to the throne” (Elliot and 
Dowson, V*, pp* 530-1) “in the 
25th year of his reign,” how can it 
be said that Ardeshir, “who did not 
arrive till the 42nd*” was the person 
who “ led Akbar to Parseeism ? ” The 
“leading to Parseeism” had been al¬ 
ready brought about, according to 
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Mr. Karkaria’s own authority, nine¬ 
teen years before. According to the 
“ Dabestan,” Akbar invited not only 
Azarkaiwan, but a so other “ fire- 
worshippers from Kerman,” besides 
Ardeshir (iii. p. 95-6). Are we then 
to adopt Mr. Karkaria’s mothod of 
reasoning, and say that he did so 
because “ he could not get much out 
of ” Ardeshir either ? The fact is 
that Akbar invited Ardeshir, not be¬ 
cause he was dissatisfied with Meherji 
Rana, but because in 1597 (nineteen 
years after Meherji Rana’s visit) he 
appears to have had another accession 
of zeal in favour of Zoroastrianism. 
Meherji Rana was not then in the land 
of the living, having departed six 
years before (1591) to the “bourne 
from which no traveller returns ” to 
Nausari or to Delhi either. 

Mr. Karkaria further asserts that 
the arguments brought forward by the 
Zoroastrian in the “Dabestan” show 
“great acumen and knowledge,” and 
he does not “think that an obscure 
priest in a corner of Gruzerat could 
have been able to adduce them with 
such skill and dialectical ability.” 
Now, this is a very strange statement 
as coming from a critical historian. 
I have read with the greatest atten¬ 
tion the whole section on the “ Dabis- 
tan” on the “Dispute of the people 
of Different Religions ” (iiU pp. 50- 
105). The author makes the follower 
of Zerdusht stand in a corner and 
open his mouth hut once during the 
whole debate, and then only to utter 
a sentence of two lines. “ Maintain 
all this,” he said to the philosopher, 


ll 

“but do not deny miracles in general, 
for our prophet, too, ascended to 
heaven” (iii. p. 73). This precious 
dictum is the solitary authority (un¬ 
less Mr. Karkaria in desperate straits 
presses into his service another equally 
insignificant and inconclusive passage 
on p. 93) for the tirade about acumen 
and dialectical ability and knowledge 
of other religions and of history and 
philosophy. May I not with good 
reason exclaim, commend me to Mr. 
Karkaria for an honest historian, com¬ 
mend me also to him for a subtle logi¬ 
cian I For his argument comes to this. 
The follower of Zerdusht in the Dabis- 
tan was possessed of all these gifts (an 
unwarranted assertion) : Meherji 

Rana, horn in a corner of Guzerat, 
had not and could not have had them 
(another gratuitous assumption). 
Therefore Meherji Rana did not take 
“ any great part in the religious and 
philosophical discussions that were car¬ 
ried on in the Emperor s presence.” 11 f 

Here, Sir, I will conclude. I have 
pointed out that the same subject 
has been more skilfully handled by 
others, and that there is nothing 
new in Mr. Karkaria’s paper exoept 
the old wives’ tale with which every 
Parsee urchin is familiar. I have 
shown that Mr. Karkaria has not 
grasped the pith of the controversy 
about “Samaneans;” I have demons¬ 
trated his ignorance of the meaning 
of such a common Hindu title as 
“ Jugat-guru ; ” I have proved that 
he is incapable of testing the accuracy 
of any translation from the Persian; 

I have exposed the futility oi‘ the 
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Meherji Rana’s influence ; and lastly, 
I have convicted him o£ making asser¬ 
tion on the authority of the “ Dabis- 
tan” for which there is not the 
slightest warrant in that work.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES OF INDIA. 

Sib,—B y giving publicity to 
Mr. Karkaria’s learned lecture on 
“Akbar and the Par sees ” in your 
issue of the 11th instant, you have 
done no small kindness to the Parsees 
in general as well as to all those 
who have any interest in the religious 
concerns of this small but enterprising 
community. But Mr. Karkaria is 
either mistaken or misinformed with 
regard to some of his views, and in 
the interests of truth and justice, I 
ask you to insert this letter. Mr. Kar- 
karia has chosen to be sceptical with 
regard to Dastur Meherjee Rana of 
Naosari having expounded the princi¬ 
ples of Parseeism to Akbar, He goes 
on to search out historical sources in 
connection with this great name. 

The fact is that the “ Dabistan,” 
the History that embodies these re¬ 
ligious arguments actually mentions 
what was adduced by each individual 
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sect without at all giving the names 
of the learned Doctors who represented 
each sect. It puts for ill the contro¬ 
versies us advanced by the Shia, the 
Suni, the Jew, the Christian, the Hin¬ 
doo, the Zoroastraiu &c. 

It is no doubt an acknowledged fact 
that all these acccounts came to be 
published later on, and that the ori¬ 
ginal writers thereof were only Maho- 
inedans, whose fanaticism in those 
times cannot be questioned. It is no 
way i4 improbable ” that the blind 
religious zeal of the times must have 
induced the composers to omit alto¬ 
gether the history of the miraculous 
tradition regarding Meherjee Rana 
and anything calculated to be in 
favour of the Parsees. 

The author of the famous “ Tawari- 
khe-Mamaleke Hind ” gives an open 
vent to his feelings in the words 
“Birbal and the unbelieving (Kafir) 
Parsees led away the heart of Akbar.” 
This is hut typical of all the Indian 
Historians of the day. 

When the learned Doctors of Islam 
that had to take part in the discus¬ 
sions, the Historians of the period, 
Akbar’s descendants and his very son 
and successor Jehangir, were all so 
openly opposed to Akbar’s religious 
movements, it is altogether useless 
to expect them to write anything 
conducive to Parseeism. Saadi’s 
well-known tale of the Painter and 
the Tiger need not be repeated here. 

As to priest “ Ardeshir of Kir- 
man ” he is known to have visited 
Akbar seven years after the death of 
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Meherjee Rana a f^ct established ffoui 
the date of a letter he had written 
from Delhi to Dastur Kamdin of* 
Broach, and during Ardeshir’s. stay 
at Delhi the Emperor is known to 
have died. 

Dastur Aspandiarjee Kamdinjee 
has edited a book entitled “ An ac¬ 
count of the Kabisa ” in which he 
openly states, that the work allotted 
to Dastur Ardeshir by the Emperor 
was to prepare a Dictionary of Zand, 
Pazand and A vesta terms,, a > work 
which was completed under Einperpr* 
Jahangir and issued under the title 
of Farhang-e-Jehafigiri. Tbis v shows 
that Dastur Ardeshir had taken no 
part in the religious* disputations of 
Emperor' Akbar. ^Because if fie had, 
the Dastur of Broach" would not have 
failed to mention so important an 
event in his “ Kabisa.” 

The passage of “ Dabistan ” so 
faithfully quoted but so erroneously 
interpreted by Mr. Karkaria on the 
contrary supports the traditional con¬ 
clusion that Akbar had received his 
instructions of Zoroastrianism from 
the priests of Naosari .

There was no 
wonder that three hundred years ago 
Naosari had the honour to produce a 
learned and pious Dastur as Meherjee 
Rana. Even as far back as nine 
hundred years ago there flourished a 
great man as Dastur Neriosang Dha- 
wal who translated the Avesta into 
Sanskrit. Am I to suppose he had 
done this without learning ? Then 
again we had Faredoon Horn, Ashdin 
Kaka, Dastur Darab Palan, his father 
Palan Faredoon, and Dastur Jamasp- 
Asa, the founder of the Jamaspasa 
family, who flourished after Meherjee 
Rana and who were all colossuses of 
learning like Meherjee Rana. Can 
Mr. Karkaria refute this fact ? 

Dastur Darab Palau in his “Kholase 
Din” and Dastur Shapoorjee Maneck- 
jeo Sanjana in his ** Kisse-e-Sanjan,” 
openly mention Dastur Meherjee Rana 
as a great Dastur . Can Mr. Karkaria 
venture to say there is no truth in this ? 

Lastly I must not forget to express 
to the great scholar Dr. Pollen the 
earnest and fervent thanks of all right 
thinking Parsees, of the Meherjee Rana 
family and of my humble self for his 
impartial and learned criticisms on Mr. 
Karkaria’s lecture and thus doing a 
merited justice to Dastur Meherjee 
Rana of Naosari.

Mb. KARKARIA ON AKBAR 
AND THE* PARSEES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES OF INDIA. 

Sir, — I am glad of an opportunity 
of recurring to the subject of Akbar 
and the Parsees, as I see that it has 
attracted wide notice. I am glad also 
to consider the arguments brought 
against my view. But I am very sorry 
to say that the arguments brought 
forward by Mr. Meherji Rana of 
Naosari, though courteously worded, 
are as inconvincible and futile as the 
spiteful and angry nonsense spouted 
out in your contemporary by the bile 
of a criticaster, who is as notorious 
for his petty jealousies as for the 
various disguises in which it pleases his 
heart to masquerade; but because 
courteous they do not merit the con¬ 
tempt which the latter richly deserved. 

I said that the. Dabista?i t though it 
mentions all the important facts about 
the religious discussions at Akbar 
Court, does not mention this Meherji 
Rana nor his so-oalled miracle. E con¬ 
tend that if this miracle had been per¬ 
formed it must most assuredly have 
been mentioned, as the author men¬ 
tions so many other such marvels as 
to be censured by his fair and appre¬ 
ciative translator, M. Anthony Troyer, 
“ Mohsan Fani believed,” says he, 
“some strange stories of miracles, 
and viewed with astonishment tricks 
of jugglers, which he relates with 
serious credulity, strangely contras- 



ting with Ilia usual good sense, saga¬ 
city and judgment. Thus, he presents 
to us a man standing on his head with 
his heels in the air during , a whole 
night, others restraining their breath 
during a whole night, and remaining 
- immovable during two or three days! 
He speaks of the miraculous effects of 
austerity, such as being in different 
, places at the same time, resuscitating 
^ the dead, understanding the languages 
of animals, vegetables and minerals, 
"walking on the surface of water, and 
through fire and air, commanding the 
elements, leaving and roasstiming the 
body; and the like.” ( Preliminary 
Discourse to the Dabistan, vol. I, p. 
clxxxv). It is such a writer so ex¬ 
cessively fond of the miraculous, who, 
when he" i»'just on .the.-very subject of 
the doings of the Parsees from 'Naosari 
at Akbar’s Court, does not* mention 
any miracle worked by any of them. 
What does it show? Certainly that 
nothing of the sort happened. 

Your correspondent says that no 
names of any one are mentioned in the 
Dabistan , and, therefore, not of 
Meherj? Itana. But the name of Aide- 
shir of Kerman is distinctly mentioned 
and in connection with religious en- 
lighfcment. I shall quote the passage 
again : “ Akbar also called from Persia 
a follower, of Zardusht named Ardeshir 
to whom he sent money*, lie delivered 
the sacred fire with care to the wise 
Shaikh Abul Fazl, and established 
that it should be preserved in the 
interior apartment by night and day, 
according to the rule.of the Mobeds, r 
etc. ( Shea and Troyer, voL iii, 


p. 95). Still, in the face'of this, your 
correspondent makes bold to assert 
that Ardeahir was called only for 
some Zend words for Akbar’s Dic¬ 
tionary. To do this is simply child¬ 
ishness. Then again to turn his argu¬ 
ment against himself, if ArdeshirY 
name i£ mentioned by the author of 
the Dabistan , who is very sparing in 
mentioning. names, for the trivial 
work he did for the Dictionary, would 
he not have mentioned Meherji Rana’s 
name, and not only* mentioned but 
given details about him if he had per¬ 
formed the astounding miracle at¬ 
tributed to him and taken such a 
prominent part in the philosophical 
and religious discussion as is alleged? 

Then there is the strange charge of 
fanaticism brought against the author 
of the j Dabistan. “It is no doubt an 
acknowledged fact,” says your corres¬ 
pondent “that all these accounts 
came to be published later on, and 
that the original writers thereof Were 
only Mahomedans, whose fanaticism 
in those times cannot be questioned.” 
Now this, said of the author of the 
Dabistan , is simply nonsense and gross 
ignorance. I wonder whether a man, 
who says this, has ever even opened 
the Dabistan . If anything, it is bias¬ 
sed in favour of the Parsees and their 
religion, so much so that the writer, 
whoever he may have been, is called a 
person * 4 with strong Parse© tenden¬ 
cies” by a competent authority, so 
much so that some farsee scholars 
have held that it was written by a 
Parsoe himself. The account, which 
he gives of the Parse© religion and 


which takes up a large part of the ' 
whole work, is certainly very 'favour¬ 
able if not flattering to the followers of 
that religion. Some of his chief au¬ 
thorities are works by learned 1 Parsees 
of Persia, and his friends were of that 
religion. Yet here is a person- who 
comes forward to accuse him of fana¬ 
ticism and put him in the same cate¬ 
gory as otBefc Mahomedan writers! 
His sei^se of historical evidence rnay 
be gauged from his putting against 
the explicit statement of the Dabutan 
that Ardeshir was called to take part 
in religious disputes the irresponsible 
statement of a priest who flourished 
centuries a£ter in Gujarat, that Arde- 
skir was called all the way from Per¬ 
sia in order to .contribute a few Zend 
words in a Dictionary! 

Then there is the curious statement 
that the legend about Meherji Rana is 
“observed among the Parsees with 
religious reverence and handed down 
among them from father to son.” But 
let me say that Parsees are not such 
boobies as to’believe in such yams 
woven by interested parties. They 
are too shrewd and . soberminded to 
believe this and similar so-called mira¬ 
cles performed by men without any 
credentials from heaven. Who is it 
that reverences Meherji Rana ? * He is 
looked upon as a mere priest of those 
bygone ignorant times; A Parsee 
paper said brily the other day that 
Meherji Rana was a braggadocclo, 
who talked big about what he had 
done at Delhi to the poor and ignorant 
folk at Naosari and set this absurd 
tradition going, 


Now let me .come to the si^te of 
knowledge and learning among the 
Parsees in Mehefji Kana r s time. I 
put it very, mildly when I said that an 
obscure priest in a corner of Gujarat 
was incompetent to explain his religion 
at Akbar's Parliament of Religious at¬ 
tended by so many wise and learned 
doctors of the other faiths. Now I 
shall go a little further into the matter 
and say something about the “colos- 
suses of learning like Meherji Rana,” 
First of all this Meherji Rana was not 
a Das.tur or high priest when he 
♦went to Delhi. Ele wa§ then only a 
common - priest undistinguished from 
the 'common herd of -priests . He was 
made a Dastur only after his return 
from Delhi and his boasting about his 
doings there. ( Farm Prakash, p. 9 ) 
The Parsetv Revayets enable u$ to know 
the state of knowledge among the 
Parsees of Gujarat in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries. And what do 
they show ? So far are they from re¬ 
vealing to us any “ colossuses of tear¬ 
ing,” that they lay bare a state of the 
grossest ignorance about religion and 
even its most ordinary and elementary 
observances. It is a matter of noto¬ 
riety among Parsees that for cen¬ 
turies their ancestors in Gujarat knew 
nothing about their religion. The 
famous Danish Avesta scholar, Wester- 
gard, who had made a special study 
of Parsi, religious MSS. and bad 
- gone to various places in Gujarat in 
search of these, said that ignorance of 
their religion was.the prevailing defect 
of the Parsees in Naosari and Gujarat 
during the last several centuries and 



Hp to the present, ( Avesta, voL I, 
P* 5) The author of the Par si Pm- 
hash, my painstaking and laborious 
friend Mr B. B. Patel , says under 
the year 1478: “After their arrival in 
India from Persia, the Parsees day by 
day grew in ignorance of their re¬ 
ligion and ancient customs and tradi¬ 
tions, and in religious matters they 
were very unenlightened/' Their ig¬ 
norance was so great that they at last 
tried the expedient of sending mes¬ 
sengers to Persia asking information 
about religious matters from the 
Zoroastrians in Persia who were kind 
enough to answer these queries. The 
first letter of religious information 
thus received was in 14 78 and is very 
curious. In it information is given 
about the most elementary points of 
religious observances in which the 
Parsees of Naosari and Gujarat were 
found wanting. And such is the ig¬ 
norance of the priesthood of Naosari 
about their sacred languages and writ¬ 
ings that the Dasturs of Persia re¬ 
commend them to send “a couple of 
priests to Persia in order to learn 
Pahlavi and thereby be better able to 
know their religion and its practices.’’ 
( Revayet of Bar)or Kamdin y p» 355. 
MS, Mulla Firoze Library No. 353.) 
Even as late as 1725 three Dasturs of 
Gujarat, including one of Naosari and 
another from Surat, the famous Dastur 
Darab who in his turn taught Anque- 
til Duperron, were taught the Zend 
and Pahlavi languages by a priest 
from Persia named Jamsap Vilayati. 

( Westergard, Avesta I, p. 5). After 
1478, frequent letters were sent to 


Persia, and the answers received from 
the Persian Dasturs were recorded and 
treasured up in what are called the 
Persian Revayets* For instance, in a 
letter sent in 1527, the famous “ Ardai 
Viraf Nameh,” which contains the 
Parsee traditional representation of 
heaven and hell, was transmitted to 
India as no copy existed.there of even 
this famous book ( Revayet of Ka7ndin 
Khambatti, p. 67). In 1559, many 
more books were asked for from 
Broach and sent them by Dasturs of 
Persia ( Revayet of Barjor Kamdiny 
p. 343). Even as late as 1627, a 
copy of the “Vapored” was asked 
from Persia ( Revayet of Darab Hor- 
muzdyaTy p, 455). Now, if “colos- 
suses of learning” existed in Naosari 
and Gujarat, where was the necessity 
of all this correspondence begging for 
information and books from Persia ? 
To tell you the' truth, these “colos- 
suses ” exist only in the imagination 
of your correspondent and other in¬ 
terested persons. I am thankful to the 
learned librarian of the Mulla Feroze 
Library, our excellent Zend Scholar 
Erwad Sberiarji Bharncha, for his 
kindness when I was consulting these 
MS. Revayets treasured up in that 
Library. 

There is still stronger contemporary 
evidence of the state of gross ig¬ 
norance of Parsees, priests and laity 
alike of Naosari and other parts of 
Gujarat, in the sixteenth century, the 
very age of this so-culled “colossus 
of learning,” Meherji Rana. This is 
in a book written in the thirties of the 
sixteenth century, about 1535, by a

This was written by the 
leader of the Naosari society which 
was supposed to contain our pretended 
“colossuses of learning/" I shall not 
quote further from this interesting— 
but. interesting, to md as a Pv$ee 1° -a

& uno 'diice omne . This is typical of 
several centuries. .Neriosang Dhawal, 
who^ourished ages qnd centuries be¬ 
fore Meherji. was no doubt a learned y 
doctor of our faith. But what a poor 
argument, that because he-was learped, 
another m&fi who flourished more 
than five hundred years aitqr him. 
should also have been learned I 

Finally, \ ma J s »y that the case for 
poor Meherji liana must be desperate 
when so much is made of a single 
sentence >o£ Dr. v Pollen’s which is 
magnifiedinto *‘his impartial and 
learned cri tricorns/’ I do not see how 
this ' merged, justice to Meherji 
Rana” has been done by the learned 
Doctor. But if he really thinks so, he 
is welcome to the “ earnest and fer¬ 
vent '-thanks of all right-thinking’ 
Par sees, of the Meherji Rana family 
and of my huinble^self! Right-think¬ 
ing'Parsees, at any rate, whatever the 
‘‘Mqherji "Rana family ” and his 
s< ‘huntf)le selfthe correspondent may* 
think, will not thank anybpe who will 
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try to bolster up a false and lying 
legend. I have done enough to show 
that this Meherji Rana was a common 
priest of the time, not possessing the 
ability and learn ing requisite for taking 
part in the philosophical discussions 
in Akbar’s Ibadat-Khana ; and that the 
Zoroastiian representative there was 
the Persian priest Ardeshir, wisely 
called by Akbar from Persia, the very 
place where in these very times the 
Parsis of Grujarat themselves looked 
for knowledge of their religion and 
obtained it in driblets—Yours, &c.

Mr. R. P. Karkaria would pardon 
us when we say that he has cut a miser¬ 
able figure, one which we had never 
expected from a diligent student of 
historical researches like him, in his 
receut efforts at reading aii ‘historical 
essay’ before the Bombay Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society on “ Akbar 
and the Parsis.” The subject selected 
was indeed an interesting one. It is 
a subject which although fully ex¬ 
hausted by different historians and 
essayists in one way or another in 
years gone by, has still a charm of its 
own with it, so that whenever new 
critics approach the worn out topic, 
the interest in narration is naturally 
sustained. The old story, though told 
over and over again, never displeases 
the hearers, hence it is that the above 


Society must have permitted the 
young Parsi graduate to handle it in 
his own .engaging way, so that the 
members present may pass an hottr 
and a quarter pleasantly if not alto¬ 
gether profitably. But an historical 
essay read before a learned body is 
not, we submit, simply meant to while 
away a good afternoon. That is not 
its chief aim. The aim of giving out 
learned discourses is a far reaching 
one. It is to make a larger and a criti¬ 
cal body of the general public to 
understand in a better and more con¬ 
vincing manner things pertaining to 
history, tradition, mythology, philo¬ 
sophy and over which much doubt 
might be existing or different inter¬ 
pretations of conflicting character are 
placed. A thorough searcher after truth 
and one who fully understands the 
subject with which he may have iden¬ 
tified himself for the time being in 
all its bearings, can alone be respect¬ 
fully heard and his words can alone 
carry weight with the outside public* 
Again an historical researcher or one 
who lays claim to such a title, must be 
a man of much dispassionate thought, 
of perfectly calm judgment and strictly 
impartial mind, without any bias or 
prejudice towards men and things he 
has to deal with, and only bent upon 
giving the ripe fruit of his exhaustive 
researches in a way which may at 
once satisfy those before whom his 
experience is placed, that he has not 
the slightest selfish motive to serve, 
not the least ugly hero worshipping 
to fulfil, not the faintest idea un¬ 
worthily belittling the importance of 




any historical tradition to accomplish, 
in short, who is above board and of 
whom it can not be even whis¬ 
pered that his research. was directed 
with any purpose in vietf of lowering 
‘ down or humiliating. this party or 
dan at the expense of that or the other. 
In an historical essay on old traditions 
or legends, the essayist is required by 
canons of wholesome critioism to be 
at once courteous in his tone and sedate 
in his temper while alluding to men 
and subjects of the past with that feed¬ 
ing of reverence even, for those whose 
claim to everlasting fame or regard ho 
n^ay be constrained to question or oven 
to condemn. Now what has led us'to 
characterise Mr. Karkaria’s recent 
easay as miserable is this, that he 
seems to have imported in his paper 
that view of animus so glaringly shock¬ 
ing as to condemn him at the first 
sight of being overpowered with a zeal 
to humiliate and insult a character 
which plays a prominent part in. his 
paper. Those of our readers who have 
read his insulting taunts later on in 
connection with Dustur Meherji Rana 
m a vernacular daily, will no doubt 
bear out what we say. He has used 
such epithets to that old departed Das- 
tur of sacred memory as to make the 
blood boil' of those who still revere him 
as ihe first Farsi to go from Gujerat 
to Delhi, who had performed an as- 
founding miracle and led Akbar to Par- 
ireeism. ’The first part of Mr. Karkam’s 
paper which relates -to the religious 
\ of that noble Mogul Emperor 
'has nothing uncommon with it. That 
subject has been ably threshed out by 
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many previous writers, but wbat wo 
and others object to is the second^ part, 
where in trying to kill the-tradition of 
the miracle of Meherji Rana, he ha* 
so fax gone beyond the mark as to 
absolutely stamp his essay as chiefly 
'manufactured for the purpose of lower¬ 
ing down that priest. People in Nao 
sari and also here firmly believe that * 
Dustur Meherji Rana had at the ex- - 
press call of Akbar gone from Naosari 
to Delhi, attended the Emperor’s court 
there, brought down by muttering 
some sacred words of the Avo^ta the 
second and a false sun which was 
made to appear hy a Hindu^ Jogi in 
the’sky through black science, pleased 
the Emperor with his high learning, 
convinced him of the greatness of the 
Zoroastrian religion and ultimately led 
him to Parseeism. Now Mr. Kar* 
karia who as a Naoshakara seems to 
belong to the party in opposition to the 
one which adores Meherji Rana, has 
allowed bis prejudice to prevail on his 
better judgment so far'tbat while try¬ 
ing to falsify th£t tradition, he has 
unguardedly allowed himself to be 
.offensive towards that Dustur. The 
common epithet of * Erwad’ or 4 Dus¬ 
tur ' which is always used as a prefix 
by way of courtesy whenever speaking 
of a Parsi Priest is nowhere to be 
found in his essay, ^hich * at once 
shows how the name of Meherji Rana 
pricks him. But that is not all. He 
calls him an obscure'priest, of little 
learning (although He has not proved 
that fact so far as that priest was 
concerned,) laughs at the idea that 
such a poor priest could have ever 



performed a miracle, supports liis 
argument by stating that no account 
is found anywhere to substantiate 
that assertion, ridicules the story of 
Du star Meherji Rana being the first 
Parsi to impress Akbar with the puri¬ 
ty and nobility of the Zoroastrian 
faith and in absence of any valid rea¬ 
soning has gone the length of prov¬ 
ing his lame case by bringing in the 
defence that the religious condition 
of the Parsis in Gujerat at the time 
Meherji Rana is said to have per¬ 
formed the miracle and instilled for 
good the tenets of Zoroastrianism in 
the mind of Akbar, was such as not 
to bring forth a single man who can 
satisfy that mighty potentate’s re¬ 
ligious doubts and that not Meherji 
Rana, but a Persian priest named 
Ardeshir of Kerman was the person 
who had led Akbar to Parseeism.

Now, let us examine his defence by 
the light of searching examination. 
Dustur Meherji Rana may have been 
an obscure priest till he went to 
-Akbar’s court, hut previous obscurity, 
we emphatically say, is no disquali¬ 
fication for further publicity and fame. 
No one knew—not this writer even— 
when Mr. Karkaria passed his B. A. 
examination in second class, that the 
“germs” of future literary eminence 
were lying in him. Those few who 
knew him, took him for an obscure 
graduate, destined to pass his days at 
the desk of a Government office or a 
private firm. But when the unpubli¬ 
shed lectures of Carlyle, most cleverly 


edited by him saw the light of day, 
people came to know and appreciate 
his literary bent of mind. We say 
literary advisedly, for Mr. Karkaria 
is unfit for any other line than that 
alone. Did not that book of his then 
first bring him out of obscurity ? He 
can not deny that and also the aus¬ 
picious circumstances under which, his 
fortune was first unsealed. Well, if 
he can not deny obscurity, he is 
simply catching at straws in making 
us believe that Dustur Meherji Rana’s 
obscurity was the greatest obstacle in 
preventing him from cutting that figure 
in Akbar’s Court which has made his 
name famous. That Dustur had gone 
to Akbar’s Court can not be gainsaid. 
That fact is as certain as the evening 
following the morning. He went there 
about 1578 and must have there 
satisfied Akbar, otherwise that mon¬ 
arch could not have given him in true 
oriental fashion, two hundred bighas 
of land as gift in Naoaari, a sanad of 
which even exists to this day. Again, 
this is also a fact positive and quite at 
hand for verification that Meherji 
Rana on his return to his native place 
was unanimously elected the Dustur or 
High Priest of the Parsis of Naosari, 
which shows that the Anjuman there 
was impressed with the credit he had 
achieved at the Emperor’s Court. If 
Dustur Meherji Rana who died in 
1591, did not take any great part in 
influencing Akbar’s religious views, 
how did Akbar come to worship Fire 
and Sun like a Zoroastrian in the 25th 
year of his reign, which fact is con¬ 
firmed by Badaoni on whom Mr. Kar- 


kaliiV strongly relies.? Mr. Xarkaria 
\ says, was .not Meherji Rana but 
Arlesoir 4 of $C^rman,*. who influen- 
o^Ube toid of A bar. Now, if this 
is to, be accented as jirue, what was the 
^ date the^d^rrivar.of the latter in 
India .I .TheWi^r came many years 
after the^’demisfc.. of Duetur Meherji 
Rtxna and. went to Deify in the 42nd 
year of Avar’s-reign. If it is to be* 
believed that he led Akbar' to Zoro- 
a^triamsm in the 42nd year of his reign, 
then Badaoni must be false in stating 
that Akbar showed open tendency to¬ 
wards Zoroastrianism in the 2*5th year 
of his realm. Thus, Mj\ Karkaria 
has failed to prove his case to the 
satisfaction of those who had expected 
something better from him in this 
respect, and the prejudice, nay con¬ 
tempt that lie has shown towards the 
venerable man, who died some three 
hundred years ago, quite incapacitates. 
Ii.jn for treating this s u bj ec tf i n\i ^n an - v 
ner . aD( ^ method befitting an\ im¬ 
partial student bent afte* historical 
research.

time—a time when religious knowledge 
being at a very low ebb in G.ujerat 
amongst the Parsis, it is quite natural 
that with the fair knowledge at his 
command, Dustur Meher ji Rana must 
have risqp superior to the occasion.

Yet another legend 
Pitt’s Prophecy, smashed, another delu¬ 
sion dissipated, by criti¬ 
cism. It is surely an iconoclastic age 
we are living in. It was the other day 
that the legend of the impostor Meherji 
Rana, an obscure and ignorant Parsee 
priest who had been falsely reputed to 
have worked a miracle at Akbar's 
Court and to have converted that 
monarch to Zoroastrianism, was mer¬ 
cilessly shattered by an able and im¬ 
partial historian before the Asiatic 
Society and in our columns. And now 
in the current Contemporary Review , 
♦Professor Dicey employs precisely the 
$a«ne critical mathod as Mr. Karkaria 
in exposing the fallacy of a legend 
connected Vrith Pitt. Round Pitt.V. 
name and memory have collected a 
series of legends, $11 more or less base¬ 
less, though flattening. Macaulay in 
a fine paragraph otf this subject, at the 
end of his masterly biography of Pitt, 
hoped that “this mythical Pitt who 
resembles the genuine PRt aa little as 
the Charlemagne of Ariosto resemble 
the ’Charlemagne of Eginhard ” has 
had his day. But this hope has not 




quite been fulfilled. The mythical Pitt 
still lives and flourishes. The very 
last words with which he departed 
from this life have been put into his 
mouth, though they were never uttered 
by him. These famous words, “0 my 
country ! how T love my country,” 
however creditable to Pitt’s patriotism 
were, it is now proved, not the words 
he uttered on his death-bed. The real 
last words were these mnch more 
commonplace ones : ** I think I could 

eat one of Bellamy’s pork pies !” 
Disraeli learnt this from the very 
Bellamy whose culinary skill had thus 
the honour of being remembered by the 
illustrious statesman in his last mo¬ 
ments. Lord Rosebery has given Dis¬ 
raeli’s account in an appendix to his 
brilliant monograph on his predeces¬ 
sor. But Lord Rosebery has shown 
himself careless in adopting another 
statement about Pitt’s last days. Talk¬ 
ing of the effect which the crushing re¬ 
verses of Austria at the hands of 
Napoleon had upon his health and life 
he says : ‘‘ But even in the wreck of 

his lire, his intrepid foresight survived. 
Nothing, he said, but a war of pat¬ 
riotism, a national war, could now 
save Europe, and that war should begin 
m Spain. 9 ' If this be true, Pitt must 
have been a great prophet, who had 
actually foretold the real course of 
affairs in Europe several years before 
they showed any signs of happening, 
and pointed out the precise quarter 
from which the blow was to descend 
on Napoleon’s supremacy. To predict 
in 1805 that Spain would begin a 
national war against France, and that 


this war would save Europe, was real¬ 
ly prophetic. But was it said by 
Pitt in 1805? Professor Dicey, after 
a critical examination of the source of 
this statement, comes to the conclu¬ 
sion, from which it is not possible to 
differ, and in which Mr. Gladstone 
in a note concurs, that Pitt did not 
say, and could not have said, anything 
of the sort. Rosebery does not give 
his authority for this statement, nor 
does the writer in the “ Dictionary of 
National Biography,” who says the 
same thing. But the new Professor 
of Modern History at Cambridge, 
whose historical erudition is immense 
and probably unrivalled, gives greater 
details of it, with the remark that he 
scarcely hasitates to call it “the most 
astounding and profound prediction in 
all political history, where such things 
have not been rare.” Lord Acton, 
moreover, gives as his authority, in 
the inaugural lecture which he has 
published with a huge network of notes 
and references, for which, if even for 
nothing else, the book should prove 
invaluable, the Spanish history of the 
Peninsular War by a Spaniard, Count 
of Toreno, who was a diplomatist of 
great repute and intimate with the 
English politicians of that time, es¬ 
pecially Wellington, Castlereagh and 
others. Toreno relates that Pitt ut¬ 
tered this prophecy at a dinner in the 
autumn of 1805, when he first received 
the information about the capitulation 
of Ulm, and then he gives his authority 
for it. “We have heard this in Eng¬ 
land from several of those who were 
present; Don Miguel de Alava had 



beard the same several tiYpes from the 
Duke of Wellington, and the said 
Duke related the occurrence at a dip- 
^ lomar.ic dinner given by the Duke of 
Richelieu in l816, and at which the 
Ambassadfcrs ami . Ministers of the 
whole of Europe were present.’’ This 
seems at first sight strong evidence, but. 
it is oil the face of it very roundrabout 
and merely hearsay. Now there are 
two considerations . which prove fatal 
to it. The first is, that in order to be 
true, Pitt must have heard the news of. 
the fall of Ulm' whilst entertaining 
friends at a dinner/ Professor Dicey 
shows by reference' to the contempo¬ 
rary account of Lord Malmesbury that 
this w^s* not the'case at all. This is 
enough to make, the legend'of predic¬ 
tion ‘fall to-the grbupd. The other 
consideration is that rioite of’ the many 
biographers of Pitt and" writers of the 
time mentions this the most astound¬ 
ing prediction in history and important 
event in Pitt’s life. . Professor Dicey’s 
argument from the silence of v these 
waiter's may be quoted, as it may in¬ 
terest people here just now when a 
precisely similar argument was used 
by Me. Karkaria in disposing of the 
legend of that impostor Meherji Rana, 
who now deserves to he called the 
Cagliostro of Naosari. The prophecy, 
according to Toreno, was known to 
several persons. “ The man who told 
it to Toreno must have told it to scores 
of others. Why then is it never men¬ 
tioned by Macaulay, by Croker, by 
Greviile? Why, above all, has it 
escaped the attention of Stanhope ? 
Everyone of these writers was fond of 


•anecdotes; each one of th$m Was in a 
position to Lear all' the cnrrbpfc reports 
about either'Pi^t dr Wellington^ They , 
all belonged to a generation to whom 
Pitt and the Duke yrere the most 
remarkable of national heroes, yet each 
of them seemingly either forgot or had v 
never -heard of an occurrence which 
' linked together the^areer of the states¬ 
man and the general. What is the 
natural inference suggested by this ex¬ 
tra ordinary silence? It is surely that 
neither S^oreno’s story was^unknown to 
all the ifteH best acquainted with the 
career of Pitt,' or that, if known, was 
not believed by them to be true.” 
The conclusion is irresistible. Thus 
Js another legend shattered. However 
>.se£ttimeht may be shocked by such his- 
toric&l^riticism, it all makes for truth, 
and as'such should be welcomed. No¬ 
thing can avail against it ; and at¬ 
tempts like the puerile and frantic, ones 
of the interested and ignorant partisans 
who try to bolster up the lying legend 
of the charlatan priest of Naosari are 
bound to fail and to bring ridicule on 
those who make them.

AKBAR AND THE PARSEES. 


TO TEE EDITOR OF THE BOMBAY. GAZETTE. 

Sir, — I should not have thought it 
at all necessary to reply to Mr. Kar¬ 
karia after the unanswered and un¬ 
answerable critique of his paper in the 
“ Gazette.” But I perceive that 




Mr* Karkaria’s real object in writing 
his letter of the 27th ultimo is to 
obscure the real historical issue, and 
to cover his undoubted defeat by rais¬ 
ing a lot of dust around an unim¬ 
portant and irrelevant point. Mr.Kar- 
karia having been signally routed on 
the basis of his own historical autho¬ 
rities (Badaoni and the Dabistan), 
takes shelter under a so-called argu¬ 
ment from probabilities, which may 
be stated thus : The Zorcasfcrian 

advocate in the Dabistan discovers 
* great acumen and dialectical ability,’ 
and Heaven knows what besides : 
Meherji Rana born in an obscure place 
of Gujerat, could not have possessed 
these gifts, because all the Parsees of 
Gujerat in those days were ignorant 
of religion, as well as of everything 
else. Therefore, Meherji Rana could 
not have achieved anything at Delhi, 
and the merit of leading Akbar to 
Parsism must rest with Ardeshir. 
Now the major of this syllogism has 
been already knocked on the head, 
and it has been conclusively proved 
that there is no warrant for such a 
statement in the Dabistan itself, so 
that even if Mr. Karkaria is able to 
establish his minor, no conclusion can 
possibly be drawn therefrom. And, 
after all, what does this talk about 
centuries of u ignorance and darkness'’ 
really mean ? Supposing that the 
Parsees of Gujerat were generally ig¬ 
norant, has Mr. Karkaria the hardi¬ 
hood to tell us to forget all the lessons 
that we have learnt from history and 
biography, and deny that here and 
there men have stood forth as bright 


stars of light- in the darkest of times ? 
I am almost ashamed, Sir, of taking 
np your space to repeat this simple 
truism, but Mr. Karkaria’s desperate 
sophistry compels me to do so. Now 
to take up the most important point 
first: Mr. Karkaria was never more 
mistaken in his life than in asserting 
that the fact of Ardeshir’s having been 
“ called all the way from Persia, in 
order to contribute a few Zend words 
in a dictionary,” rests upon the 
“ irresponsible statement of a priest, 
who flourished centuries after in Guze- 
rat.” Aspandiarji Kamdinji, the 
“ irresponsible priest” referred to, 
cortainly did not invent it out of his 
own head. Well then, where did he 
find it? Why, in the very best au¬ 
thority, the Farhang-i-Jehangiri itself, 
in the identical dictionary which Ar- 
desbir helped to compile, in a work 
which was written and practically 
completed during Akbar’s reign (Ste¬ 
wart’s Catalogue of Tippoo Sultan’s 
Library, p, 129), that is to say, long 
before the Dabistan itself, by a person 
who knew Ardeshir himself most inti¬ 
mately, and who had not (like the 
author of the Dabistan) merely beard 
of him from others after an interval 
of at least fifty years. If Mr. Kar¬ 
karia will refer again to Blochmann’s 
paper on the “ Persian Lexicogra¬ 
phers,” in the Bengal Asiatic Society’s 
Transactions (Pt I., No. I , 1868), 
he will find two passages cited by that 
scholar from the Dictionary, in the 
first of which the author, Mir Jamal- 
ed-din, says that “he knew an old 
Persian, a Zoroastrian, who possessed 


some parts of the Zend A vesta.” He 
adds, that as he had “ a passion for 
collecting Persian words, and as no 
book enjoys greater authority for 
Persian than the Zend A vesta, he 
often met him for the purpose of in¬ 
vestigating some words,” and indeed, 
lie further states that “ most of the 
Zend words in the KMtimah (supple¬ 
ment) of his dictionary had been ex¬ 
tracted by the Zoroastrian from the 
Zend Avesta/' (Blochmann, p. 14, 
harhang-i-Jehangiri, sub-voce , Azar). 
r lhe Calcutta scholar rightly conjec¬ 
tures that this friend was Ardeshir, 
and the question is set at rest by the 
second passage in which our lexico¬ 
grapher asserts that he has ascertained 
the meaning of the word “ Barsam,” 
from a Magian, named Ardeshir, who 
was very well-versed in his religion, 
who was described or regarded as a 
Mobed by (other) Magi a ns, and whom 
His Majesty, Arsh Ashiani (lit. dwell¬ 
ing in the Empyrean, i. e., Akbar) 
sent sums of money to, and invited from 
Kerman, especially for the purpose of 
ascertaining the meanings of Persian 
words ’ (Ibid, Farhang-i-Jehangiri, 
sub-voce, “Barsam”). Mr. Karkaria 
will, I hope, perceive that what he 
calls the “ explicit statement of the 
Dabistan is mere hearsay evidence, 
compared to this direct, emphatic, 
and indisputable testimony of a con¬ 
temporary who knew Ardeshir himself, 
who was a courtier and a favourite 
of the Emperor’s (Ain-i-Akbari, 

I p. 226), and, who had every means 
of knowing the truth at 4 ‘first hand.” 

It may be also hoped that in that case 


Mr. Karkaria will show that his 
senseot historical evidence,” at least, 
is yet sound, by admitting at once that 
Ardeshir’s claim to have achieved the 
conversion of Akbar must be now re¬ 
legated to the limbo of crnde, patched- 
up and exploded theories. I dare 
say, some wise people will yet assert 
that this work of i( contributing a few 
Zend words in a dictionary ” is much 
too trifling to invite a man from 
Kerman for, but we know that Akbar 
at any rate did not share these views. 
The historian Badaoni, indeed, tells 
us “ that many a word was investi¬ 
gated in Akbar’s Majlis-i-khas, the 
Emperor himself evincing that taste 
for the study of words which Maho- 
medans so eminently possess” (Bloch¬ 
mann, p. 12). It is also to be re¬ 
membered that this great Farhana is 
the very first Persian lexicon in which 
Zend and Pazend words were systema¬ 
tically explained. It is therefore not 
at all a matter for astonishment that the 
Emperor, who bad a genius for these 
philological inquiries, and who, besides, 
spent large sums on buying books to 
facilitate the task of Mir Jemal-ed-din, 
should have sent money to Ardeshir, 
and invited him to Delhi for clearing 
up the difficulties about ancient Persian 
words. We might take it, that this is the 
last nail in the coffin of Mr. Karkaria’s 
favourite theory about Ardeshir. May 
it hereafter rest in peace I ! ! 

To proceed to Mr. Karkaria’s con¬ 
tention about Parsee ignorance, which 
is substantially this : ihe Parsees of 
Gujerat recieved in 1478 44 letters of 
information on religious subjects,” 


and were 4< recommended t-o send a 
couple of priests to* Persia in order v 
to lean) Pahfavi ” >Jn 1527/1559, 
•and 1627 they obtained copies pf some 
religions books (e. g., the ^irafntfmeh 
and the ; Vispered) from Persia. These 
lettors, Mr, Karkaria -imagines, are , 
concerned “ with the most elementary 
points of religious observances, in 
which the Parsis of Gujerat were 
found wanting.” Therefore, Mr.. Kar\ 
vkaria \will have U 3 - believe that the 
questioners were densely ignorant, that 
they had not a single learned Dastur 
among theni in all India, and that, 
consequently, Meherji jRara* hihjself 
v w$s so ignorant that he .could 4 not 
have by any possibility taken »ny v 
part N jn instructing Akbar jn the 
principal aictid3.es of Zoroaster’s* faith. 
: Now, what is the real character of*these 
Revayets ? \ According * to Mr. &a*r 
karia’s “ laborious and painstaking - 
friend, Mr. By B. Patel,”*there m a 
whole series oF\tljem, stretching un¬ 
interruptedly from . 147& *fo 1673.. 
Nariman Hc&hang the first to be 
sent to Persia with a budget'of spiri¬ 
tual puzzles in 1478, and he went a 
second time in 1486. An unna'med 
messenger was despatched with another 
sheaf of questions in 1511, and a 
man, called Kama Asa, in. 1527. The 
people of Cambay sent Aspandiar 
Yazdiar in 1535, and Kamdin Shapur 
in 1559, for obtaining answers to 
some doubts of theirs. We have a 
Revayet going under the name of Kaus 
Mahiyar in 1601, and three others 
bearing that of Bahman Aspandiar 
in 1627, During the next forty-six 


years we have four more packets of 
interrogatories, and the replies thereto, 
the last on the 'list bearing the elate 
1673 (Yarsee Prakash, ..pp. 6-18). 
Mr .*Patel $, 1*0 takes note of a Ravayet 
of Aspandiar Sohrab’s, which is with¬ 
out date, but which must have been 
written before 1644, (Parsee Prakash, 
p. 843). AVhat, then, are we to iafe* 
from 'thex fact that thirteen. times 
x during less than two ‘ hundrec\ years 
the Parsees o£ Gujarat sent to Persia 
for solutions of religious problems ? 
Does'this’anxious and repeated desire 
,to ascertain the traditions, practices, 

* opinions, .and .ceremoniaC-methocIs of 
their co-religionists in the-fatherland, 
and the cradle of their ancient faith* * 
merely .indicate “ a state of th^gross- 
est ignorance” oil their ow*l part? Are 
we to believe that they cootimuhl ^o 
ask. their instructor^ the same puerilS 
questions about the most ordinary 
and* elementary matters ” v for twq % hun* 
dred years together ? Granting Nihat 
they were very ignorant io/L4 78, ar& 
we to think that there was nolmprove- 
ment upon the'old state^of things dur¬ 
ing the hundred years ^hich elapsed 
between the first Revayet (1478) and 
the date of Meherji liana’s departure 
for Delhi (1578) ? Are we to imagine 
that the praises bestowed in 1531 by 
the author of the Kisseh-K&us-wa* 
Afshad—Mr. Karkaria’s much vaunted 
authority—on Manek Changa and his 
son, Bahman, for restoring the old faith 
to its purity, and for being zealous, 
religious reformers, possessing as much 
power as * piety, altogether the unde¬ 
served adulation of his generous hosts? 


The truth is, that all the trouble 
and pains which the Gujerat Parsees 
took for two centuries without inter¬ 
mission indicate not ignorance of or 
. apathy for religion, but the very 
reverse. In duly appraising the zeal 
which instigated their efforts, we must 
not lose sight of the fact that journeys 
to Persia in those days were not globe¬ 
trotter’s holiday trips; that they were 
very expensive, that the Indian Parsees 
were not then over-well supplied with 
the goods of this world, and could not 
have furnished the “ sinews of war ” 
to their deputies, without considerable 
self-sacrifioe. If we look at these 
Revaets with an unbiassed mind, we 
see proofs in them of an extraordinary 
desire for religious knowledge, of a 
period of spiritual revival and of an 
earnest longing to conform in the 
minutest points to the Prophet’s injunc¬ 
tions and ordinances which the exiles 
supposed had been preserved more 
carefully in the old country. This is 
certainly the right view of the 
matter, and it has the authority of 
the scholarly writer of the excellent 
account of the Parsees in the 1 ‘Bom¬ 
bay Gazetteer,” who speaks, and 
rightly too, of Changa Asa, the Par- 
see notable who transferred the sacred 
fire of Sanjan from -Bansda, and in¬ 
stalled it at Navsari, and who also 
inaugurated this system of sending 
messengers to Persia in 1478, 
V having stirred among the Parsis the 
old missionary spirit.” (Thana, Pt. 
I. p., 253). Mr. Karkaria having 
picked out from the Parsee Prakash a 
stray fact or two about wooden biers 
6 


and brick dokhmas having been em¬ 
ployed about 1478, characteristically 
asks us to run away with the notion 
that the Parsees were very ignorant, 
and what is more, that they continued 
in the same hopeless and unregenerate 
state, a hundred years after, even in 
Meherji Rana’s time. Whereas, it is 
notorious that things improved con¬ 
siderably in the sixteenth century— 
the very century in the latter half of 
which Meherji flourished. For in¬ 
stance, a stone Tower of Silence was 
erected at Ankleshwar before 1517, 
that is, fourteen years before the 
arrival of the boastful Kaus (Parsee 
Prakash p, 7). Manek Changa built 
in 1531 a Dokhraa of red stone at 
Navsari, and another tower of the 
same irreproachable material was con¬ 
structed in Cambay some time before 
1535, (Ibid, p. 8), that is to say, 
forty years before Meherji Rana the 
Parsees of Gujerat had (as was to be 
expected of a race, which has always 
set wrong things right, when pointed 
out) wiped off the reproach of brick 
towers in all their principal centres. 
The same improvement is to be noticed 
in the other matters of religious cere¬ 
monial. Mr. Karkaria merely evinces 
the dogmatism of a sciolist by the 
dictum that priests as well as laymen 
“ were found wanting in the most 
elementary religious observances ; ” 
yet his own authority, Kaus, admits 
(though somewhat grudgingly) that 
both Ramyar, the Dastur of Broach, 
and his son, Padam, were acquainted 
with the true religion (p. 27) and 
Mulla Kaus Rustuw Jalal, the father 


of the celebrated Mulla Firoz, who 
was certainly never disposed' to give 
undue praise to the Indian Parsis, 
speaks of this Ramyar as a “Mobe- 
dan Mobed, a master of priests as 
well as laymen, the famous teacher of 


the ceremonies of the Urvisgah to^all 


the Mobeds of India.”—Yours, &c.

That a man, 
after having talked the veriest twaddle* 
about Oriental literature and Musulman 
obscurantism, should patron isingly 
promise to remove in a future article 
the general ignorance about the “ little- 
known activity of Islam,” is simply 
'monstrous. I very much doubt whe¬ 
ther pretentious ignorancecould go any 
further? V Little-known activity of 
Isla'n* ” indefed ! Why, anyone who. 
cares to look into any tolerably^ ^ood 
history of philosophy will know ten 
times more about the progress made by 
the'.Arabs ip science and philosophy, 

\ than he will ever learn from a hundred 
articles from such a scribe* But if this 
had been the only fault of that vapid 
effusion, I., should' not haVe troubled 
you about the matter. Wh&tlcom plain 
of is the utterly unscholarlike ostenta¬ 
tion with which its writet quotes a re¬ 
condite and difficult Arabic wofk, 
which he has evidently never read, 
which I am confident jbe is un&ble to . 
read, and which I should think is 




scarcely obtainable in Bombay. I re¬ 
fer to the long passage of seventeen lines 
pompously cited from, the Bahar-ul- 
Anwar . The fact of it is that the whole 
thing is transferred without acknow¬ 
ledgment and with unabashed effron¬ 
tery from Syed Ameer Ali’s Life and 
Teachings of Mohammed, p.p. 531- 
532. Most people who have any idea 
of the rudiments of literary ethics will 
admit that it is high time for this sort 
of thing to be stamped out with vigour 
when it finds its way into one of our 
first-class journals. Sir H. M. Elliot, 
writing in 1849, stated that of 44 the 
great difficulties which beset” the his¬ 
torical inquirer in this country, the 
chief arises from 44 a defect in the 
national character, ” viz,, the intense 
, desire for parade and ostentation, which 
induces authors to quote works they 
have never seen, and to lay claim to 
an erudition which the limited extent 
of their knowledge does not justify. 
(Index, p.p. IX-X). I perceive that 
Mr. Karkaria has quoted with appro¬ 
val some parts of this passage in his 
paper on Mahmud, and as even our 
44 only historian ” and 44 impartial cri- 
tric 55 is not utterly guiltless on the 
same score, I am inclined to believe 
that Sir Henry has put his finger on 
a real plague-spot in our moral con¬ 
stitution, and that it is all the more 
necessary to adopt drastic measures to 
expel this pof&on from our intellectual 
life. But this, Sir, is not all. The 
writer, from his halting periods and 
certain solecisms, is evidently a native 
of India, and yet, with the same preten¬ 
tion which made him appropriate and 


pass off another man’s learning for 
his own, he makes believe to be an 
Englishman, and with ludicrous im¬ 
propriety speaks of England and of 
Oxford, as if he had been born in the 
one, and educated at the other. As if 
all this were not enough to make a bad 
article worse, he indulges in a lot of 
irrelevant divagation about the 44 nig¬ 
gardliness shown by the State authori¬ 
ties ” of ©ur day towards Oriental 
literature, and contrasts, in happy ig¬ 
norance of the substantial aid which 
the various Presidency Governments, 
as well as the Government of India 
and the Secretary of State, have ren¬ 
dered within the last forty years to 
genuine scholarship, the 44 munificence 
of the East India Company” with 
that 44 niggardliness.” I think the 
mere mention of a few works which 
the Secretary of State alone, has 
patronised or subsidised will be a 
sufficient answer to*this reckless charge. 
Dr. Trumpp’s edition of the Adi 
Granth, the three last volumes of Max 
Muller's Rig-Veda, Wollaston’s .Eng¬ 
lish-Persian Dictionary, Mills’ Gathas, 
Monier Williams’ Sanscrit Dictionary, 
Badger’s EnglLsh-Arabic Lexicon, 
Aufrecht’s Catalogue Catalogorum- 
all these and many more will remain 
not only as monuments of ripe scholar¬ 
ship, but of judicious State patro¬

ly careless in matters of fact, if he 
had been so “superbly ignorant” as 
to confound a personal name with a 
title, the comparison might have per¬ 
haps been said to hold, in a certain 
sense and a longo intervallo . But as 
Professor Dicey has done none of 
these things, (and I beg pardon even 
for having supposed him capable of 
them), it is simply impertinent to 
mention him in the same breath with 
our critic of the Bombay Asiatic 
Society, And I should like to ask the 
writer but one question. Now that 
William Pitt is proved to have 
called on his death-bed for “ Bellamy’s 
pork-pies,” instead of upon his be¬ 
loved country, and that it is demon¬ 
strable that the story of his having- 
made “ the most astounding and pro¬ 
found prediction in all political his¬ 
tory,” is but a “ lying legend,” why 
does not our ‘‘only historian” dub, 
Pitt, also an “impostor” and a 
“charlatan” for having been “falsely 
reputed” to possess miraculous pro¬ 
phetic insight ?

Court? Has the writer got anything 
to show that either in speech or writ¬ 
ing he ever preferred such a claim?

Calcutta Review on An- 
quetil Dnperron calls at¬ 
tention to that now almost forgotten 
scholar, who has the credit of having 
laid the foundation of an intelligent 
tujy of the religion of the Parsees 
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in Europe and for the .matter o£ that; 
in Asia also. Seeing a few haves of 
one of their religions books in a 
museum, 'be was seized with a desire, 
which grew into the ruling passion of 
his Kfey to learn the strange language 
in which >. these leaves were written, 
aprd to be the first interpreter to his 
\ owq people and the world of the sacred, 
lore of Zoroaster. Finding that he 
could do this only by undertaking a 
long and perilous voyage to India,\the 
land of the refugee Parsees, and learn- 
' iug at their hands, he resolved to do 
s this, but as he had no money for such 
a costly journey, he enlisted as a 
soldier in the French Indian army. 
He arrived in 1754 after a tedious and 
dangerous voyage, and at once set 
about finding the means to achieve his 
object. The difficulties that he had to 
overcome were immense; he had to 
fight 'not only against sickness and 
poverty, but also against the preju¬ 
dices, avarice and ignorance of his 
Parsee instructors in Surat. But An- 
qnetil was equal to the occasion, and 
surmounted all obstacles. As Haug 
says Ki his zeal and ardour are almost 
unparalleled in the history of scholar¬ 
ship. 5> He remained six years in 
India, and learnt all that he could get 
out of the Parsee priests K who were 
themselves, with a very few excep¬ 
tions, steeped in ignorance. These, 
few exceptions were Zoroastrian priests 
from Persia, having come to India 
and taught some of the sacerdotal class 
here. AnquetiPs own teacher in Surat, 
Dastur Darab, owed his knowledge of 
the Parsee religious lore to Dastur 


Jamasp Vilayati, who had come to 
India in 1720,.from Kerman in Per* 
sia, the very plafce whence a century 
and a~bal£ earlier,. Akbar, it may be 
remembered, had specially called a 
Zoroastrian priest, Ardeshir, .to ex¬ 
pound fcoliim the v Parsee religion when 
he could learn nothing about the 
Zend A.vesta from the ignorant 
priests of Gujarat. In the prelimi¬ 
nary discourse extending over the 
whole first volume of his Zend Avesta, 
Anquetil has given a detailed acoount 
of the Parsees of Gujarat, their his¬ 
tory; knowledge, and habits, and in 
this he well brings out their state of 
ignorance in bygone titties. Anquetil 
says that Jamasp of Kerman above 
referred to found “ ignorance the pre¬ 
dominating vice of the Parsees of 
India, to remedy which he chose three 
disciples whom he taught Zend and 
Pehlvi. ,> One of these disciples 
taught Anquetil in his turn. This goes 
some way to explain the previous un¬ 
willingness of tho Parsee priests to 
impart their knowledge to Englishmen.

ANQTJETIL DUPE EBON AND 
THE PABSEES. 


TO THK EDITOR OF THE “ BOMBAY GAZETTE.’ ’ 

Sib, —A fortnight ago your corres¬ 
pondent 44 Taframchan ” in holding 
up to public scorn the writer of an arti¬ 
cle in your contemporary for borrow¬ 
ing a long passage from Mr. Ameer 
Ali*s 44 Life of Mahomed” lamented 
that a first-class journal 44 should be 
so hard put to it ” for matter as to 
make the most of contributions even 
from a person capable of passing off 
another man’s erudition for his own. 
On that occasion, it was the “ Literary 
activity of Islam ” that was turned 
to account for making a display of 
spurious learning. On Saturday last, 
the name of poor Anquetil duPerron 
was dragged in for another exhibition 
of an ignorance almost encyclopaedic 
in its range, and the reading public 
was treated to an English paraphrase 
of a critique on the Frenchman which 
had appeared six days before in a 
Gojrati daily. ‘ Verily, your contem¬ 
porary must have fallen on evil days 
when it can be found willing to give 
the place of honour to the leavings of 
a vernacular paper. So much for 
the literary history of this screed. Its 
contents may be best described as a 
veritable blunderland. The crop of 
these blunders is indeed so large, that 
one is induced to suspect that the 
writer wa« making them benevolently 
and of set purpose (a3 professors of 


languages do in their exorcises) in 
order that his readers might form 
their 44 intellectual muscles ” in set¬ 
ting them right and qualify themselves 
ultimately for editorships and member¬ 
ships of learned societies even like 
himself. In the first place, these 
readers, are obliged to 11 gnaw through 
a thick shell of misprints ” and Words 
and lines transposed in the most 
absurd fashion, only to find a rancid 
kernel of meaning after all. But I 
do not complain of this. Nor do I lay 
much stress on the fact that this 
superbly iconoclastic and legend-smash¬ 
ing scribe has not spared even Pris- 
cian’s head in talking of 44 Parsee 
priests who were themselves, with a 
few exceptions, steeped in ignorance. 
“ These few exceptions,” he continues, 
44 were Zoroasfcrian priests from Persia 
having come to India and taught some 
of the sacerdotal class here.” Wo 
are first told that the 44 few excep¬ 
tions ” were Indian Parsees (like 
Darab, &c.) and we learn to our dis¬ 
may in the very next line, that they 
were ” Zoroastrian priests from Per¬ 
sia having come to India ! ” It would 
appear that this writer’s studies have 
not yet led him into those arcana 
where we are inducted into a know¬ 
ledge of the occult sympathies existing 
between nouns and verbs and partlei- 
ples, but this would be hardly worth 
noticing in this country if it were not 
the fact that the article has appeared, 
not in a native paper, but in a first- 
class journal conducted by English - 
mm. And now to some of the more 
important errors. First of all, then, 



Anquetil did' not arfcive in India in 
1754, .Ho did not leave Paris till 
the 7th November of that year, (Zend 
A vesta, Tome premier, Pt* i. p. viii.), 
nay he did not go on J^oard the 
steamer till 24th February-, 1755, 
(p. xi) and he landed at PondicWry 
only on the 10 th August, 1^55, 
(p. xxi). It is altogether r untrue to 
saythat Jamasp ‘ ‘ cahje from ^Persia 
after Fraser, 5 ’ and that the \Parsee 
’priests “ prudently held aloof 55 from 
teaching the Scotchman v Zend and 
Pahlayi, because iheiVown ignorance 
bad not. yet been dialled by the 
advent o£ the Iranian Dastur. The 
f&ct is that Fraser actually arrived 
long after 'Jamasp, and not before

and emphatic enough on the point. 
Having said that 'Heorge\Bourchier, 
an Englishman, was*4he first to receive 
a copy'oPthe VendidacKSatfe from the . 
hands of the Parsees of Surat in 1718, 
and that the booh was .brought to 
England only in 1733, Anquetil adds, 
u LonjL after (longtemps apres) f a 
Councillor of Bombay, Mr. Fraser, 
a Scotchman, known by the life which 
he had given of Tamaskou likhan, 
went to Surat in search of the works 
of Zoroaster, which he thought he 
would be able to collect at that place, 
&c” (27. A. I, p.V,, K.'E. Kanga’s 

Extracts, tr. p. 3*). Now Jamasp 
- arrived in India in November 1720, 
and left for Persia ih October 1721, 
(Parsee ^rakash,’ pp. 23-24. quoted 
from AvijehvDin, pp. 12-14). It is 
clear,' therefore, that Fraser who 
wrote the Life of Nadirshab, which 


Anquetil refers to, only in 1742, and 
who was appointed member of Council 
long after that date, failed to obtain 
“the key\to the Zend A vesta, 55 not 
because the Parsee Dasturs “ knew 
little themselves, 55 for Jamasp had 
already arrived and taught the famous 
three all that he knew of Zend and 
Pahlavi during less than eleven 
months, although Anquetil himself 
ruaugrC his “ unparalleled zeal and 
ardour,” and, “ his indefatigable 
industry, ” took five years to merely 
lay the foundations of his knowledge 
of those ancient tongues.

no disparagement to the great pioneer

care to let us know that what he has 
said of the Vendidad brought by 
Ardeshir, of the letters written by 


"GMnga Shall to the Dastoors of Kir- 
man, and what he is now going to 
report about the quarrels which arose 
among the Parsees of India,—he has 
got from the Parsi Dastnrs with 
whom lie had conversed, (viz. Darab 
and his sonKaus.) (Kanga, pp. 24-5, 
Z. A. cccxxiv.) He himself had 
perhaps a suspicion that they were 
partisan statements, and he has there¬ 
fore told us from whom he derived 
them. Now it must be remembered 
that Darab was the high-priest of the 
then recent Kadmi schism, which had 
come into being, principally through 
the exertions and opinions of Jamaap 
and Darab. Every Parsi knows that 
those sectaries in their fanatic zeal to 
discredit their opponents, the Shahan- 
shahis, and to justify their secession, 
extolled everything Iranian to the 
skies, at the expense of everything 
Indian, and flung about the most reck¬ 
less charges of ignorance, impurity 
and irreligion, against their own 
ancestors. It was naturally Darab’s 
cue to follow the same line in his 
conversations with Anquetil, to exalt 
his master and indirectly himself, and 
to represent to the Frenchman that 
he alone of all Dastnrs in India held 
the true key to the Pahlavi, and was 
the only person capable of initiating 
him into the “ sacred lore of Zoroas¬ 
ter.” What we know from Anquetil 
himself of Darab’s greed, insincerity 
and tergiversation, ought, to put it 
mildly, put us on our guard against 
pinning our faith in any statoment 
like the one before us, which Anquetil 
merely reports on the authority of his 


Kadmi teacher. The truth is that 
“ during the seventeenth and eigh¬ 
teenth centuries,” as Mr. Campbell 
puts it, “..the Gujarat Parsees made 
steady progress, not only in wealth 
and influence, but in the knowledge of 
their religion and of their sacred 
languages.” (Bombay Gazetteer, XIII, 
pt. i., p. 255.) Even in the seven¬ 
teenth century there were many Das- 
turs, like Darab Pahlan and others, who 
could have held tbeir own with Jamasp 
and his disciples, and who have, more¬ 
over, left behind them some excellent 
works. I will refer further to the 
subject to-morrow.—Yours, &e.

ANQUETIL DU PERRON AND 
THE PARSEES. 

II 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ 4 BOMBAY GAZETTE.’’ 

Sir, —When our self-styled apostle 
of “ historical criticism,” (which to 
judge from his writings, must be a 
rancorous something “ miscalled by 
the noun and misqualified by the ad¬ 
jective),” swallows Darab’s assertion 
as to the Parsees of India having done 
without the Farokhsbi for a long 
time, until Jamasp brought it with 
him from Iran in 1720, he is merely 
repeating by rote an unverified state¬ 
ment. It is evident that he imagines, 
it will serve to prove his pet theory 
of Parsee ignorance in the sixteenth 




cefiiury, but what it really does, is to 
provide another demonstration of his 
own. It is true that Jamasp himself 
* v has preferred the claim in the post¬ 
script to K 13, and also in a note 
on the fly-leaf of a Pahlavi glossary 
in the Mull a Firuz Library. Wester- 
gaard refers to the pretension in a 
npte to p. 5 of his Preface, and in 
another note to p. J5, gives his opi- 
r nion in the following words :—“ Al¬ 
though it is evident to me, that all 
manuscripts of this Yasht, the nine 
Indian as well as the two Persian, 
descend from the same original, and 
though we should have expected from 
the statement of Jamasp to find some 
actual transcripts of K 13, yet all 
the eight other Indian copies appear 
to me to be quite independent of K 
13, or at least to have also used an¬ 
other original, which however, might 
have been the very copy brought to 
India by Jamasp.” I may say here 
that K 13, is the copy of the Farokh- 
shi or Fravardin Yasht, which 
Jamasp made at Surat in 1721. Thus 
we see that the Danish scholar after 
a critical examination of the manu¬ 
scripts at his disposal, hesitates to 
endorse the claim made by Jamasp, 
and he is not sure that the Indian 
copies he has seen, are not derived 
from a source altogether independent 
of Jamasp’s copy. West-ergaard who 
wrote in 1854 would have been more 
positive if he had had before him all 
the available evidence in India, which 
is such as to completely dispose of 
the claim advanced in Jamasp’s favour. 
For Indian manuscripts of the 


Farokhshi are actually in existence 
which were written long before 1720. 
Mr. M. R. Unwalla announces that 
he possesses a volume containing the 
Aban, Metier, Fravardin and Zamyad 
Yashls, which with a Pazand-Pra- 
krit Mainyo-Khirad was written 
at Damann in A. D. 1554, by Jal 
Kamdin. The volume was shown to 
the gifted Darmesteter when he was 
here, and there is no question of its 
being 166 years older than the tran¬ 
script of jamasp, which has been 
trotted out absurdly enough to, prove 
Parsi ignorance. Mr. Unwalla also 
possesses a Khordeh A vesta contain¬ 
ing the Fravardin Yasht, which was 
written by Jamshed Kaikobad tp 1 709, 
eleven years before Jamasp’s arrival. 
But these are not all. Of the sixteen 
manuscripts collated by Geldner for 
the text of the Farokhshi which he 
has given in his edition definitif of the 
A vesta, three are perhaps the most 
remarkable, viz., whose which he 
designates F 1, E 1, and Pt. 1. All 
these three Khordeh Avestas contain 
the Farokhshi, or Fravardin Yasht, 
and were written in India long before 
1720. F 1 was copied at Navsari 
by the famous scribe Asadin Kaka in 
1591. “This neatly and very cor¬ 
rectly written manuscript,” says 
Geldner, “ is the oldest that contains 
all the Yaslits, and as being the an¬ 
cestral manuscript of most of the 
Yasht copies, it is of great value.” 
(Fase. viii, Prolegomena, p. iii.) It 
is the parent of the majority of Yasht 
manuscripts, and it is also the very 

original by which, Westergaard with 
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Itical sagacity conjectured that 
his eight Indian copies had been in¬ 
fluenced. Dastur Pcshotanji Byrum- 
jee Sanjana is the possessor of two 
other Indian Khordah Avestas, both 
of which contain the Farokhshi. The 
date of one of them, E I, cannot be 
precisely known, but it was certainly 
written in the seventeenth century, 
(ibid p, xliii). Tho other contains 
a colophon to the effect that it, was 
transcribed by Darab, a descendant 
of Hormazdyar Pamyar in 1625 at 
Surat, (ib. p. xii.) Thus we possess 
at least five Indian manuscripts, all 
•of them written before 1720 which 
contain the Farokhshi. Jamasp s claim 
therefore is utterly untenable, and 
only shows, as Geldner puts it, ‘ how 
little the Khordah Avesta transmis¬ 
sion was in touch with the Yasht 
transmission, for at the time of Jamasp 
and Rastamji the thirteenth Yasht (the 
Fravardin) “ was in existence in the 
Indian Yasht manuscripts (ibid, p. xlv. 
note). 

Similarly, when it is attempted to 
prove that the Parsees were very ig¬ 
norant, because they are supposed to 
have lost in the fourteenth century, 
the copy of the Vondidnd which they 
had originally brought with them 
from Persia, and to have remained 
without that “ important sacred 
book,” until a priest from Seistan 
gave them a copy of it in the fifteenth 
century, the writer is repeating with 
a carelessness so gross as to be be¬ 
yond even the hopes of a literary 
opponent, an half-understood tradi¬ 
tion reported by Anquetil on the

authority of Darab, The fact 
matter is, and Westergaard 
proved it and all Zendists are un¬ 
animous about it, that Darab does 
not appear to have understood the 
postscript of the famous codex K 1, 
written in 1325. It appears from 
this that all the extant, copies of the 
Yendidad with Pahlavi arc descended 
from a copy which was made in Ynzd 
(Seistan) in A. Y. 554 (A. D. 1184) 
by Ardeshir Bahman. A Herbad 
Mahyar who travelled from India to 
Persia and remained there for six 
years copied this manuscript and 
brought it with him to India some 
time between 1184 and 1323. This 
copy of Mahyar’s was again trans¬ 
cribed by Rustam Mihirapan, about 
1270 and from this, the oldest manu¬ 
script now in existence was copied 
at Cambay in 1323 in the very century 
in which it is alleged the old Vendidad 
WM9 lost. In other words, the Ven¬ 
didad of Ardeshir of Seistan which 
is said to have come into the hands 
of the Indian Parsees only in the 
fifteenth century was actually written 
in the tivelth, and it is further certain 
that no such copy was lost in the 
fourteenth century, for the oldest 
manuscript that we possess was written 
in that very century. (Westergaard, 
Preface, pp. 3-4 note, Haug, Essays, 
1878, pp. 94-5.) These facts there¬ 
fore utterly disprove the statement 
that the Parsees had no Vendidad 
until the fifteenth century, and the 
inference sought to be drawn there¬ 
from must fall to the ground. Of the 
braggart nonsense about tbe curious 
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and authentic narrative 55 which is said 
to have been “ recently unearthed,” 

I will only say that it does not ‘‘ il¬ 
lustrate a curious chapter in Parsee 
History,” but the extent to which a 
defeated controversialist will go when 
in desperate straits for an argument. 
It is rather late in the day now’ for 
anyone to bolster up the traveller’s 
tale of the Irani Kaus. Its extravag¬ 
ance and exaggerations and the cir- 
curd&tances under which it came into 
existence leave little doubt that it is 
a modern work of no authenticity, of 
which there is not a single copy of 
the seventeenth or even of the eight¬ 
eenth century anywhere in existence.

PARSEE IGNORANCE IN THE 
XVIth CENTURY. 


TO TUB EDITOR OF THE “ BOMBAY GAZETTE. 

Sir,— During a recent controversy, 
the embers of which are still glowing, 
it has been repeatedly asserted that 
the Parsees of Gojerat were densely 
ignorant, because in 14.78 and later 
years they received certain ‘ letters 
of information on religious subjects ’ 
from Persia, which are called ‘ Reva- 
yets.’ These Ravayets, it is said, 
4 deal merely with the most elementary 
points of religious observances,’ and 
it is therefore argued that but for 
them, the Parsees would have remain¬ 
ed without ‘ any knowledge even of 
the elements 5 of their faith. It will 



be therefore to some purpose to ex¬ 
amine the real character of the con¬ 
tents of these compositions, and see 
if they are concerned only with 
matters ‘elementary.’ Unfortunately, 
their great bulk forbids anything like 
an exhaustive analysis in a daily 
paper, Anquetil’s copy of what he 
calls the ‘ Great Revayet ’ was a 
formidable tome of 836 pages, the 
mere headings of the chapters of 
which occupy seven sides in the second 
part of his first volume. I must, 
therefore, content myself with citing 
the'well-weighed opinions of Avestaic 
scholars of acknowledged merit, against 
the fantastic dogmatism of a self- 
styled critic. According to Martin 
Hang then, the subjects generally ex¬ 
plained in the Persian Revayets, are 
‘ sins and good works, the • proper 
treatment of corpses, and other kinds 
of impurity, with the proper modes 
of purification, the proper use of the 
sacred thread and shirt, other customs 
” and rites, with the reasons for reciting 
each of the Gathas, and details of the 
extent of those hymns.’ (Essays, 3rd 
ed. p. 106.) In another place, the 
same great Zcndist says that they are 
* miscellaneous collections of memo¬ 
randa and decisions regarding cere¬ 
monial observances, and other reli¬ 
gious matters ’ (p. 93. note). They 
comprise, moreover, translations of 
passages from the religions books, 
both in Persian verse and Pazand 
(p. 126 note). Among these are 
versions of the Arda-Yiraf-nameh, 
the Jamaspi, the Mino-kbirad and the 
two Saddars. (Anquetil I. 2. pp. xxv- 






xxxiij. Next perhaps to the Dinkart, 
which has been felicitously called by 
Darmesfcefcer the Summa Theologiae of 
Zoroastrianism, we are most indebted 
to these Revayets for the longest ac¬ 
counts of the twenty-one Nasks. The 
Revayet of Babman Aspandyar is so 
far from treating elementary matters 
that it contains discussions upon the 
Fargards of the VendidaJ, and lays 
down the law about the complicated 
and delicate ceremonial attendant upon 
the erection of a Dokbrna, and about 
the impurity incurred by contact with 
dead matter. ( Parsi Prakash. p. 843). 
Dr. Sachau describes this part of the 
Parsi Writings as ‘ a sort of Talmudic 
literature/ and adds that the Reva¬ 
yets are made up of digests of reli¬ 
gious rules for the casuistry of com¬ 
mon life, and dogmatic aud legendary 
treatises, like the Shayast-la-shayast, 
the Suddar, the Ullemai Islam, the 
Jamasp-namah, &c. (Contributions 
to the Knowledge of Parsi Literature, 
Journal of the R. A.S., 1870, p.234.) 
Anquetil himself, who has been of late 
patted on the back very often by our 
critic, says of them that * they present 
in the greatest detail the theology of 
the Parsees, their morality and all the 
practices of their religion 5 (Z. A. L t 
2, p. xxv.) If these responses and 
decisions are of an elementary charac¬ 
ter, as we are told to beljeve, and if 
it is a necessary inference from their 
contents that the persons to whom 
they were addressed, were immersed 
in ignorance, we cannot understand 
why the gifted Darmesteter should ac¬ 
knowledge that they had given him 


valuable information as to the tradi¬ 
tional meaning of doubtful passages. 
"(Vendidad S. B. E. IV, P . ci.). Nor 
can we see, why these same responses 
should in that case be quoted and 
referred to more than sixty times by 
the most learned Pahlavi scholar of 
our day, Dr. West, in the first three 
volumes of his translations in Max 
Muller’s series, for the express purpose 
of making day-light, so to speak, in 
the dark passages of his obscure texts. 
The fact is, and most Pai’sees at least 
will have seen it by this time, that 
these Revayets treat of the same sub¬ 
jects as, and deserve to be called 
‘elementary ’ no more than, the Van- 
didad or the difficult and technical 
Pahlavi work called the Shayast-La- 
shayast. (Hang, Essays, p. 106. 
West, S. B. E. V. p. Ixvii.) They 
are actually an encyclopaedia of tradi¬ 
tional lore, and a goodly quantity 
of the casuistry of Parsee ceremonia¬ 
lism lies buried in them. They are 
really a kind of Responsa Prudentum, 
answers of the Iranians learned in the 
Law, to the moot cases proposed by 
their brethren of Hindustan- Mr. 
Campbell has grasped the pith of ih^ 
matter, when lie says, pace Anquetil, 
that “it had become the practice 
after Changa Asa, to consult the Irani 
Dasturs, whenever a Schism or diff¬ 
erence arose about doubtful points of re¬ 
ligious practice.” (Bombay Gazetteer, 
Thana, Pt. i., p. 254.—Kanga’s Ex¬ 
tracts, p. 24). Even after the period 
of the regular Revayets, this practice 
continued, and during the first years 
of the Kadmi Schism, the Kadmi 
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(whom it is now the 
fashion to extol at the expense of 
some of his betters), took the lead in 
sending the father of Mulla Feroz to 
Persia in 1768, with a string of 
seventy-eight questions about the 
points in dispute between the two sects. 
(Parsi Prakash, pp. 46, 58). The 
learned Dastur Jarnasp Asa is also 
said to have taken a similar step 
about 1721. (p. 39 ibid). Are we 

then to infer that both these Dasturs 
•were anxious to have the opinions of 
the Iranian hierarchy, merely because 
they themselves were grossly igno¬ 
rant? If any Parsee imagines that 
this charge of ignorance against his 
ancestors is a discovery of our own 
days, he is much mistaken. The 
JKadmi sectaries in the latter half of 
the last, and the beginning of the 
present century, rang innumerable 
changes npon it, to discredit the 
Shahanshahis, and the Parsee must be 
ill-informed, indeed, who is not aware 
that this sort of game has been long 
since played out, and that he who 
repeats the old canards H does not 
strive to hurt, but to make a noise.” 
The Kadmis may have had the truth 
on their side in some questions, but 
the truth was so “ dashed and brewed” 
with fiction and exaggeration in their 
polemics, that no Parsee scholar ac¬ 
cepts any of their statements without 
carefully weighing and winnowing 
them. As to this particular accusa¬ 
tion of universal ignorance, the sting 
in its tail has been extracted and itself 
rendered innocuous, by Martin Haug. 
‘‘Parsee writers,” be says “ may 


probably exaggerate the ignorance of 
their forefathers in India, as it was 
during these dark ages that one of 
their priests, the famous Neriosangh 
Dhawal, was able to translate their 
religious books from Pahlavi in¬ 
to Sanscrit, .... translations 
which exhibit a knowledge of the 
original Pahlavi, that is hardly 
yet surpassed by modern Dasturs.’' 
(Essays, 3rd Ed. p. 55). As if to 
make this more emphatic. Mills says 
that “ we have very positive evidence 
that Neriosangh was not the only 
Parsee of his time who wrote in Sans¬ 
crit. The various readings in the 
translations of the Yasna leave little 
doubt that Neriosangh’s successors 
often ventured on emendations of his 
text.” (Gathas, p. xvii.) Spiegel 
has further proved that Neriosangh’s 
translation of the \asna goes only so 
far as the forty-seventh Ha, and that 
the work was continued by the hand 
of Hormazdyar Ramyar. Now Neri¬ 
osangh is placed by the majority of 
Avestaic scholars in the fourteenth 
or fifteenth century. (Mills, p. iv. 
Haug, p. 56). Neriosangh’s suc¬ 
cessors, who wrote in Sanscrit, must 
have therefore lived about the six¬ 
teenth, that is to say, in the very 
century which saw the birth of the 
much-reviled Meherji Rana. We 
have further evidence of the fact that 
even in those ages, supposed to be so 
dark, there were Parsees possesing 
a knowledge not only of Sanscrit, but 
of Zend and Pahlavi, in the numerous 
ancient manuscripts of our religious 
texts. Not to lay much stress upon 



the four famous codices of the Yasna 
and the Vendidad produced at Cam- 
bay and elsewhere in 1323-4, or the 
three miscellaneous collections of 
Pahlavi texts written in the last quar¬ 
ter of the 14th century, or Mr. Un- 
wala’s Khordeh Avesta of 1352, 
(Geldner, Fasc. viii. p. v.) or the 
Pazand-Sanscrit Arda Viraf of 1410, 
we have a large number of old copies 
made in Gujerat, in the very century 
with which we are concerned, viz., 
the sixteenth. First of all, then, it 
is interesting to note that Meherji 
Sana’s own father, liana Jaisang, 
is responsible for a Pa/and Jamaspi, 
which contains a Persian postcript in 
the Naskhi character, to the effect 
that it was written at Na vasari in 
1504. The oldest copy of the Pazand- 
Sanscrit Mainyo-Khirad was written 
at Navsari in 1520 for the priest 
Bahram Pahlan, ancestor of the Polia 
Desais of that town (West, Pahlavi 
Texts, iii. xxi. Haug. p. 106). The 
important codex K 43, which Wesier- 
gaard brought from Persia, and which 
is one of the two manuscripts con¬ 
taining the original Pahlavi text of 
the Mainyo-Khirad, was written in 
1560, in India, and went over to 
Persia lt from the realm of the Hin¬ 
dus. ” (West. iii. pp. xviii-xxix). 
Mr. Unwala possesses a Pazand-Pra- 
krit Mainyo-Khirad written at Da- 
maun in 1554, by Herbad Jal Kam- 
din. A copy of Neryosangh’s Pazand- 
Sangcrit version of the “ Shikand- 
Gumanik Vajar ” appears to have 
been written at Navsari about 1568, 
by a famous priestly scribe, named 


Asadin Kaka. (West iii. pp. xxxi- 
xxxii.) The Navsari public Library 
contains a Khordeh Avesta b) the same 
hand. Of another Yasht codex from 
the same priest’s pen (A.D. 1591) 
Geldner says that it is *■ very neatly 
and correctly written,” and that “ not 
a single one of the maiden manu¬ 
scripts has furnished such a number 
of new readings as the Asadin manu¬ 
script.” (Fasc. viii. Proleg. pp. iii. 
and xliv.) Dastur Hoshang Jamasp 
is the owner of a Yasna Sadah which 
Geldner pronounces to be very correct, 
and to be about 400 years old, i. e. t 
to belong to the sixteenth century. 
Dastur Jamaspji possesses another 
very ornamentally written manuscript 
of the same collection of prayers, of 
about the same age. (Fasc. viii. pp* 
iii. iv.) Of the Pahlavi Vendidad, 
we possess a copy written by Ardeshir 
Ziva at Broach in 1594, and the 
Bombay University Library possesses 
another Indian copy of the same > 
“ important sacred book ” which 
Hang conjectures to be of the same 
age. (Essays, p. 95.) Every scholar 
in fact knows that Pahlavi and 
Pazand manuscripts of the sixteenth 
century are comparatively numerous. 
May we not ask the meaning of these 
facts ? May we not ask why so many 
of these copies were taken at Navsari? 
May we not ask why these copies 
should have been so carefully multi¬ 
plied, if the ignorance in Gujerat 
was so universal that no one, whether 
priest or layman, could read or under¬ 
stand them ? Perhaps, it will be 
said that merely copying manuscripts 


requires no knowledge of the language 
on the part of the scribe. This is 
certainly not strictly true, but even 
if it were, what can be the object of 
having works copied if nobody can 
make any use of them? What, in 
short, to employ a term once famous 
in the schools, can have been the 
“ final cause ” of these copies ? In 
our own enlightened times, we can 
imagine a person buying cartloads of 
books for purposes of ostentation or 
of house-decoration, but this sort of 
affectation can hardly be believed of 
“an ignorant, and degraded popula¬ 
tion.” Besides, the colophons of 
many of these transcripts contain ex¬ 
press statements as to their having 
been made by priests for their own 
use,—a fact which certainly militates 
against this theory of universal ig¬ 
norance. But this is not all. We 
have something more than mere copies 
of the sacred texts. One of the most 
interesting of these old manuscripts 
contains the Persian text of the 
Saddar written in A vesta characters, 
with a Gujerati translation, made by 
a priest, Rama, at Broach, in 1575. 
The Kisseh-i-Sanjan, composed in the 
last year of the sixteenth century, by 
a priest of Navsari, though it is not 
evidence of any great knowledge, is 
certainly proof of a desire on the part 
of the race to reduce its history to 
writing, and of some talent for writing 
Persian verse. A metrical Persian 
paraphrase from the Pazand of the 
Mainyo-Khirad, made in 1612, for 
which we are indebted to a certain 
Marzaban, points to the same conclu¬ 


sion. These efforts were really the 
earliest manifestations of a kind of 
literary activity whose ampler fruits 
we possess in the works of Hormazdyar 
and his son Darab, of Rustam Pesho- 
tan and many others in the next 
century. (Parsi Prakash, p. 16, note 
2). Here, Sir, I will conclude. I 
hope I have proved that the Revayets 
are no proof of Parsi ignorance, and 
that in the sixteenth century there 
were certainly some Parsi priests in 
existence who were reasonably well- 
acquainted with the language and' 
contents of their scriptures, and who 
could have explained to any well-dis¬ 
posed stranger, the principal articles 
of the Zoroastrian creed. Of Zend 
grammar and comparative philology 
they may have been ignorant, but in 
this they only resembled all their con¬ 
temporaries, and most of their succes¬ 
sors, Ardeshir of Kerman, and 
Jamasp Vilayati, and Mulla .Feroz

By the publication of the splendid 
quarto at Stuttgart last month of the 
“ A vesta, or Sacred Writings of the 
Parsis,” Germany has once more laid 
the Parsis under obligation. That 
a critical edition of the sacred texts 
of the Parsi religion should come from 
distant Stuttgart sounds stranog. 
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codices 

on which Dr. Karl Geldner, the pre¬ 
sent editor, has based his work are 
all of Indian and Persian origin, 
many of them having been sent ex¬ 
pressly from here for his use. We 
hear now and then of Parsi religious 
scholarship* and its praises sounded 
by stray European scholars, chiefly 
with the charitable object of encourag¬ 
ing their minor efforts. Even honor¬ 
ary academic degrees are bestowed on 
some of them : that is not because 
the recipients are possessors of learn¬ 
ing, hut of valuable manuscripts. 
The learned world knows of no work 
of real importance in their religion 
written by the Parsis in India. Sure¬ 
ly, if there is scholarship here a cri¬ 
tically collated text of their sacred 
scriptures based on their own codices 
available here would have been forth¬ 
coming from their own hands. But 
even this has now been given to them 
from Europe, like all their other 
religious literature during the last 
hundred and twenty years. An en¬ 
thusiastic Frenchman, Anquetil Du- 
perron, gave the world the first tenta¬ 
tive translation of their sacred books ; 
another distinguished Frenchman, 
Burnouf, first put the study of their 
sacred language on a philological and 
scientific basis. It was also a gifted 
Frenchman, Darmesteter, who pro¬ 
duced a final scientific translation of 
the Avesfca go far as our present state 
of knowledge permits. It was a Dane, 
Westergaard, who published the editio 
princess of the A vesta texts, and it 
was another Dane, the learned Rask, 
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who had previously come to Bombay 
and collated valuable materials used 
by his successors. Of Germans there 
is a whole procession of' scholars 
beginning with Kleuker and closing 
with Spiegel and Hang, Justi and 
Wilhelm, Dahlmann and Geldner, who 
have all rendered signal service to 
the ancient religion of Zoroaster. 
England and America have contributed 
by the labours of Mills and West, 
Whitney, and Jackson. The Parsi 
religion has thus been dependent on 
foreigners for its sound exposition 
and literary apparatus during this 
century. 

In former times also the followers 
of this rel igion depen den d on their 
foreign brethren in Persia for the 
knowledge of their own sacred lore. 
As late as the end of the fifteenth 
century their priests did not know 
their ancient sacred languages, and 
the priests in Persia invite them ** to 
send one or two from their body 
to them to learn these and enlighten 
their countrymen in their return,” 
as is recorded in the first manuscript 
Persian Revaefc. At the close of the 
sixteenth century the greatest Mogul 
Emperor of India had to call a learned 
priest from Kerman, in Persia, when 
he was dissatisfied with the Parsis of 
Naosari in Gujarat, among whom was 
the impostor, Mehrji Rana. A learn¬ 
ed priest, Jamasp, from Persia, found 
“ ignorance the prevailing vice of 
the Parsis in India ” when he visited 
them in 1721, and to remedy this 
state to some extent, he imparted his 
knowledge to three disciples, one of 
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^hom became later the teacher of 
Daperron. The visit of this Jamasp 
formed an epoch, as remarked by 
Westergaard, among the Parsis of 
India. It was he who gave to them 
the Fravardin Yasht, a very impor¬ 
tant part of their liturgy, which, 
notes our editor, Dr. Geldner, “ was 
lost in the Indian Khorda Avesta in 
transmission.” He “ presented this 
Yasht which he had brought with 
him,” from Persia. The Vendidad, 
another very important part of the 
Avesta, was also lost by the Parsis 
in India, and this too was given them 
by a priest from Sistan, in Persia. 
The Persian Zoroastrians showed 
great solicitude and care in preserving 
their sacred books, and their manu¬ 
scripts are much superior to those 
of the ignorant scribes of Gujarat. 
Dr. Geldner bears emphatic testimony 
to this. ‘‘ An exception which lends 
a ray of sunshine amid the dreary 
work of collating and examining the 
Khorda Avesta MSS. is made by the 
MSS- of Iranian extraction. Beside 
being better prepared than the Indian 
manuscripts, they also presuppose 
a more solid written and oral tradi¬ 
tion.” 

It is a matter of regret that for 
this which will remain for some time 
to come the editio definitif , Dr. Geld¬ 
ner was not able to procure more 
Iranian codices for the purposes of 
collation, and had in many cases to 
rest satisfied with the imperfect 
Indian copies. One point in which 
Dr. Geldner’s work is reasonably 



open to question and cavil is his easy 
assumption of the dates of the various 
Indiau manuscripts sent to him. The 
falsification of dates in order to ren¬ 
der spurious later books of greater 
interest and value by ascribing to 
them a false antiquity is not unknown 
even in Europe ; whilst in the East 
it is common enough. Of several 
manuscripts the colophons have been 
lost and replaced by later ones ; the 
dates contained in these should be 
considered very doubtful. Of one 
codex the editor says : “ The colophon 
has been renowed by a second hand, 
but copied at all events from the 
original which is gone ; it bears the 
date A. D. 1625.” How can we be 
sure that the second hand did not 
tamper with the date in order to 
render his copy more valuable? The 
forging and smoking of documents 
and books to make them look old and 
authentic is very common in {his 
country, and numerous instances 
turned up during the famous Inam 
Commission inquiry. District officers 
and judicial functionaries know this 
very well. In the “ Reminiscences 
of a District Police Officer ” Mr. A. 
T. Crawford bears emphatic testimony 
to this kind of fraud. Even nowadays, 
the courts of law are no strangers to 
such concoctions. Dr. Geldner has, 
therefore, we believe, made a serious 
mistake in implicitly assuming the 
correctness of the dates he found 
attached to the books sent to him. But 
perhaps he could not help doing this 
under the circumstances.

Sin,—The unbelieving Jew of old 
was wont to question i£ anything good 
could ever come out of Nazareth. 
The Parsees, too, have at least one 
sciolist among them who will not 
believe his community capable of any¬ 
thing good. His latest exploit has 
heen to make an unseemly attack 
upon the best of our modern Dasturs, 
under cover of reviewing the “ Avesta 
of Dr. Geldner. Having railed against 
the moderns, “ the method of his 
malice ” hurries him to attempt the 
like against a distinguished and vene¬ 
rable ancient, via:., Meberji Rana; 
the old trash from the Revayets about 
the ignorance of the Parsees, and the 
baseless assumption about Ardeshir 
of Kerman are then repeated with an 
obstinacy which excites our pity, and 
almost tempts up to forgive the de¬ 
feated controversialist, who seems to 
imagine that his only hope now lies 
in reiterating in a confused, discon¬ 
solate, under-ground manner, the old 
scurrilities against the object of his 
hatred. Our critic now admits that 
among the Pars! 9 who, according to 
Badaoni and the Dabistan, went from 
Navsari to Akbar’s court, was Meher- 
ji Rana, but he now cloaks his hosti¬ 
lity under the pretext that Akbar was 
dissatisfied with the Navsari Parsis, 
and invited Ardeshir in consequence. 
Now, the facts are the very reverse. 


Badaoni says explicitly enough, that 
“ they proved to his Majesty the truth 
of Zoroaster’s doctrines * * * 

and impressed the Emperor so favour¬ 
ably that he learned from them the 
religious terms and rites of the old, 
Parsis, etc.,” and he adds that 
“from the New Year’s day of the 
25th year of his reign (A. D. 1580), 
his Majesty openly worshipped the 
sun and fire by prostrations, etc.,” 
(Bloehmann’s trans. in the Ain-i-Ak- 
bari, Vol. I., p. 184). In other 
words, according to this reliable con¬ 
temporary witness, Akbar instead of 
being dissatisfied with Meberji Rana 
was very 44 favourably impressed ’ 
by him, and this is conclusively 
proved by the Jaghir of two hundred 
bighas, which he conferred upon Me- 
herji, at a time when, according to 
Badaoni, Akbar was doing his best to 
cut down such grants, and “ obstacles 
were raised to the possession of every 
jarib of ground.” These two hundred 
bighas were subsequently increased to 
three hundred, and re-granted to 
Kaikobad, the son of Meberji, in 
1595, four years after the latter’s 
death, as a further mark of the learn¬ 
ing and worth of the deceased high- 
priest'. Akbar and his son Jehangir 
continued to befriend this son of 
Meherji’s, as is proved by numerous 
Firmans and Parwanahs from the 
Subahs of Gujerat and other officers 
of the Mogul Court which still exist. 
It must be borne in mind that Jaghirs 
of this type were conferred only upon 
the^rbab-i-Istahaqaq,” i.e. on the de¬ 
serving, the learned, the pious or the 



gentle, whom the Emperor, “ in his 
care for the nation/’ provided for 
in this manner, because he considered 
that “ conferring benefits 55 upon 
them was (to use the words of Abu) 
Fazl) to perform “ an act of divine 
worship. 5 *' Moreover, the fact that 
the firman of Kaikobad’s enhanced 
Jaghir of three hundred bighas proves* 
that up to two years at least before 
Ardeshir’s arrival (in 1597), for the 
purposes of the Dictionary of Jemal- 
ed-din Anju, Akbar had had no cause 
of dissatisfaction with the Dastur or 
his son. Nay, Akbar confirmed the 
grant under certain exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances in 1603, and his son 
Jebangir did the same soon after his 
accession in 1606. I will not pursue 
the waiter further through the obscure 
and tangled wood of his blunders 
about Ardeshir and the Vendidad said 
to have been given to the Parsis in 
the 15th Century, or the Fravardin 
Yasht. But when he tries to quote 
Geldner himself in support of the 
claim of Jamasp which that scholar 
has rejected—his disingenuousness in 
interpolating a word in the quotation 
from Geldner, and omitting a deci¬ 
sive footnote, deserves to be exposed. 
On p. XLV. of his * ‘Prolegomena/ 5 
Geldner says : “ The favourite Yasht 
of the Iranian Khordah Avestas is the 
Fravardin Yasht, which was lost in 
the Indian Khordah A vesta trans¬ 
mission/' Here our critic; presuming 
on his readers 5 distress, has inter¬ 
polated the word “in 55 between 
“ A vesta/ 5 and “ transmission/ 3 so 
as to completely alter the sense of the 


passage. But he has not stopped here. 
He has also omitted the footnote which 
decides the whole question against him, 
and which is as follows: “ Of the 
remarks under K 13 the incident there 
told (as to the claim of Jamasp)/ 5 
shows how little the Khordah A vesta 
transmission was in touch with the 
Yasht transmission, for at the time of 
Jamasp and Rustamji, the Thirteenth 
Yasht (the Fravardin) was in existence 
in the Indian Yasht Manuscripts. 55 
Your readers will thus see that our 
historical critic has not quoted Geldner, 
but merely out-faced him. After 
having spent his first onset on Parsi 
scholars, it was to be expected that 
he would not fail “to exalt his horns 55 
against Dr. Geldner himself. Accord¬ 
ing to this writer (who is ignorant 
even of the Zend and Pahlavi alpha¬ 
bets), Dr. Geldner has been too 
credulous in admitting the testimony 
of the Colophons of manuscripts as to 
their dates. He will have it that the 
copyists deliberately antedated their 
manuscripts merely to cheat posterity, 
and afterwards kept them before the 
fire or smoked them to make them 
look old. If this writer had taken 
the trouble to read and understand 
Dr. Geldner’s “Prolegomena 55 before 
reviewing his work he would not have 
accused that scholar of being the dupe 
of such petty tricks. He would in 
that case have seen that he enters into 
exhaustive analyses and comparisons 
of the various locutions and manu¬ 
scripts, and employs their similarities 
and differences to trace independently 
the genealogies of the different codices. 
So far from “ implicitly assuming 
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mte s, he ha* checked the state¬ 
ments o£ the colophons with scholar? 
like care, and has letVtbem undisturbed 
merely because he found that the 
internal evidence tallied with the as¬ 
sertions of ihe copyists. To quote 
only .one instance, he has examined 
lniimfcMy; the ancestors, congeners, and 
descendants o£ the identical manu¬ 
script of the v Khordah Avesta of 1625, 
which belongs to Dastur Pesjjotanji, 
and which our .critic brings forward 
to support his absurd conjecture .about 
forged dates. That examination extends 
over five pages (pp^ XL.-XLIV.), 
and its result only 'proves that the 
date is quite cdrrect, and does not 
require to be interfered with. In 
fact, tbe writer \could not have 
chosen a more unhappy illustration, 
and doubts and. insinuiations of 
this reckless character are worthless 
except to put shalldw-witted folk in 
some conceit with themselves and 
pamper the sense of their own intellec¬ 
tual acuteness.—Yours, &c.

tion <rf which tbe whole of the Parade 
priests present, and nxost of the laity', 
took part. $jnong those present \ 
were:—Sir DinshawMr. Petit, Bart., 
Mr. Hormusjee Edaljee Allbless, Sha- 
ins-ul-Ulma Ervad Jivawjee J. Modi, t 
Mr. D. II. Chichgar, Ervad Edaljee. \ 
Kersaspjee Antia, Mr. Nowrojee J. 
Gamadia, Mr. Muncherjee H. Jagose, 
Mr. B. B. Patel, and Mr. K. 

Gama. After the Jasan ceremony \ 
was over, a special prayer in Zend, ‘ 
composed by Dastoor Peshotanjee, 
was offered, invoking blessings and 
happiness on her Most Gracious Ma-\ 
jesty, the whole of the assembly 
standing during the time the prayer 
lasted. Ervad Jivanjee J. 
secretary to the Parsee Punchayei, 
then thanked the assembled gentle¬ 
men for having responded to the ball 
of the Trustees of the Punchayet, and 
next proceeded to exhort tbe Parsee 
community in a stirring speech, de¬ 
livered in Gujarati, for not only their 
unflinching loyalty to their august 
Sovereign Lady the Queen-Empress, 
but to her representatives in Gov¬ 
ernments and Administrations, re¬ 
minding them that, although com¬ 
paratively speaking the Parsees were 
a small community, they have enjoyed 




unparalleled prosperity and security 
during the sixty years of the Queen’s 
reign. These sentiments having been 
loudly applauded by the assembly, 
Ervad Jivanjee read the following 
telegram which was to be forwarded in 
the name of the Parsee community of 
Bombay, by Sir Dinshaw M. Petit, to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir A. J. Brigge, 
Private Secretary to Her Majesty: 
—“ Parsee community of Bombay as¬ 
sembled at their Fire-temple to say 
thanksgiving prayers on Jubilee Day, 
humbly beg to leave to offer their 
loyal, heartfelt congratulations to Her 
Majesty, May God bless Her Majesty 
with health and happiness.”

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES OF INDIA. 

Sir,—The days are gone by when 
the Bombay Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society could be called with a 
reasonable approximation to the truth 
“ a learned Society,” but it is still 
generally admitted to be a body of 
well-eduoated gentlemen, having in 
its charge what is perhaps the largest 
collection of books in India. We all 
know, again, that it has capable sec¬ 
retaries and a committee of manage¬ 
ment composed of gentlemen of weight 
and position. It is therefore a matter 
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of very great regret that in the re¬ 
cently issued volume of its Journal, 
a paper has been allowed to be print¬ 
ed, which was proved at the very time 
that it was first read in August, 1896, 
to be nothing more than a repertory 
of blunders, misstatements and mis¬ 
representations. But this is not all. 
The writer of this paper on “ Akbar 
and the Parsees ” has been permitted 
to circulate through the journal a 
number of reckless assertions and in¬ 
sinuations which are tantamount to 
accusing of forgery an estimable Par¬ 
see scholar, who is unable to defend 
himself owing to age and blindness. 
As I happen to have a personal know¬ 
ledge of the matter in connection with 
which this attack has been made on 
the blind old scholar, Dastur Eruchji 
Sohrabji Meherji Rana, I shall, with 
your permission, narrate the true 
tacts of the. case. On the 30tb of 
May, 1896, Mr.~R. P. Karkaria wrote 
a letter to the Jamu-Jamshed , saying 
that he was writing a paper on Akbar’s 
relations to Parsiism, and that he 
contemplated discussing the evidence 
for the tradition about Meherji Rana 
in it. He therefore publicly invited 
all those who had any writings or 
evidence pertaining to the matter, to 
communicate the same to him. Upon 
this, I wrote to some friends at JNav- 
sari, and among them to Mr. P, N. 
Dastur, the grandson of Dastur 
Eruchji. That gentleman sent me 
copies of all sorts of extracts from 
books printed as well as written, and 
of other papers and documents bearing 
on the subject. Among these were 
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i of three passages, which pur¬ 
ported to have been taken from* three 
histories, which were called respect¬ 
ively, the Waqiai-i-Akbari of Abdul 
Kadar Badaoni, -ike Tarikh-i-Mah- 
nameh of Sheikh Abul Fazal, and 
v the T ftba([qat-i-JVkbari ojS Moulvi > Ab- 
dun-Nabi Sist&ni. These extracts 
bad been originally procured in the 
sixties for Dastur Etuchji by a Poona 
friend, from av man who called himself 
Kazi Habibulla Khan ofjRelhi. * v J^ow 
Dastur Eruchji, who is an', excellent 
Zend and Persian scholar, and who, 
having been ju charge of the Mulla 
Firoz Library, s had a tfamiliar ac¬ 
quaintance with Persian literature in 
almost all departments, was aware 
that the wofk of Badaoni that we pos¬ 
sess goes utid&r the . name of. the 
“ Muntaldiah-ut-Tawarikhr ” and not 
of “ Waqiat-i-Akbari.” Similarly he 
knew that the\great history of Abul 
Fazal is> called.^* “ Akbar Ntyneh ” 
and noO the “^arikh-i-Mahnamah,’’ 
and that the Tabaqqat-i-Akbari, with 
which we are familiar, was wrijbten by 
Sheikh Nizamudin Ahmed and not by 
Moulvi Abdtm-Nabi Sistani. These 
were discrepancies calculated, to excite 
the suspicions of any scholar, but 
Dastur Eruchji knew at the same 
time, that many Persian * works have 
not only two but jihree or four alter¬ 
native titles, and that different authors 
often quote the very same works by 
different names (see Elliot and Dow- 
son, passim ). He himself, however, 
carefully looked through the various 
printed editions of Badaoni, the Ak- 


bar Nameh and the Tabaqqai, and 
even obtained access to some manu¬ 
script copies of those works, but be 
failed to verify the extracts. Accord¬ 
ingly he had the matter represented 
* to the Moulvi,* who replied t-hpt the 
.printed editions %ere incfcpiplete in 
.many respects, arid that he had cited 
the paragraphs from certain manu¬ 
scripts to be found in'Agra. Dastur 
VEruchji bad tkeqr.no means of arriv¬ 
ing at the* truth of the ’matter, by 
personal inquiry, but he Bore it in 
\ mind all the ‘same, arid'like tlib ho nest \ 
\ Vover of triith that he has always been 
known to be, he-asked his grandson 
toinake searching inquiries at Agra,. 
during the latter’s five years’', stay in \ 
^Northern India} between the * years ' 
\1886~-1&92. Mr,' P.'N. Dastur, how¬ 
ever was equally unsuccessful, and it 
wasythen oftjy, thatvhpth gfeptlemefc 
V came to have/strong doubts *of the 
^Kazi HabibuIlaV bona When 

Mr. Karkaria publicly * asked for *all 
available materials 5 * for forming a * 
judgment, these extracts wereno^kepfc 
back from him, but Mr. f\ N. Dastur, 
in sending them through me, made it . 
a point to ask to infor^n Mr* 
Karkaria of the conditions \mder * N 
which they had been procured for 
Dastur Eruchji, and of the subsequent • 
failure that both had met with in 
verifying them. Consequently, when 
I took the papers to Mr. Karkaria, I 
told him the whole thing, and even 
placed my friend’s original letter of 
warningin his hands. Your readers 
will thus see that every thing was fair 
and above board, and that there was 
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notice shadow of an attempt to put 
diini off his guard, or to palm off upon 
him as genuine passages of suspicious 
authority. Those passages had been 
included in the packet only because 
Mr. Karkaria had asked for all avail¬ 
able evidence, and perhaps also in the 
hope that he might be able to succeed 
where Mr. P. N. Dastur and his 
grandfather had failed. At any rate 
he.had received a distinct warning. 
The worst of the matter, however, is 
that Mr. Karkaria, in the paper that 
?he originally read before the Society, 
contented himself withpaying that the 
ipassages might be “ dismissed as an 
instance of interpolation on the part 
of that Munshi, to please the Parsis.” 
That is to say, he did not then dare 
to say, a word against Dastur Eruchji 
in the presence of Mr* K. R. Cama 
and other members of the Society, 
many of whom knew the Dastur. But 
in the edition of the paper which, 
thanks to the animadversions of Edie 
Ochiltree and others, he has been able 
to bring out in a considerably 
improved form, he has been allowed 
to smuggle in a few words to the effect 
that the extracts were “very likely a 
forgery by the copyist himself, 5 ’ that 
is to say, by Dastur Eruchjee. Now 
this is nothing but an insinuation of 
the most wanton character, and it is 
a great pity that this interpolation 
was allowed to be made in the original 
paper a year and a half after it had 
been read. All who are acquainted 
with Dastur Eruehji will treat with 
contempt such a malicious invention, 
but I may say for the benefit of those 


who do not know him, that the papers 
which the Munshi gave to Dastur 
Erucbji are still in his possession, and 
that the handwriting, &c., leave no 
doubt that these passages are forgeries, 
and that Dastur Erucbji was innocent 
of any such trick.—Your, &e.,

was read before the Society on 
4he" 8th of August, 1896. There 
follow three papers which were all 
read in the latter half of last year. 
A blight would seem to have fallen 
then on the activity-of the Society, 
as on*s& m tic'll else in' Bombay at that 
sad ‘ time. For the remaining and 
concluding paper was not read until 

the 17th of June, 1897. The number 
contains a report of the Proceedings 
of the Society, from which, however, 
we observe that some papers read in 
the interval have not been' considered 
worthy of a place in the Journal. 
This is as it should be. The procedure 
in that matter has been in the past 
far too lax, with the result that papers 
of real value have been prejudiced by 
their surroundings. We hope the re- 
fprm will continue. It is not abso¬ 
lutely necessary, though it is of course 
desirable, that the Society should pub¬ 
lish a volume of original research 
every year. But it should not pub¬ 
lish intellectual rubbish because it 
cannot for the moment get anything 
better, and there has been a little too 
much of that policy in recent years. 
We must let Mr. Karkaria’s paper 
alone in view of the attack made on 
the writer by Mr. R. K. Modi'in this 
morning’s 'limes of India* That the 
Bmperor Akbar ingeniously coquetted 
with all the religions current through¬ 
out his vast empire has been long 
known, and is not so singular a fact 
as it is often represented to be Most 
Indian monarchs have done the same 
thing. Qur own Qu'en, to take*an 
illustration from another quarter, 


changes her views on the important 
question of church government when 
she crosses the Tweed. We paay re~ 
mark in passing that there sennas no 
reason whatever to hold with Mr. 
Karkaria that Akbar took his worship 
of the Sun from the religion “distin¬ 
guished by its great and hoary anti- \ 
quity as well as its purity” of the 
Parsees. The worship of the Suti is- 
indigenous in India. The Rigyeda is 
full of it. In fact one might go fur¬ 
ther and say that it Would almost 
appear to be part of hum^n nature. 

It is told of Mira beau that as he lay 
dying, watching the Sun rise for the 
last time, he was heard to mutter j 
“ Si ce n’est pas la Uieu 9 c’est moms 
son cousin germain He did\not get 
that from thq * Parsees. He got it 
where the man got it who' composed— 
how many thousand years ago no one 
knows—the verse which has been the 
morning prayer of the Brahmin ' 
through countless geiiefations. 

The next paper is a “Historical Sur¬ 
vey of IndiUn Logic by Mr Maha- 
dev Rajaram Bodas, the leartfed son- 
of a learned father. It does not leiid 
itself to bur purppv’ and we must 
be content to call attention to it as a 
valuable piece of work in an almost 
wholly unexplored fields The Indian 
has been a logiciah* from the beginn¬ 
ing. He has mixed the subject up 
with his views about eternal salva¬ 
tion in a way that has proved infinite¬ 
ly distracting to the European en¬ 
quirer, Why it should be so is not 
apparent to the Western mind, but 
it would appear to be the fact that 


«every religion here had a logic of its 
own. Another difficulty the European 
lias is that he is introduced to the sub¬ 
ject through modern writings which, 
as Mr. Bodas courageously maintains, 
are full of scholastic nonsense. We 
have begun, Mr. Bodas thinks, at the. 
wrong end. It is as if we studied 
Thomas Aquinas and Duns Scotus, 
and never looked at Aristotle. The 
Indian Aristotles—half a dozen of 
them—are extant; and Mr. Bodas 
wants us to try to understand them 
before picking holes in their monu¬ 
mental works. He believes that a 
history of Indian logic can bo written, 
and his paper certainly is an interest¬ 
ing attempt to make a beginning. In 
the short paper that follows—the only 
paper not written by a native scholar 
in this number—the Rev. Mr. Abbott 
gives a translation of the inscription 
on the/‘Three Gateways 5 ’ at Ahmeda- 
bad. It is an order by the Gaikwar 
-of the day passed on a petition asking 
that for the future daughters should 
be allowed to inherit the estate of a 
man who died sonless. The petition 
was granted, and the order was to be 
-engraved on stone, and placed in a 
prominent position in the bazaar. 
The last sentence in this interesting 
document supplies an illustration of 
the catholic spirit of rulers with re¬ 
gard to religion which we noticed a 
moment ago. It sets out that if any 
one says a word against this order 
“ if he is a Hindoo, Shri Jytahadev 
will enquire into it; if a Musalman, 
God and the Prophet will enquire 
into it.” 


We can do little more than name 
the two remaining papers in this 
number of the Society’s Journal. The 
first of them strikes us as excep¬ 
tionally interesting and important. 
In it Mr. Rajaram Ramkrislma 
Bhagwat gives us from two old Vedie 
texts a summary of the rules and pro-* 
cedar© under which the indigenous 
races of India were received into the 
Brahmin faith. They are referred 
to as i€ vratyas,” and as the writer 
of this learned and ingenious paper 
points out, the process to which these 
old rules refer ha3 been carried out 
with such complete success that the 
“ vratyas ” as a race have com¬ 
pletely disappeared. They were not 
uncivilised savages, as is clear from 
the following old and very quaint des¬ 
cription of them. “ The vratyas are 
those who wear a turban on their 
heads, which they put on one side. 
They carry a whip in their hands 
and a small bow without arrows, by 
which they make depredations and 
trouble people. They ride in carts 
with bamboo seats, without cover and 
drawn by horses or mules. They wear 
on their bodies white garments with 
black borders or garments made of 
wool with red stripes of sheep skins. 
They use silver coins.” The old 
ritual into which Mr. Bhagwat has 
dug with such success is full of direc¬ 
tions for the reception into the ortho¬ 
dox faith of converted vratyas, or of 
orthodox believers, who by long re¬ 
sidence in the country of the vratyas 
were held to have lost their original 
sanctity. In the last paper of a num- 



ber on which we can conscientiously 
compliment the Society, Mr. Jivanjee 
Jamshedjee Modi offers some interest¬ 
ing illustrations of the similarity 
between the beliefs of the ancient 
Egyptians and those of the ancestors 
of the Parsees on the subject of the 
future of the soul. We are not sure 
that the similarity, when established, 
proves anything in particular, but 
the details which Mr. Modi gives 
make interesting reading.

AKBAR AND THE PARSIS. 

(Ihe limes of India , 22nd Dec . 1897.) 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES OF INDIA. 

Sir,—The ghost of Mehrji liana 
is again up and about. One would 
have thought that after the triple 
burial service performed over him— 
first in the Town Hall and the daily 
papers here last year, then in the 
Indian Magazine in London and the 
Calcutta Revietc, and now in the 
Journal of our Asiatic Society, the 
ghost of that obscure priest of Naosari 
had been laid. But no! he is still 
wandering about, “unhousePd, dis¬ 
appointed, unanel’d,” haunting cer¬ 
tain people’s imaginations and making 
them say and do astonishing things. 
In treating of the subject of Akbar’s 
New Religion, I had to consider the 
influence of the Parsi religion upon 
him, and in this latter connection I 
had to inquire into the Mehrji Rana 
legend. It was my duty to find out 


the person who expounded the Parsi 
religion to that great monarch. My 
enquiries led me to the discovery of 
the real scholar, Ardeshir of Kerman, 
who deserves that credit, and to reject 
the absurd tradition about the Mehrji 
Rana legend. And I dared to speak 
the truth in no uncertain terms, 
though I was sorry to be obliged to 
dissolve a myth flattering to the 
vanity of some of my people. 

“How oft it pains historians to relate 
The truth which Truth obliges them to state.* ? 

But truth is proverbially unpalatable, 
and this particular truth was spe¬ 
cially unpalatable because some had 
come to have a vested interest in 
keeping alive the legend. His family 
have fostered a regular cult of Mehrji 
Rana out of whose pretended great¬ 
ness and thaumaturgic feats they 
have always made capital. It was 
natural that they should be wrath at 
the exposure and try to bolster up the 
legend- They tried to move heaven 
and earth to save themselves from 
the inevitable consequence of the ex¬ 
posure of the legend. If they had 
confined themselves to legitimate criti¬ 
cism of my arguments I would have 
nothing to say. TherQ is my article 
in the Calcutta Review, there is my 
paper in the Journal of our Society, 
full of references for every statement 
that I have made to the original au¬ 
thorities, and bristling will footnotes. 
Let them tackle those and refute the 
arguments. They have not done it; 
they could not do it. 

Their signal failure in the attempt 
to stifle historical enquiry when it 





went against them have taught them 
wisdom and silence. They have 
given up the real issue and are silent 
about the main point. But now after 
having abused me they begin to abuse 
the Asiatic Society for the sin of en¬ 
couraging historical criticism. It is 
not a “ learned society, 55 it has no 
“ scholarship, 5 ’ &c. 

Now as to the forged passages by 
which I was tried to be imposed upon 
by interested persons. It is acknow 
ledged now, it will have been seen, 
that the passages given to me by your 
correspondent are forged. The only 
question now is, who forged them ? 
To me this was quite a minor point. 
I did not care to fix the crime on 
the real culprit. I merely said: 
“ But this may be dismissed as an 
instance of interpolation on the part 
of that Munshi, ve^ry likely a for¬ 
gery by the copyist himself. 55 Now, 
when the paper containing the forged 
passages was brought to me no¬ 
thing was said about the copyist, 
nor does the paper contain any 
name of this copyist. The “ blind 
old 55 priest of Naosari who, it 
is now said, was this copyist, is 
once mentioned by name in that 
paper in the third person. But who¬ 
ever was the copyist, he does not 
mention in the paper that these pas¬ 
sages were forged, much less forged 
by a Munshi. On the contrary, in 
the paper it is said that the three 
historical books from which the pas¬ 
sages were purported to have been 
taken “are existing in the library at 
Agra.” No note whatever is ap¬ 


pended by the copyist to these pas¬ 
sages. He has arranged his paper 
in the form of proofs, which be has 
numbered. And these three passages 
form M proofs Nos. 6, 7, and 8. " He 
boldly states, “ Abdul Kader Badaoni 

writes thus .. ” “ Abul FazI 

writes thus.. ” The Kazi 

Habibula Khan, who is mentioned by 
your correspondent as the forger of 
these passages, is not mentioned in 
connection with them at all in the 
paper given to me, but in qnite 
different connection as the writer of 
another Persian account, for which 
this Kazi does not give any authority 
of any Persian historical work. 
To this account of the Kazi, the 
copyist appends a note to the effect 
that it was bought from him in 
Poona by the late Kustomjee Jam- 
shedjee Jijibhai, and was once in the 
possession of Dastur Temuljee Hojdar 
of Poona, but that, he did not know 
what had become of it since. In the 
letter of Mr. P. N. Dastur also, 
to which your correspondent refers, 
and which is now before me, nothing 
whatever is said about this Kazi 
having forged the three passages from 
the Persian historians. On the con¬ 
trary, he only says he could not find 
these historical books during his tra¬ 
vels for verifying them. By the way, 
it is very qneer that snch famous 
books a 'labakat~a~Akbari i Akbar 
Namah and Badaoni’s lawankh could 
not be found by this person in North 
India, where he was travelling ! How 
then could he be sure that this Kazi was 
the forger. If, as your correspondent 




says, 4 ‘The papers which the Munshi 
gave to Dastar Eracbji are still in 
His possession, and that the hand¬ 
writing, etc., leave no doubt that 
these passages are forgeries,” let them 
be produced publicly and proved 
to be the real forgeries of this 
Kazi Habibula. When that is done 
I shall be glad to exculpate alto¬ 
gether the copyist. But not before 
that. 

Certain passages were given to 
me in what purported to be so many 
“proofs” for the Mehrji Rana legend, 
and it was boldly written that they 
were taken from three famous his¬ 
torical works “to be found in the 
library at Agra.” Now when these 
passages were not found in any copies 
of these famous histories, I cotikl not 
but conclude that they were forged ; 
and whom should I suppose to he the 
probable culprit but the copyist ? The 
copyist's duty was to mention whence 
be got these passages if they were 
given him by another. But ho does 
nothing of the kind here. It is only 
now that your correspondent throws 
the guilt of forgery upon the Kazi* 
But I think this is in the very face 
of it very improbable. The forged 
passages are very laudatory of the 
Parsis and their religion ; and it is 
not likely that a Mahomedan Kazi 
should forge*such things, and, more¬ 
over, attribute them to such a staunch, 
almost bigoted, Mahomedan historian 
as Badaoni. However, let this Kazi’s 
forgery, as I say, be proved by your 
correspondent, and we shall all then 
believe it. 


There are other points which also 
throw doubt on this. Is it possible 
that this copyist, who is now said to 
be an “excellent Persian scholar hav¬ 
ing a familiar acquaintance with 
Persian literature , 99 and who was in 
charge of a large Persian library, 
should not have found out during 
thirty years that these passages were 
forgeries ? And if he did find it out, 
why, in the name of common sense, 
did he put them in the paper sent to 
me as “Proofs, Nos. 6, 7, 8,” without 
any note of warning or anything 
showing their real character ? Why, 
then does he say in the paper, that these 
historical books exist in the library 
at Agra ? Nor is it the fact that 
this is the first time that these forged 
passages were used as “ proofs ” when 
given to me. They have been very 
frequently used before now. These 
same forged passages are inserted in 
the book of so-called original docu¬ 
ments placed in the Mehrji Ran a 
Library at Naosari, which has been 
lying there, I am told, for more 
than thirty years. These same pas¬ 
sages were used, I find, five years ago 
in a controversy carried on in the 
Bombay Samachar by the partisans 
of the family. The blind old priest 
of Naosari is thus responsible for the 
currency of these forged passages for 
more than thirty years. And so long 
as he does not prove that the Kazi, 
as is now alleged, or anybody else, 
is the fabricator of them, he should 
be held responsible.*—Yours, &o.,

I do not know whether you are 
aware that there is current among the 
.Indian ParSees, a tradition to the 
effect that a Uastur from Navsari, 
named Meherji Rana was invited to 
his court about 1578 by the Emperor 
Akbar to explain to him the tenets 
of the Faith, and that the Great 
Moghul was so favourably impressed 
by bis answers that he adopted some 
of the most remarkable peculiarities 
q£ Zoroastrianism into his New Reli¬ 
gion, and even presented the Dastur 
with a Jagir. It is also said by some 
people that the Dastur was pitted 
against a Hindu Priest, who knew 
dike “ Arte Magick 99 and who in 
virtue of such knowledge, exhibited 
to the Emperor, two suns instead 
of one shining in the Heavens, by 
suspending aloft a bright brass plate 
(a concave mirror ?). It is said that 
Meherji Rana deteoted the trick and 
-exposed the soi-distant miracle. Now 
it goes without saying that this tale 
is only a later accretion round the 
genuine tradition, and it may be 
safely asserted that no intelligent 
Parsee of our days pins his faith in 
it, at least in its present form. But 
many an able Parsee writer has, all 
the same, accepted aa an historical 
fact., the story of the Dastur having 
gone to the court of Akbar and of his 
le 



having “ initiated him into the doc¬ 
trines of Parseeism,” (as the gifted 
Darmesteter puts it in the Introduc¬ 
tion to his French translation of the 
A vesta, vol. I. p. Ivi). Recently, 
however, the whole subject was again 
opened, and a lively controversy was 
the result. You will be able, Sir,, 
to form from the cuttings herewith 
forwarded, an opinion as to the merits 
of the matter, and will- be perhaps 
able to say whether the extracts from 
Badaoni, the Dabestan and the Far- 
hangi Jehangiri, when read in the light 
of the facts adduced by Edie. Ochil¬ 
tree &e., support the tradition or not. 
I might be permitted to add only 
one thing viz., that there is not the 
slightest doubt that the Jagir was 
granted to the Dastur, and I may 
also say, that a whole series of docu¬ 
ments relating to the matter will 
shortly be published to demonstrate 
that fact. If the matter had stopped 
there, however, I should not have 
taken the liberty of addressing you. 
But, after a time, the discussion 
drifted into other channels, and the 
Musalrnan writers were abandoned 
when it was found that their testi¬ 
mony went in favonr of Meherji liana 
rather than against him. The new 
argument was briefly this. Meherji 
Rana was only “an obscure priest 
in a corner of Gujrat,” and as such 
he could not have been competent 
enough “ to explain his religion at 
Akbar’s Parliament of Religions,” 
because, forsooth, all the Parsees of 
those days were “ grossly ignorant 
about their religion and even of its 


most ordinary and elementary obser¬ 
vances.” A few chance passages from 
the Ravayets were cited in support 
of this theory, and it was also main¬ 
tained that the questions put by the 
Indian priests to the Iranian Dasturs 
were all about matters elementary, 
and demonstrated their incapacity 
and want of knowledge. It was fur¬ 
ther asserted that a book called the 
t€ Kisseh-i-Kaus-Wa-Afshad ” afford¬ 
ed some “ telling contemporary 
evidence ” on the point. Now, there 
is no doubt that this tale is only 
a forgery of the times of the Kadmi- 
schisin, and it is well known to 
Parse© scholars that its authenticity 
was openly challenged when it was 
printed for the first time in 1831. 
Later on, our critic went a bit fur¬ 
ther, and maintained that the Parsees 
of Gujrat were equally ignorant 
even in the 18th Century, and the 
authority of Anquetil and Jamasp 
Vilayati was adduced in proof of their 
incapacity, and a good deal was made 
of the claim of Jamasp to have 
brought the Farvardin Yasht for the 
first time to India in 1721. All 
these contentions were refuted at the 
time, but the Parsis are still anxious 
to have an authoritative opinion on 
the matter, and they would f^el ex¬ 
ceedingly obliged, if you will be good 
enough to reply to the following 
questions :— 

(1) Were the Indian Parsee 
Priests of the last quarter of the 
16th Century (for Meherji Rana is 
said to have gone to Akbar’s court . 


about 1578) so densely ignorant 
and so universally incapable that 
not a soul could have been found 
among them equal to the task of ex¬ 
plaining to the inquisitive monarch 
the principal doctrines of Zoroastria¬ 
nism ? 

(2) Were there any Parsee 
priests in those days who had a fair 
knowledge of Zend, Pehlavi, Pazand 
and Sanskrit (of course according to 
the traditional method) ? 

(3) Do the Revayets deal only 
with questions so elementary as to 
prove that the questioners were 
M densely ignorant ” of the founda¬ 
tions of their faith ? 

(4) Are not large parts of these 
Revayets rather concerned with the 
difficult and doubtful points o 
doctrine or ceremonial, and do not 
these casuistical disquisitions show 
that the Parsis of those days were 
not so ignorant or indifferent as is 
supposed ? 

(5) Was the Farvardin Yasht 
first brought to India by Jamasp ? 
Does it not exist in a number of 
Indian Manuscripts written before 
1721? 

This letter, sir, has grown very 
long, and I know that I have no 
right to expect that a scholar of your 
universal reputation and multifarious 
occupations will read or reply to it. 
But all the same, I hope that you 
will add to the obligation you have 
already conferred on the Parsee com¬ 
munity, by sending the answers to 



these questions at your earliest con¬ 
venience.

Dear Sir, 

Being away from home and my 
books, I am unable to reply pro¬ 
perly to your letter of 15th April 
until after my return, perhaps a fort¬ 
night hence, when I will see what 
trustworthy evidence exists on the 
subjects you enquire about. 


So far avS I clearly recollect, there 
may be something to say on both 
sides of the questions. If I am not 
mistaken, the replies of the Iranian 
Dasturs, brought to India by Nareman 
Hoshang, in the last quarter of the 
15th Century, indicate that he had 
told them that the Indian Dasturs 
had very little knowledge of the 
Pahlavi, and were in doxibt a 9 to 
several details of their ceremonial 
customs. But, singularly enough, 
some of the documents they sent seem 
to have been Persian written in A vesta 
characters, indicating that they sup¬ 
posed the Indian Dasturs could read 
the A vesta, even if they could not 
understand it. And looking to the 
corrupt state of the Pahalvi colophon 
of this Revayafc, as transcribed in 
Darnb Hormazdyar’s Revayat in 
the 17th Century, I am inclined 
to think that the Indian Dasturs’ 
knowledge of Pahlavi must have- 
been in its worst state about 200 years 
ago. 

Professor Geldner, in the Prole¬ 
gomena to his new edition of the 
Avesta texts, has, I think, already 
pointed out that the Farvardin Yasht 
had been known in India long before 
1721 ; very likely, not in Surat (to 
which place it was then brought by 
Jamasp of Kirman), but somewhere 
eke. 

The Emperor Akbar is known to 
have been a free-thinking enquirer 
into all religions he heard of. So 
the reports about his enquiries into 
the Pars! religion, are, no doubt,. 



based upon actual events ; and any 
Parsi records of them are both in¬ 
teresting and valuable, if they are 
nearly contemporary. Why does not 
the Parsi Panchayat, before it is too 
late, obtain complete copies of all 
Memoranda of Events, noted down 
at the time of occurrence, by Heads 
of Families, priests, and others, more 
than 70 years ago ? I understand it 
was usual to make such Memoranda, 
but, as the practice has nearly died 
out, they will soon all be lost. The 
Punchayat should look upon such 
Collections as valuable national re¬ 
cords, to be preserved by all the 
means in their power. And when the 
owners will not part with them (they 
should not be really urged to do so, 
if they feel any interest in them), 
they might be induced to allow certi¬ 
fied copies to be made for the Pun¬ 
chayat Record Office. No Record of 
an event can be more trustworthy 
than one written down by an eye¬ 
witness immediately after it has oc¬ 
curred. And, as long as such Records 
exist, it would be a thousand pities 
that they should be destroyed for the 
want of any one to care for them ; 
for they form the basis of all 
history. The Parsi Prakash has 
drawn many details from such 
documents, sufficient to show that 
much material information might ’ be 
obtained by systematic enquiry and 
influence.

I say 
“ Yes” decidedly, a highly intelligent 
traditional knowledge existed among 
Parsi priests at the time of Akbar 
and before and after. And Akbar 
would certainly not have been so 
foolish as to get a Parsi who knew 
nothing to inform him.

Dear Sir, 

Your letter of 15th April with 
eight News-paper cuttings from the 



>ay Gazette and three from the 
Times of India, was received bj me 
when I was absent from home and 
my books, and therefore nnable to 
reply earlier than the present time. 

I have carefully read the contents 
of the News-paper cuttings, and need 
only say that my opinions, regarding 
the matters in dispute, practically 
coincide with those expressed by the 
writers whose signatures are Ed. 
Ochiltree, Jnnior, and J. 0. E. 

That Meherji Rana went to Delhi 
about 1578 seems well attested by the 
grant of a Jagir to him at that time ; 
but the traditional miracle atribuled 
to him is undoubtedly a myth which 
no educated Parsi of the present day 
can really believe (that is, it may be 
a misunderstanding or misinterpreta¬ 
tion of some more probable facts.) 
It would be easy to understand that 
the Parsi’s veneration for the sun 
would be ridiculed by the other religi¬ 
ons disputants ; more probably by the 
Mahomedans and Romish priests than 
by the Hindus. And what more 
annoying form of ridicule could be 
devised than to suggest the ease with 
which a clever Hindu Juggler could 
produce any number of imitation 
guns ? Such a suggestion without any 
attempt to carry it out, would bequite 
sufficient to produce a myth shortly 
after MeherjPs return to Navsari. 

What is the present form of this 
myth seems doubtful ; Mr. R. P. 
Karkaria speaks of an imitation sun 
which could have hardly deceived a 
child. While Professor J. Darme- 
steter, in his introduction to the 


Vanant Yasht (see his French Trans¬ 
lation of the Zend-avesta, vol. II, p. 
644) describes the myth as follows, 
on the authority of Mr. Pestoujee 
Nusserwanjee:—“A magician of Delhi, 
an accomplice in certain political 
conspiracies, had produced the cloud 
which obscured the sun ; and Meherjjt 
Rana dissipated it by reciting the 
Vanant Yasht.” In India I have 
noticed that the heat of the sun itself, 
without any assistance, often dissipates 
all approaching clouds before they 
can pass between it and the earth. 

Regarding the alleged ignorance 
and incapacity of the Gujerat Parsis, 
both priests and laity, in the 16tiu 
Century, I believe that such an ac¬ 
cusation would be a gross exaggera¬ 
tion of the actuaal facts. It appears 
to be based upon certain statements 
made in the Revayets brought by 
Nareraan Hoshang from Iran in 1478 
and 1486. Strictly speaking, these 
were written about a century before 
the time of Meherji Rana, but it will 
be instructive to consider how far they 
were correct in their own time. 

One of the Iranian scribes of the 
Revayet of 1478 wrote in Persian as 
follows:—“For this reason I have not 
written these things in Pahlavi writ¬ 
ing,, inasmuch as Nareman Hoshang 
said and declared that perhaps 
(magar) priests and laymen of the 
Mazda-worshippers of fJavsari, Kam- 
bay, Broach, Surat and Anklesor may 
not be understanding Pahlavi writing. 
He said there are laymen of these 
towns, and even priests, who perchance 
do not understand Pahlavi writing.” 



Revayet contains a Pazand Colloquy 
between Zarathust and Ormazd, 
written in A vesta characters, also some 
extracts from the Gathas in Avesta and 
Pazand, as well as occasional Pahlavi 
phrases, with plenty of Persian. 
This free use of Avesta and Persian 
writing, and even some Pahlavi, clear¬ 
ly shows that the Iranian scribe had 
no real fear of not being understood 
by the Indian Parsis (whose vernacu¬ 
lar was old Gujrati, and to whom even 
Persian was a foreign language) un¬ 
less he used too much Pahlavi* 

With regard to the questions taken 
to Ye/,d by Nareman Hoshang, it 
seems to me (judging from the replies 
to about forty, which may be found 
scattered about in various parts of 
Darab Hormazyar’s Revayet collec¬ 
tion) that the queries propounded 
by the Indian Parsis do generally 
imply not so much any ignorance on 
the part of their priests, as an in¬ 
creasing reluctance on the part of the 
laity to comply with their teachings 
and decisions. The laity living among 
those of other religions, would natural¬ 
ly find many of the precautionary ob¬ 
servances and customs, enjoined by 
their own priesthood both troublesome 
and oppressive. Under such circum¬ 
stances, the priests and more conser¬ 
vative elders would at last find it 
necessary to refer the principal matters 
in dispute to their brethren in Iran, so 
as to have their opinion to quote among 
their own more unruly members. 

If the Indian Parsi Priesthood had 
been really ignorant and indifferent 


about their religion, they would not 
have undertaken the trouble and ex¬ 
pense of referring such matters to a 
higher Court of Appeal, such as the 
Iranian Priesthood must have ap¬ 
peared to be, to the Indian Parsis. 
And the questions, thus referred, seh 
doin involve any of the great funda¬ 
mental dogmas of the Parsi religion, 
but are nearly always confined to 
details of ritual and purification, or 
to matters of casuistry. 

The same may be said of all the other 
Revayets and writings which were ob¬ 
tained from Iran, from time to time, 
during the next two centuries. They all 
indicate the deep interest which the 
Parsi priests and laity took in the pre¬ 
servation of their religion, and in ob¬ 
taining copies of rare MSS. from Iran. 

The circumstances under which the 
Parsis first settled in Gujerat, were 
certainly not propitious for the pre¬ 
servation of learning. Emigrating 
from Persia probably as a company of 
traders, with their families, attendants, 
and dependants, they had to compete 
for a livelihood with the frugal and 
industrious race, among whom they had 
settled. No doubt a few priests must 
have accompanied them, and brought 
with them the apparatus and MSS. 
necessary for ordinary worship, such 
as the Khordeh Avesta and Vendidad 
Sadeh ; but their means of study and 
education must have been limited. 

The date of the arrival of the Par¬ 
sis at Sanjan is very uncertain. The 
Parsi Prakash mentions A. D. 716, 
745-806, and 720 as having been 
suggested ; but Manushchihar, the 



me Dastnr of Iran in A. D. 
#81, who mentions (in his Epistle II, 
viii, 5) that he might have “ to 
wander forth by water even to China,” 
does not speak of India, as he would 
probably have done if many Parsis 
had been there at that time. On the 
other hand, some Parsis engraved 
their Pahlavi signatures as witnesses 
to a copper-plate grant in Southern 
India, probably before A. D. 850 ; 
but they may have been resident 
traders from Persia. And at any 
rate, the Parsis who inscribed their 
Pahlavi signatures at the Kanheri 
Caves, with dates corresponding to 
A. D. 1009 and 1021, may have come 
from Sanjan. 

Another date, which is difficult to 
settle with certainty, is that of the 
celebrated Neryosang Dhaval, who is 
universally admitted to have been 
the most learned of the old Indian 
Parsi priests. His incomplete trans¬ 
lation of the Pahlavi Yasna into 
Sanskrit is a convincing proof of his 
extensive knowledge of both languages, 
at a time when every translator had 
to compile his own lexicons and 
grammars. He also translated some 
of the Khordah Avesta into Sanskrit, 
and produced a Pazand-Sanskrit ver¬ 
sion of the Pahlavi Minokhird, which 
is much superior to a similar version of 
the Pahlavi Arda-Viraf by a later hand. 

The simplest mode of approximat¬ 
ing to the date when Neryosang 
flourished seems to be afforded by the 
pedigree of the Broach Dastura, dated 
A. D. 1889, which gives nineteen 
generations backwards from 1838 to 


the birth of Peshotan Ram probably 
between 1373 and 1382, as he wrote 
an old surviving MS. in 1397, when 
he must have been a young man, 
because his father wrote another one 
as late as 1410. These nineteen 
generations in 465 or 456 years imply 
24£ or 24 years for each genera¬ 
tion. In the colophon of the MS.' 
of 1397, the genealogy of Peshotan is 
carried nine generations farther back 
to Hormazdyar, who was contem¬ 
porary with Neryosang ; but three of 
these generations have been omitted 
in the English translation of the book 
of Gosht-i-Fryano, by mistake, as 
may be seen from the Pahlavi text/ 
These nine generations, if they were 
of the same length as the later nine¬ 
teen, would have extended over 221 
or 216 years, and have gone back to 
A. D. 1152 or 1166 as the date of 
the birth of either Hormazdyar or 
Neryosang. So, from these data, we 
may assume that Neryosang flourished 
in the latter end of the twelfth cen¬ 
tury A. D. And as the Indian 
Parsis seem unable to trace the names 
of their priesthood more than three 
generations farther back, or hardly 
to A. D. 1100, we must suppose that 
several name* have been lost. 

Neryosang was, no doubt, a priest 
of exceptional learning, with whom 
hardly any of the older Parsi priests 
in India can be fairly compared ; but 
many others were learned and pains¬ 
taking priests, especially those who 
compiled the encyclopedical Revayets 
and carefully copied MSS.; indeed, 
very few appear to have been in any 
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way incornpetent. If we may com¬ 
pare Neryosang in India with such 
Iranians as Mauusbchihar, who wrote 
the Dadistan-i-Dinik, and Atur-farn- 
bag and Aturpad, who compiled the 
Dinkard, we may certainly compare 
the great majority of the Indian 
Dasturs with the great majority of the 
Iranian Dasturs for competent know¬ 
ledge and efficiency. With regard to 
any deficiency in knowledge of Pahlavi, 
we must recollect that Pahlavi was the 
vernacular w r riting of all Iranians 
till near the end of the ninth century, 
and continued in use among their 
Parsi priests for some centuries 
longer; while in India the priests had 
to adopt other vernaculars for daily 
use, which interfered very much with 
their Pahlavi and Persian studies. 

When we find Indian Dasturs ask¬ 
ing those in Iran for particular MSS., 
we are not entitled to imagine that 
these MSS. did not then exist any¬ 
where in India, but merely that they 
were not in the possession of the 
particular Dasturs who applied for 
them. Thus we find from the Colo¬ 
phon of a MS. of: the Farvardin 
Yasht (A vesta text written in Persian 
characters), now in the Haug collec¬ 
tion at Munich, that Jamasp Hakim 
was sent from Ya/id to Surat with 
replies to questions, a supply of Horn 
and Vars, and an Avesta MS. 
of the Farvardin Yasht which the 
Surat congregation did not then 
possess. On arrival at Bombay in 
1722, he heard that Rustamjee 
Mauekji, to whom he was travelling, 
had died nearly two years before. 


Proceeding to Surat, he delivered 
the documents and MS. which he had 
brought, and stopped about six months* 
near Bombay, when returning home, 
in order to transliterate the Avesta 
text of the Farvardin Yasht into Per¬ 
sian characters, which is the MS. now 
at Munich. From this Colophon it 
has been erroneously assumed that 
the Farvardin Yasht was Jirst brought 
to India by Jamsp Hakim in 1722. 
But Professor Geldner, in the course 
of his researches, has discovered three 
MSS. written in India, which are 
independent of Jamasp’s MS, and 1 
yet contain this Yasht. These are Fl 
written by Asadin Kaka in 1591, 
Pt.I written in 1625, and El whose 
copy of Farvardin Yasht is evidently 
based upon that in Fl. The greater 
part of the Colophon of Fl has 
been rewritten at a later date, because 
the last folio was worn out, but some 
of the earlier lines of the original 
Colophon still remain attached to the 
end of the text, and have been accu¬ 
rately copied by the second writer; the 
hand-writing of this MS. has also been 
compared with that of Asadin’s MS. 
Ak2 of the Shikand-Gumani, written 
21 years later, and the two writings 
are very much alike. The Colophon 
of Ptl has also been rewritten. El is 
more modern, but its Farvardin Yasht 
was copied from Fl, and not from 
Jamasp Hakim’s MS. So we must 
conclude that this Yesht had been at 
Navsari more than 131 years before 
Jamasp brought *it to Surat. Bnt I 
am not aware of its first arrival in India 
being recorded in the Revaycts* 


H the Parsis will only read and 
atudy Professor Geldner’s Prolegomena 
until they understand them, they will 
have little apprehension of his being 
led astray by false colophons, even if 
they existed, which is so rarely the 
case in Parsi MSS , that I do not 
remember to have met with a single 
one in my thirty years’ experience. 
Headers sometimes misunderstand 
them, but that is from want of ex¬ 
perience. Philologists, like scientific 
men in general, are accustomed to be 
sceptical of first impressions until 
they have thoioughly cross-examined 
them and considered all possible 
chances of error. * 

There are some circumstances, con¬ 
nected with the relative position and 
intercourse of the Iranian and Indian 
Parsis, that require more attentive 
and impartial investigation than they 
have hitherto received. It appears 
from the Epistles of Manuschihar, 
that in A. D. 881, or 230 years after 
the death of the last Parsi king of 
kings, there were still considerable 
Zoroastrian communities in Iran. 
Manuschihar himself was the supreme 
high priest and special controller of 
those in Pars and Kirman, and he 
mentions Shiraz, Sirkan, Kirman, 
Rai, and Sarakhs as still being head¬ 
quarters of the old faith. These 
cities were distributed over the greater 
part of Persia, and we know, from 
the oldest colophon of the Pahlavi 
Vendidfid, tint a Zoroastrian Com¬ 
munity was also living in Sagastan 
in. A. D. 12 Go. I he Parsis were 
therefore numerous and prosperous 
11 


in Iran, while their brethren were 
struggling to establish themselves in 
India. Down to the end of the ninth 
century, as we learn from the Din- 
kard, books VIII and IX, they still 
preserved in Iran nineteen Nasks of 
their sacred literature, out of the ori¬ 
ginal twenty-one; while in India, as we 
have seen, they had to be content with 
three in the imperfect state absolutely 
necessary for ordinary wor-ship< 

From the tenth to the fifteenth 
century, so far as I am aware, Parsi 
history is almost a blank. What do 
we know of it, except the long visit 
of Parsis to the Kanheri Caves in 
A. D. 100S and 1021 ; arrivals of 
priests at Navsari in 1142 and 1215 ; 
the return of Mahyar in 1205 to 
Ucbh in the Panjab, with a Pahlavi 
Vendidad MS., after residing fi years 
in Sagastan; the arrival ©£ the Iranian 
priest Rustam Milirapan after 126$, 
and his writing a Visperad at Ankle- 
sar in 1278 ; also of his great-grand¬ 
nephew Mihrapan Kai-Khusro, who 
wrote two Pahlavi Yasnas, two 
Pahlavi Vandidads, and some other 
MSS. in 1323 and 1324, for Ckahal 
Sang of Kambay, a deceased Parsi 
of whom no other reoord but some 
five of Mihrapan’s colophons has yet 
been found; and.the building of a 
brick dokhma at Broach in ^130^ ? 
We may suppose that earlier Rivayets 
than that of 14 78 must have been 
received in India. Is there no trace 
of them in the reoorda or registers of 
remarkable events, the so-called 
Fihrists or Bar-masias, that used to be 
kept by many Parsi priests in India? 
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In A. D. 1478 the surviving 
Itivayets commenced, and it soon 
becomes evident that the I arsis id 
I ran had lost much o£ their influence, 
while those in India were improving 
their position. In 1.511 four Iranian 
traders brought a Makfcub to Gujerat, 
in which the Iranian Parsis estimate 
their own population in Sharfabad 
and Turkabad at 400, in Ye/d at 500, 
in Kirman at 700, and Sistati at 
2700, and in Khurasan at 1700. 
individuals (nafar). Supposing that 
nafar means “ father of a family ”, 
this total of G000 nafar would 
imply a total Parsi population, 
in the dis tricts mentioned, of 
between 25,000 and 30,000, probably 
no more than then existed in 
India. 

If the Indian Dasturs of those 
times are to be blamed for inefficiency 
because they made enquiries to as¬ 
certain if the customs and traditions 
of. the Iranian Dasturs were the same 
as their own, how much raore*are the 
latter to be blamed for allowing nine- 
tenths of their sacred literature, the 
Nasks, to be lost and destroyed bet¬ 
ween the tenth and fifteenth centuries ? 
No doubt, those were troublous times 
for Dasturs in Iran, but they did not 
all become ignorant, for many valua¬ 
ble MSS. were copied by some of 
them; though the most important 
were neglected and remained un- 
copied,;from sheer want of energy, 
until they disappeared. And when 
the Indian Dasturs enquired about 
the Nasks in 1478, they could only 
-obtain a very brief statement of their 



general contents, which was only 
partially trustworthy. 

Is it not owing to a similar want of 
energy that the modern Parsis, with 
all their education, enterprise, and 
common sense, have allowed, and arer 
still allowing, the gradual destruction 
of many old documents, in the shape 
of Fihrists and other memoranda of old 
members of their community, which 
would constitute the sole material for 
much of their history, if complete 
copies of them were collected and 
preserved, by their own official 
leaders, for the fuiure information and 
use of their community ? 

I think you will find replies to all 
your questions in this letter, though 
not in the same order as yon adopted 
and you will see that it has been 
necessary to state the reasons for my 
opinions at some length. You are at 
liberty either to publish this letter, or 
to use it otherwise, as you please ; and 
if you wish for the newspaper cuttings 
to be returned, kindly let me know.

Thanking you for your letter dated 
April 15 and the cuttings, I must beg 



you to excuse my late answer to your 
questions. 

Considering the want of reliable 
sources it is not easy to give a safe 
judgment as regards the state of 
knowledge of the Indian Parsee 
Priests in the 16th to 18th centuries. 
Anquetil’s judgment is of no value. 
He possessed an extremely superficial 
knowledge of the Zend and Pahlavi 
languages and may have put many 
questions to his teacher that even the 
best Dasturs were unable to answer, 
and consequently his judgment could 
not be but overhasty. 

Among the copyists of MSS. of the 
16th and 17th centuries were a 
number of very conscientious ones ; 
but I doubt that their knowledge of the 
Avesta texts themselves was very 
extensive. As a traditional Grammar 
and real schools for priests in India 
were entirely wanting, the texts 
beet me naturally more and more 
difficult of interpretation for. the 
Indian Parsees. A substitute was 
found in the Pahlavi translation and 
in the whole Pahlavi literature. The 
Avesta does not always give a clear 
and perfect picture of Zoroastrianism. 
That was reserved to the Pahlavi 
literature. 

However it admits of little doubt 
that in the 16th century there were 
Dasturs who understood Pahlavi 
thoroughly. It may be that such 
Dasturs lived in the obscure corners 
of Gujerat. With Brahmins and 
Jews it is also often the case that the 
real traditional knowledge lived on in 


corners. In certain Indian Dastur 
families the knowledge of Pahlavi 
must have remained traditional. Where 
otherwise—to mention only one-could 
the venerable Dastur Hoshangji in 
Poona, the teacher of the Europeans, 
have acquired his knowledge of the 
Pahalavi ? Consequently a learned 
Pahlavi scholar was very well able to 
explain the Doctrines of Zoroaster to 
the Great Mogul in a convincing 
manner. 

The Revayets, too, do not always 
treat elementary subjects, but often 
such with very impoFtant questions, 
cf Sacred Books of the East, Vol. 
XXXVII, 419£. They frequently 
give the authoritative decisions of the 
learned Dasturs in Iran. It is repor¬ 
ted that Jamasp brought the Farvar- 
din Yasht to India in 1721, which was 
said to have been lost there. This 
loss can only refer to certain congre¬ 
gations, and not to the Parsees of 
India in general. The fact is that 
this Yasht existed in India at that 
time in several copies and partly in 
a better state than the Persian MS. 
gave, but it was probably kept secret 
by the owners. 

Palaeographical* and text-critical 
reasons leave no doubt that the MSS. 
that I have denominated Fl and 
Pt 1 are in reality as old as the 
colophons testify.

A meeting of the above branch 
was held on Thursday, Mr. James 
MacDonald, one of the Vice-Presid¬ 
ents, occupying the chair, Mr. 
Jivanjee Jamsetjee Modi read a paper 
on u Parsees at the Court of Akbar 
and Dastur Meherjee Rana,” and 
exhibited a number of valuable origin¬ 
al documents referred to in the paper. 
Mr. K. R. Kama, in moving a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Modi observed 
that as Mr. Modi had controverted 
the views expressed by Mr, R. P, 
Karkaria in the paper he contributed 
to the Society in 189(5 on “Akbar 
and the Parsees/' Mr. Karkaria wonlcl 
naturally desire to reply. But as the 
hour was late he thought it would be 
desirable to postpone the discnssion 
to a future meeting. This was agreed 
to, and the vote of' thanks passed by 
acclamation. 

The following 3s an abstract of the 
paper readIt is difficult to say 
what the religion of King Akbar 
exactly was. Comte de Noer calls 
it Parsee—• Soufi—Hinduism. Many 
scholars say that Akbar was, to a 
certain extent, influenced by Zoroas¬ 
trianism, and that in his new religion 
he took many elements from that 
religion. Now the question is, Who 
were the Parsees that took part in the 
religious discussions at his court from 
1576 to 1579 and influenced Akbar? 


Mr. R, P. Karkaria, in a paper read 
before the Society in 1896, said it 
was the Parsees of Persia, with Arde¬ 
shir at their head, who took part in 
the discussions and influenced King 
Akbar. The object of my paper is to 
show that it was the Indian Parsees 
of Navsari, with Meherji Rana at 
their head, who attended the meet¬ 
ings of discussions and influenced 1 
Akbar. Radaoni mentions the event 
of the coming of Navsari Parsees in 
the events of 1578-79 as a past event. 
The Dabistan also says the same thing, 
but adds that likewise Ardeshir was 
called from Persia by Akbar. The 
Earhang-i-Jehangiri assists us in 
fixing the date of the arrival of Arde¬ 
shir, who, the book distinctly says, was 
specially called by Akbar for assisting 
the author. The author says it was 
at the time of Akbar’s visit to 
Kashmir about 1592 (1000 Ilijri), 
that the King gave him orders to 
write it. So it is clear that Ardeshir, 
who was specially sent for, for that 
book must have come after 1592, i. e. 
about thirteen years after the close of 
the religious discussions—eleven years 
after the year (1581 A. D.) when, 
according to his historians, Akbar 
openly adopted several Parsec forms 
of worship, and one year after the 
death of Meherji Rana. Thus we find 
that it was the Navsari Parsees who 
attended the discussions as Badaoni 
clearly notes. Ardeshir came to India 
a long time after the event. The 
Tarikh-i-Memalik-i-Hibd and the 
Akbar-nameh also place the discus¬ 
sions in the 23rd year of tha King, 



when Ardesir had not come to India. 
Now the question is, Who was the 
leader of the Navsari Parsees ? 
Several facts show that it was Dustnr 
Meherjee Rana, the leader of the 
priesthood of that town. I produce 
original documents of 1570, of 1572, 
and the oldest copies of the Revayats 
from Persia, one of them from our 
University library and supposed to be 
written in 1670, all of which tend 
to show' that Meherjee Rana was the 
leader of the Navsari priests. I also 
produce other old manuscripts, all 
more than two hundred years old, 
which show that even Meherjee Rana’s 
father was a leading priest of 
Navsari. These old documents show 
that it is not true that Meherjee 
Rana was an obscure priest, as alleg¬ 
ed, and was not capable to explain 
hifs religion to Akbar. I also pro¬ 
duce two original firmans by King 
Akbar himself given in the 40th and 
48th years of his reign to Dustnr 
Kaikobad, the son of Meherjee Rana, 
for a grant of 100 bingahs of land 
given to him in addition to 200 
bingahs given to his father. Dustnr 
Meherjee Rana’s name is clearly 
mentioned as the recipient of 200 
bingahs from Akbar. I produce two 
other original documents of Akbar’s 
reign which support the first two 
firmans of King Akbar. These fir¬ 
mans bear Akbarr’s seals. Land was 
given to Meherjee Rana ' according 
to tradition, for his services in the 
meetings of religious discussion and 
in tjhe Court of Akbar. 1 produce 
two other original documents by 


the Navsari priests, dated 1579 
and 1580, formally acknowledging 
Meherjee Rana as their head. This 
was immediately after his return 
from Delhi. I also produce an old 
Avesta prayer book written in 1710 
wherein the name of Meherjee Rana 
is commemorated in the sacred prayer 
as one of the departed worthies of 
Navsari. Again we have old songs 
and ballads connecting Meherjee Ra¬ 
na’s name with King Akbar. It is 
alleged that such songs w’ere composed 
only a generation or two ago. But; 
I prodnee an old manuscript book 
written in 1791, which contains a 
song referring to Meherjee Rana’s 
visit to the court of Akbar. Even if 
the date of this old book had been 
missing, the names in the Colophon 
would fix its old date. It was 
written for one Jamshedjee Koo- 
kajee, who, we learn from Khan Ba¬ 
hadur Bomanjee Patel’s Parsee Pra- 
kash, was the father-in-law of the 
great great grandfather of the present, 
Sir Dinshaw Maneckjee Petit, and 
lived from 1745 to 1810. Let us 
note that the manuscript is 110 years 
old. So the song must have been 
composed much earlier. The song 
was composed by Tansen, who was the 
well-known musician of Akbar. I 
have submitted the song to Maharaja 
Sir Surendranath Tagore, of Calcutta, 
who is an expert; of great reputation 
in our Indian music, and he certifies 
that this is a song of Tansen himself, 
This is then contemporary evi¬ 
dence about Dastur Meherji Rana’s 
influence upon King Akbar. Again 



'Cfaive the verses of Dastur Sha- 
poorjee Sanjana, who lived from 1735- 
1805, which mention the fact of Me- 
herjee Rana explaining Zoroastria¬ 
nism to Akbar. It is alleged that 
Meherjie liana’s name is not men¬ 
tioned by Mahomedan historians, so 
his visit to the court of Delhi is 
doubtful. But we do not find in the 
works of those historians, the names 
of all the Christian missionaries men¬ 
tioned by father Gafcrou as having 
visited Akbar’s court. Only one 
name is mentioned—that of Father 
Rudolf, Are we, therefore, to doubt 
the fact of their having gone to Ak¬ 
bar’s court ? Mr. Karkaria has done 
a gross injustice to the present des¬ 
cendants of Dastur Mehorjee Rana. 
He said in his paper: u A paper has 
been put into my hands by the pre¬ 
sent descendants of this Meherjee 
Rana, who still live in Naosari, in 
which what are called historical 
authorities are given for the 
above-mentioned traditions. The 
writer of this quotes what purport to 
be passages from the famous histo¬ 
rians of Akbar, vis. Badaoni, Abul 
Fazal, and the author of the Tabakat- 
i-Akbari, in each of which the tra¬ 
dition is fully and emphatically men¬ 
tioned ! But, strange to relate, I 
do not find just these passages in these 
historians. They are conspicuous by 
their absence in excellent editions of 
Badaoni and Abul Fazl publi hed by 
the Bengal Asiatic Society in the 
Bibliotheca India” I produce here 
those very papers, which were placed 
in the hands of Mr. Karkaria, and 


fortunately initialled at his instance, 
by Mr* Dossabhoy Framjee and Mr. 
Kaikhushru N. Kabrajee. I find 
from these papers that the books 
named by Mr. Karkaria are not at 
all mentioned there ! The author, 
mentioned there is not Badaoni, whose 
work Muntakhab-ul Tawarikh is pub¬ 
lished in the Bibliotheca India , but 
one Abdul Kadir Badlani and his 
work is mentioned as one "Vakaat-i- 
Akbari. The second author men¬ 
tioned there is not Abul Fazl whose 
Ain and Akbur-Naimdi are published 
by the Bengal Asiatic Society, but 
one Abul Fazl whose work is men¬ 
tioned as Tawarikh-i.

prophet of a niftw religion was further 
strengthened in Akbar’s mind by the 
Mahdavi movement which had taken 
a definite shape during the first cen¬ 
tury preceding the Millennium of 
Islam through the teaching of Mir 
Syed Muhammad of Jaunpore, Sheikh 
Alai of Bengal, and a host of others 
in different parts of India. Sheikh 
Mubarak, the faiher of Faiasi and Abu-1 
Fazl, was a zealous adherent ef ibis 
new movement and would have paid 
for it with his life, but for the kind 
intercession, as I have already men¬ 
tioned, of Khan-i-Azam A/eez Mirza 
Koka who recommended him to the 
Emperor. The Mahdavis asserted* 
that the latter days of Islam were to 
be marked by a general decadence in 
political power and in morals, which, 
on reaching its climax, is to be follow¬ 
ed by the appearance ol Imam Mahdi' 
or the Sahib-i-Zaman , i,*., Ike Lord 
of iht Period , who will restore the sin¬ 
king faith of mankind to its original 
purity. Some of the Mullahs and 
courtiers pretended to prove from old 
documents and hoary traditions that 
Akbar was the anticipated Sahib-i- 
Zuman or the twelfch Imam. The 
twelfth Imam would also have many 
wiv^s, -have his beard, and reconcile 
all the differences in the 72 sects of 
Islam This idea of the rest* rer of 
the Millennium was revived during the 
discussions at Fatehpur Sikri with 
this important modification, however 
that Akbar himself was pointed out 
us the prophesied Imam. This new 
feature l ad Akbar’s full appioval 
and exercised a veiy decided infhnnce 










-on the progress of tjje new Faith. 
He ordered Abul Fazl to compile a 
Tawarikh-Alfi or “A History of the 
Millennium.” This history was to re¬ 
present Islam as having existed 
through its pre-destined term, and 
was now nearing its very end. It 
had already existed one thousand 
years (Alif) and had done its work. 
This history begins with events sub¬ 
sequent to the death of the Prophet 
of Islam, and ends abruptly with the 
reign of tlmar-ibn-i-Abdul Malik 
(A, H. 99). The years are reckoned 
from the death of the Prophet, and 
not from the Hijr. His Majesty 
was now (1582) convinced, that this 
Millennium was drawing near. The 
first order that was passed was that 
the coinage should show the era of 
the Millennium. The era of the 
Hijra was abolished. On copper 
coins and gold mohurs the era of the 
Alfi or the Millennium was used, ih- 
dieating that the religion of Muham¬ 
mad was to last one thousand years 
and then to be superseded by a higher 
and a truer faith. Besides the Raima 
referred to above, the new Religion 
which might be designated as a sort of 
eclectic Unitarianism, had a dash of 
mysticism about it which was symbo¬ 
lised by rites and ceremonials, chief¬ 
ly b arrowed from the Parsis and the 
Hindus. The Pars! and Hindu lean¬ 
ings of the Emperor were well-known. 
A new era, called the larikh-i-llahii 
beginning with the vernal equinox 
was reckoned and the names of the 
months were Parsi. 7 arikh-i- Ilahi 
is still in vogue in Hyderabad 


(Deccan), and the so-called Fasli 
months that are still used in all 
State records are the same Zoroa- 
strian months that were introduced 
by Akbar more than three centuries 
ago. Would to God, Akber’s era, 
Alt bar’s Din-i-Haiti were also the re¬ 
ligion of this State ! Would it not 
then be a truly Ideal State , and a 
really resuscitated miniature of 
Akbar’s Empire ? 

A band of Mobeds and Dasturs, 
headed by Meherji Rana, had arrived 
from Nowsari in Guzerat and had 
explained to the Emperor the esoteric 
sense of the rites and tenets of the 
Zoroastrian faith. At the Jamshedi 
Nauroz , which was changed into 
Nauroz-i-Jalali, a great feast was 
given every year. Zoroastrian festi¬ 
vals became quite fashionable. His 
Majesty also adopted different suits 
of clothes of seven different colours, 
each of which was worn on a parti¬ 
cular day of the week in honour of 
the seven colours of the seven planets. 
On the same auspicious day, i. e*, the 
Nauroz-Day, a Minabazaar was held 
where ladies of the harem kept the 
stalls. Marriage-contracts and be¬ 
trothals were often arranged here. 
Some of you will probably recollect 
that it was at one of these Mina¬ 
bazaar $ that youthful Selim first met, 
and was fascinated by the graces and 
charms of the lovely Mcher-un-nisa 
subsequently known as Nur Jahan or 
the Light of the World. Two years 
ago during the Prince of Wales’ visit 
to India, a similar Minabazaar was 
organised by Lady Miuto in Calcutta. 
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l wonder i£ that Minabazaar of Cal¬ 
cutta reminded any o£ the visitors 
and patrons o£ the Fair, and espe¬ 
cially the Amir Habeeb-ul-lah Khan 
who played such a conspicuous role 
in it, o£ the magnificent Minabazaars 
held by Akbar at Agra, Delhi and 
Lahore, more than three centuries be¬ 
fore. From the New year’s Day of 
the 25th year o£ his reign (1580), 
His Majesty openly worshipped the 
Sun and the Fire by prostrations, and 
the courtiers were ordered to rise when 
the oandles and lamps were lighted 
in the palace. Some o£ the Hindu 
rites and customs were also adopted. 
The Horn ceremony, which is common 
both to the Hindus and the Parsis, 
was daily performed, in the inner 
apartments o£ Akbar’s chief queen 
Jodhbai, the mother o£ Jahangir.

STATE OF THE PARSIS 
IN INDIA. 

The Parsees descend from a 
small group of Persians, who, after 
the Musulman conquest, left Iran 
rather than renounce the religion of 
Zoroaster. After many vicissitudes, 
they landed on the coast of Gujarat 
\n the district of Sanjan (785), and 
were authorized to reside there on 
certain conditions. 

The principal (conditions) were 
that they should adopt the language 


of the country, that their women 
should conform themselves to the 
usages of Hindu women, and that 
they should make the Raja of Sanjan 
acquainted with their rites and 
customs. In the fifteenth century, in 
consequence of the Musulman in¬ 
vasion, the Parsees ran away, carrying 
the sacred fire in the mountains of 
Bahrout,. From there, at the end of 
twenty five years, a Parse© carried 
it (the sacred fire) to Navsari (1516). 
It is probable that, it was on the 
occasion of the siege of Surat (1573), 
that Akbar heard of these Persian 
refugees. Having established his 
head-quarters at Kakri-Kari,f he sent 
for Dastur Meherji liana, the chief 
of the Parsee colony of Navsari, who 
initiated him to the law of Zoroaster 
and to Mazdian rites. Mr. Modi 
has shown, with the aid of firmans of 
the Court of Akbar, of the popular 
songs, and of a note of Anquefcil du 
Perron, that it were some Parsees of 
Gujarat, and not those who had re¬ 
mained in Persia, who were in rela¬ 
tion with the great Mogul. * 

This theme is in conformity with 
the assertion of the author of 
Mountakab-al-Tavarikh : “ There

mines the tradition among the Parsees, 
that Dastur Meherji Rana of Naosari 
had explained to Akbar the religion 
of the Parsees, and not only decides 
against the tradition, but says, that 
the Dastur was an obscure priest and 
not able to explain the religion to 
Akbar. This paper has received a 
reply from me in two papers, entitled 
“The Parsees at the Court of Akbar 
and Dastur Meherji Rana” 2 ; and 
“Notes of Anquetil Du Perron (1755- 
61) on King Akbar and Dastur 
Meherji Rana.” 3 As I have said in 
the first of my above two papers, “this 
is not the first time that doubts have 
been raised against Dastur Meherji 
Rana’s mission to the Court of Akbar. 
Unfortunately, latterly there has been 
a division of parties among the 
priesthood of Naosari. Some are 
opposed to tha family of Meherji Rana 
and its associates.

Dastur Meherji Rana. Not only that, 
but the same kind of discourtesy is 
extended to the living members of 
the Meherji Rana family, and gross 
injustice done to them. He has 
perverted the names of the books 
stated in the papers, that were passed 
into his hands by some members of 
the family. I repeat what I have said 
in ones of my above papers of reply; 
“To say the least, this is very un¬

“4. That Dastur Meherji Rana 
was a leading Parsee of Naosari. and 
that, as such, he headed the party 
from Naosari. 

‘*5. That he explained the Zoro- 
astrian religion to king Akbar. 

“6. That if King Akbar put on 
sudreh and ku&ti (i.e., the sacred 
shirt and thready), as referred to in 
some of the songs, which speak of 
Dastur Meherji Rana’s visit to the 
Court of Akbar, there is nothing to 
be wondered at, especially as he had 
put on the sacred symbols of other 
religions, such as Hinduism and 
Christianity.2 ”

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Western India. In the first portion, 
very useful information is given 
about the various sects and com¬ 
munities into which the Gujarat 
Musalmans are divided. The section 
treating of the Khojas is particularly 
interesting; and the religious tenets, 
as well as the spiritual obedience to 
Aga Khan of this well-known sect, 
are clearly explained. * * * 

The Khojas lead to that other very 
interesting race, the Parkis. Their 
account is the least satisfactory part 
of the volume, which may be ac¬ 
counted for by the premature death 
of Sir James Campbell’s principal 
assistant in compiling it, our late 
Income-Tax Collector, Mr. K. N. 
Seervai, The short historical chapter 
incorporates the usual information 
obtained from old Anglo-Indian tra¬ 
vellers like Fryer, Herbert, Ovington 
and others, which has become almost 
hackneyed in quotation. We miss 
notices of the early Parsis in Gujarat 
by many important eye-witnesses, 
whose works are not easily accessible, 
but which should be found in a work 
like the present. The earliest notice 
of the Parsis in Bombay, which dates 
a few years after our occupation of 
the island in 1671—-that by Streyn- 
sharn Master, Governor of Surat, 
and which is most interesting—is not 
given here. The late Sir Henry 
Yule published Master’s letter, for 
the first time, from the records, in his 
valuable edition of Hedges’ Diary 
for the Hakluyt Society. After 
describing the manners and customs 
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of the Parsis, Master says that 
“they are lately come on the island, 
since the English had it, and are 
mo-jt of them weavers and have not 
yet any place to do their devotion 
in or to bury their dead.” One 
strange piece of information we find 
here is about Akbar. “Akbar ^ac¬ 
cording to Portugues accounts,”* it 
is said here, “was invested with 
the sacred shirt and girdle, and in 
return tgranted the Gujarat priest 
an estate near Navsari. ”f This 
means that the great Mahomedan 
Emperor actually became a Parsi, 
and was converted to that faith 
according to its ceremonies. If this 
was the case, history is curiously 
silent about such an important event 
in Akbar’s reign.

The First Dastur Heherji Rana— 
A good suggestion—A large gather¬ 
ing of the Parsis celebrated the other 
day, at the Albless Bag, the anniver¬ 
sary of Dastur Meherji Rana, the 
famous High Priest of Naosari, who 
was invited to the court of Kirg 
Akbar in about 157|&A. D. The 
manuscript notes of Anquetil Dn 
Perron, the celebrated traveller and 
scholar, who visited India in the 
middle of the 18th century, brought 
to light in 1903 by that talented 
French lady, Miss M«nant, have 
thrown a good deal of light upon the 
historical question of the visit of 
this Dastur to the court of Akbar. 
He was the learned son of a learned 
father, Rana Jeshang, whose two 
manuscripts, dated 1504 and 1546, 
have fortunately come down to us. 
In the Revayat of K&us K&mdin, 
dated 1553 A.D., he is mentioned 
as a leading priest of Naosari. In 
two local documents of Naosari, dated 
1566 and 1570 A.D., he signs at the 
head as a leader of the Parsi priests. 
In a letter from Persia brought by 
Faredun Murzban in about 1570, he 
is acknowledged as a leading high 
priest of Naosari. By a document 
dated 1573 A.D., he wsa placed in 
possession of some land for religious 
purposes. When Akbar came to 
Surat, encamped at Kankra Kh&ri 
near Surat as noted in Arquetil’s 


notes and desired to know something 
abouf the Parsis, whom he perhaps 
saw in large nnmbers at Surat, this 
Dastur was introduced to him as the 
leading and learned high priest of 
the Parsis. This introduction led to 
his being called at the Royal Court 
at Delhi in about 1578. On bis 
return from there, though already 
their leader, he was formally ac¬ 
knowledged as such, by the priests of 
Naosari, by documents, dated 1579 
and 1580. In a letter, dated 1590 
A.D., addressed to the Parais of 
Div in Kathiawar by another learned 
priest Asdin Kaka, he is referred to 
as their leader. He died in 1591 A.D. 

If the Parsis would preserve the 
pious memory of so great a Dastur 
we would associate ourselves with the 
desire expressed by Mr. H. Gardner 
of the Statuary and Granite Co. of 
London in his short account of the 
Persian sculpture, and say with him,* 
that “ a grand panel could be cre¬ 
ated to immortalize the meeting of the 
Mogul Emperor Akbar and the 
illustrious Dastur ( High Priest ) 
Meherji Rana, whose name is a house¬ 
hold word. in every Parsi family, 
which could decorate the wall of the 
Fire Temple.” Let the Naosari 
priests raise a Rupee subscription 
among themselves and their friends 
and send for such a panel, which 
can be placed either in the Bombay 
Anjuman Fire Temple or in the 
Naosari Fire Temple.

NAUSARI. 

Our next halting place was Nau¬ 
sari, the “Rome of Parseeism”, as it 
is called. We were received there by 
the late lamented Jamshedji Tata, and 
I must say the kind welcome we re- * 
ceived there was in large measure 
due to him. 

Once more, I open our note-book. 

“30th Dec.-Lunsiqui.-Arrived this 
morning by an early train; station full 
of priests in their white garments; 
among them some of our Bombay fri¬ 
ends who have come to spend tho Xmas 

holidays with their family. Mr..* 

the A vesta scholar, took us in his 
comfortable shigraxn to Mr. J. Tata’s 
place in Dasturvada; but instead of 
keeping us in town, Mr. Tata has 
accommodated us in a charming sum¬ 


mer-house at Lunsiqui, close to the 
beautiful park where he has built, bis 
modern villa. We spent the day in 
a most delightful far niet.te ' under the 
cocoa trees, mango trees, palm trees 
and tamarinds, among which the gar¬ 
dener has smuggled some foreign 
species. The whole country seems to 
be fertile and to deserve the surname 
of the “Garden of Gujarat’ 7 * It is 
commonly said that a stone planted at 
Nausari bears fruit. We enjoyed our 
afternoon nap in these shady orchards 
which Anquetil Duperron has describ¬ 
ed as being infested with troops of 
monkeys. Those mischiovous^animals 
have vanished, thank God; but the 
charm of refreshing verdure still 
subsists. Onr bungalow is built after 
a plan quite different from that of the 
houses of Dasturtada, with their clay 
walls and old-fashioned verandah. It 
is preceded by an avenue of cocoa 
trees, and hidden among shrubberies 
of plam trees; on the left stands a 
large dining-room, in the Persian 
style, its roof supported by light colu¬ 
mns. It is the place where family 
meets on holidays to drink toddy, one 
of the attractions of Nausari. People 
say it is very palatable. I have tast¬ 
ed it at Umbargaon, and I am oblig-, 
ed to confess—I hope my parsee 
friends will excuse me—that I do not 
share Lord liosebery’s opinion, and 
am not an appreciator of toddy. 

“ Under the trees, temperature is 
exquisite, and I am quite convinced* 
that the climate of Nausari is healthy

- and invigorating. We have taken 
our evening meal with Mr. Tata and 
some friends in his T big pavilion, and 
have eojme baok on a lovely moonlit 
night, servants holding lanterns, which 
reminded ns of the old regulations 
of the Parsis, obliging ladies after 
sunset to be always accompanied by 
torch or lantern-bearers. Now we 
go to bed in complete security and 
happiness. 5 * 

Tjhe day after, early in the nriorn- 
.ing,, fiends came to fetch us for 
sight-seeing. I have nothing to say 
of Nausari — the Mahraita town— 
neither "of the palace of the Gaekwar, 
nor of , the bustle of the streets and 
local industries* I have scarcely 
cast a glance at them. All our inter¬ 
est was centred ia Motatalia, the 
Farsi head-quarters, the place where 
a small colony coming from Sanjan 
settled, let us say, in the XLfth cen¬ 
tury, and found it so good, so much 
like one of their best Mazenderan 
localities, known as Sari, that they 
gave its name, and called the new 
place Mav-sari (New S&ri); at least, 
this is the Parsi tradition. From that 
time, they have continued to reside 
there, keeping faithfully their social 
customs and priestly organisation. It 
is even said that as early as the Xllth 
century, Nausari was a sort of Parsi 
fief, the head of the community en¬ 
joying considerable power; neither the 
Mohammedan nor the Mahratta rule 


has altered its character. The streets 
and houses have retained their archaic 
aspect, and the stranger feels really 
impressed by it. The priestly class- 
still continues to acknowledge as 
leader a descendant of the famous 
Meherji Rana*, the learned Dastur 
who explained to Emperor Akhar 
the tenets of the Zoroastrlan faith. 
The Head Dastur then was the res** 
pected Darabji JYlahiarj'f , a real per" 
sonage even at the Durbar; for Ik was 
allowed such old-fashioned honours 
as the parasol and other Oriental 
distinctions. He received us in rooms 
on the ground floor of his antique 
residence in Dasturvada, surrounded 
by his son, his son’s young fiancee and 
a bevy of young priests. According to 
the usual etiquette, he garlanded us 
with those delightful strings of scented 
flowers, so soft and elegant, from which 
issued small gold and aiver threads; 
and before leaving we were besprinkled 
with rose water contained in a chi¬ 
selled gulabdan . We had met him in 
the morning at a most peculiar cere¬ 
mony, the “ Navar ” procession, 
the only part of the initiation of a 
Zoroastrian priest, in which Juddim 
or unbelievers are allowed to share.

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man after having sub- 
in mi tted to the prescribed purifica¬ 
tions and retreat, had returned to 
his parent’s home, and on that very 
thy he was to be taken to the temple 
where he had to be admitted to the 
final ceremonies. 

We went to his house; the guests 
were already seated on long rows 
of benches placed in the streets; we 
were invited, to sit on a sofa in a 
verandah opposite. Yards of white 
cloth covered the ground on which a 
host of priests, like true Orientals, 
were comfortably squatting, while 
flowers, attar and pan-supari were 
distributed. The scene was extreme¬ 
ly animated ; yet everything went 
on beautifully, in perfect order and 
with great respect for the pro¬ 
tocol. Not a single European dress 
marred the effect; nothing reminded 
•us of the date nor destroyed the illu¬ 
sion that we, modern memsahibs, were 
present at a ceremony which for so 
many centuries had been conducted 
in these same narrow thoroughfares of 
Nausati. At last, the Dastur came, 
in state, looking very grand in his 
white garments, a shawl thrown over 
his shoulder. The candidate, in pure 
white also, issued from the inner 
apartment escorted by his family. 
Friendly and smiling faces were seen 
peeping out from the small windows 
of the neighbouring houses. The 
bright-coloured saris of the ladies 
threw, here and there, a bright radi¬ 
ance on that mass of dazzling white¬ 
ness. Then the Dastur beckoned

with great dignity the proeesstbn 
to move ; we obediently followed; but, 
arrived at the temple, the door was 
shut upon us, poor unbelievers i 

It is certainly one of the most strik¬ 
ing ceremonies which it has ever been 
my good luck to witness, I let my 
daughter see many others, and did 
not accompany her to the libraries, 
or to the compound of the Tower of 
Silence, Barashnum-goh, etc. She 
was so deeply interested that she 
looked absent-minded and even cross, 
and did not want me at all. It is 
just so when people are realising a 
a long-anticipated joy ; so that I 
took a well-earned rest in itfy cool 
bungalow and felt extrehiely happy 
for her sake, and more grateful than 
I cun say for the kind reception offer¬ 
ed by such excellent and obliging 
friends. 

Next day, 1st of January, was 
well employed. 1 have to note espe¬ 
cially the art of weaving the Kusti or 
sacred thread, on Mr, Tata’s otla. 
It is the'chief industry of the Women 
of Nausari with that of the making 
of the daroon (sacred cakes). Mrs. 
Jamshedji Tata kindly explained to 
us the process, while dome nice-look¬ 
ing and clever girls were working 
under her guidance; then, good- 
humouredly, remembering that she 
also was a priest’s daughter, she sat 
before the archaic loom and swiftly 
set the shuttle in motion. Dear lady, 
how well I remember her sweet face 
and kind welcome 1 She gave me a 
fotsti, an exquisite one, so white and 



so fine 1 I treasure it among my 
most precious souvenirs* 

The purity of type of the Nausri 
population is most remarkable, but 
it did not surprise us. Travellers 
have always spoken very highly of 
the beauty of the Parsi ladies and 
extolled the whiteness of their com¬ 
plexion. We had been already im- 
preessed by the sturdy appearance of 
of our good villagers, contrasting 
with the rather sickly air of the 
Bombay Parsis. At Nausari, the 
race is still more vigorous ; it can 
easily be explained by the fact that 
the bulk of the colony belongs to the 
priestly class, among which marriages 
with foreigners are strictly forbidden, 
but only eonsanguinous unions pre¬ 
scribed, and the custom is still fol¬ 
lowed. We bad the unique opportu¬ 
nity of attending a social gathering 
which allowed us to make compari- 
sions, the distribution of prizes at the 
girls 5 schools established by the ladies 
of the Tata family, in Mr. Tata’s 
park. The pupils took their places 
in the shady avenues, the guests 
round a large table loaded with books, 
which I had the pleasure of handing 
conjointly with the Dagtur to the 
dear little “ laureates.” When the 
list was exhausted and little pieces 
of music performed, the young people 
dispersed in the park, while servants 
unrolled yards of cotton cloth on the 
ground and disposed the lunch on 
plantain leaves. 

The gathering broke up at last* a 
group df friends only remained 


ahtd disported themselves. Of course, 
ohr Westren customs were totally 
discarded; for my part I thoroughly 
enjoyed the charming popular dance 
of Gujarat, accompanied by garbde, 
so muoh, indeed, that I could not help 
beating time and joining in the 
burden. When dusk came, lamps 
and torches were lighted in the 
bungalow and on the verandah, and 
the ladies continued to turn round and 
round, clapping hands and singing. 
Meanwhile, along the avenues and 
the clusters of trees, gracious forms 
were moving, enveloped in the golden 
light spread on the whole scene by a 
glorious sunset, and late in the night 
our ears were still rejoiced by far¬ 
away and sweet strains !

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5ar found it hard to keep the 
peace, and on at least one occasion 
lost his temper. Gradually, he wss 
becoming wholly estranged from the 
faith of his youth, and was directing 
his energies to the evolution of a 
new religion, which would; he hoped, 
prove to be a synthesis of all the war¬ 
ring creeds and capable of uniting the 
discordant elements of his vast em¬ 
pire in one harmonious whole. The 
differences between the two parties of 
the Uloina, one of whom denounced 
as heretical notions declared "by the 
other to be the truth, confirmed Akbar 
in the opinion that both parties were 
in error, and that the truth must be 
sought outside the range of, their 
brickerings. He now consulted the 
adherents of other religions, Hindus, 
Jains, Parsees and Christians, and 
no longer cofined himself to the vain 
attempt at arbitrating between the 
various Muslim Schools of thought. 
As Abu-l-Fazl expresses it, ‘The 
Shahinsha’s Court became the home 
of the inquirers of the “seven climes, ’ 
and the assemblage of the wise of 
every religion and sect/ 1 * 

His relations at this period with 
Parsees, Jains, and Christians will 
now be described in some detail.

The close connection with Persia 
always maintained by his family 
and his manifest preference for 
Iranian rather than Mogul (Uzbeg & 
Ohagatai) officers predisposed him to 
look with a. favourable eye on the 
cr<ed and religious philosphy of 
Iran. 

The fit of religious frenzy which 
asvsailed Akbar at the beginning of 
May 1578, was a sympton of the in¬ 
tense interest in the claims of rival 
religions which he manifested in 1578- 
9 prior to the signing of the ‘ infalli¬ 
bility’ decree in September of the 
latter year. Discussion in bis ‘ par¬ 
liament,of religions’ was fast and furi¬ 
ous, About that time, probably in 
the latter part of 1578, the Zoroas- 
trains found their opportunity for 
giving rhe emperor further instruc¬ 
tion in the mysteries of their faith, 
with so much effect that, he was re¬ 
garded by many as having become a 

any Buddhist scholars. Abu-1-Fazl met a few 
Buddhists at the time of his last visit to Kash¬ 
mir, but ‘saw none among the learned'. 

He observes that * for a long time past 
scarce any trace of them has existed in Hin¬ 
dustan f (Ain, Vol. iii, P. 212). The state¬ 
ments in E. & 1)vi, £;9, and von iNoer, 1, 
326n, that Buddhists took part in the debates 
are erroneous. The passages cited really 
refers to Jains. Abul-Fazl briefly describes

Akbar’s principal teacher in Zoroas- 
train lore was Dastur Meherji Rana 2 , 
a leading mabed or theologian from 
tfausari in Gujarat, then the princi¬ 
pal center of the Parsee ' priesthood 
in India/ whose acquaintance he had 
made at the time of the seige of Surat 
in lo73, when the imperial army 
was encamped at Kankra Khari. 
Even at that early date, Akbar was 
so eager to learn the mysteries of 
Zoroastrianism the that he extract¬ 
ed all the information he could from 
the Dautur, and persuaded him to 
come to court in order to continue 
the discussion.

whether the Dastur accompained 
Akbar on his return to the capital 
in 1573 or followed him later, but 
the Pars* 3 © scholar certainly took part 
in the debates o£ 1578 and went home 
early in 1579. 

His eminent services rendered at 
court to the religion of his fathers 
justly won thegratitude of his collea¬ 
gues at home, who formally recognised 
him as their head, an honourable 
position which he held until his death 
in 1591. His son who succeeded him 
also visited Akbar. Old Parsee pra¬ 
yer-books of the eighteenth century 
are extant which include the name of 
Dastur Meherjee Rana among the 
most honoured benefactors of the 
Zoroastrian faith. 

Akbar rewarded him by a herita¬ 
ble grant of 200 Bighas\ of land as 
subsistence allowance (madadi-maasb), 
which after his death was increased 
by one half in favour of Iris son.

The deeds of grant are in existence. 
The Dastur taught Akbar the pecu¬ 
liar terms, ordinances, rites, and 
ceremonies of his creed, laying stress 
above all things on the duty of rever¬ 
encing the sun and fire. A sacred 
fire, prepared according to Parsee 
rules, was started accordingly in 
the place and made over to the 
charge of A bn-1-Fa* 1, who was held 
responsible that it should never be 
extinguished. 

From the beginning of the twenty- 
fifth year of the reign (March 1580), 
Akbar began to prostrate himself in 
public both before the sun and before 
fire, and when the lamps and candles 
were lighted in the evening, the 
whole court was required to rise res¬ 
pectfully. The reverence for artifi¬ 
cial lights thus incnloated finds ex¬ 
pression in his recorded sayings, one 
of which is: * To light a candle is to 
commemorate the (rising of the) sun. 
To whomsoever the sun sets, what 
other remedy hath he but this ? * 

Akbar’s devotion to - the fire cnlt 
partly explains, though it does not 
justify, the passionate ferocity which 
he displayed on one occasion in or 
about A. D. 1603. • * * • 

The Parsee propaganda was sup¬ 
ported by the zeal of the Hindn 
Raja Birbal, an ardent sun-worship¬ 
per, from another point of view, 
and it also fitted in well with the 
practices of the Hindu ladies in the 
zenana who bad their burnt offerings 
(hom) after the Bra hmanioal fashion.

A few years later (1580), Akbar 
carried farther his compliance with 
Parsee ritual by adopting the Per** 
sian names for the months and days 
and celebrating the fourteen Per¬ 
sian festivals. But he stopped with¬ 
out ever reaching the point of defi¬ 
nitely becoming a Zo roast rain. He 
acted in the same way with regard 
to Hinduism, Jainism and Christ¬ 
ianity. He went so far in relation 
to each religion that different people 
had reasonable ground for affirming 
him to be a Zoroastrian, a Hindu, 
a Jain, or a Christian, t 

Nevertheless, he could not bring 
himself to accept frankly any one 
of the four creeds, however much 
he might admire certain doctrines of 
each, or even practise some parts of 
the ritual of all four. He always 
cherished his dream of imposing on 
the empire a new and improved re¬ 
ligion of his own, which should include 
the best parts of all those named be¬ 
sides others; and, when at last he 
felt his throne secure in 158i, the 
only religion to which he could be 
said to adhere was that of his per¬ 
sonal invention, the Tauhid Haiti , 
or Divine Monotheism, with himself 
as Pope-King4

He deals fully with the testimony 
of Badaoui (Lowe, p. 268) and other authors; refuting by an absolute demonstration the 
shallow criticism of R. P, Karkaria in ‘Akbar and the Parsees' (j. Bo . br. B . A . S.< 1896.). 
Oates render untonable Karkaria's view that the Parsee lore of Akbar was obtained 
from Ardeshir, a Persian scholar who was summoned to his court at Lahore. Ardeshir, 
who was sent by Shah Abbas the Great, came for the sole purpose of helping Mir Jarnalu-d- 
din in the compilation of a dictionary of old Persian, which appeared in 1608-9, after 
Akbar's death, tiuder the title Farhang■ l-Jahangiri. His Indian labour extended from 
1593 to 1597, many years after Akbar had absorbed all the Zoroastrianism which ho was 
inclined to accept, Modi's conclusions are supported by ample documentary evidence. 
The essay in the same volume entitled ‘ Notes of Anquetil du Perron (1755-61) on King Akbar 
and Dastur Meherji Rana adds certain material and interesting details. For life of Mir 
Jamalu-d-din see Ain , vol. I, p. 450, No. 164. He attained the rank of ‘ Commander 
of 4,000 under Jahangir. The Farhang is described by Blochmann in J. A. S. B., part 
*' vol. XXXVil, A. S. (1868), pp, 12-15,65-9. Akbar took a lively interest in the work, which 
occupied the Mir for thirty years. It is of high value because it gives the explanation of 
auceint Zoroastrain words.

THU PARSEE RELIGION. 


"It was a most novel and in¬ 
teresting spectacle which was wit¬ 
nessed the other day when an in¬ 

telligent and cultivated member of 
the Par see priesthood stood in the 

centre of the Town Hall expounding 
with ease the mysteries of one of 

the oldest, if not the oldest of the 

religious systems of the world, the 
followers of which fill no insignificant 
place in the life of the Bombay 
Community. That it should be possi¬ 
ble for a member of the much-abused 
Par see Priesthood to stand up in his 
place to vindicate bis faith in the very 
Hall in which it has been previously 
assailed by Christian Missionaries, 
is indeed a very good sign of the 
times, and marks an era in the grow¬ 
ing popular appreciation of the Parsee 
Religion. But while candidly offer¬ 
ing to the lecturer a humble tribute 
of praise to his scholarly and popular 
treatment of his subject, I cannot 
but take exception to some of the 
views which he has advanced and 
which if correct, cannot . but throw 
discredit upon the Religion of the 
Parsees. The views referred to are 
such as can hardly harmonize with 
the science and philosophy of the 
present era. The lecturer would 
have exercised sound judgment and, 
discretion if be had seen bis way to 
emit from his lecture certain spurious 


dogmas by which his veryclever essay- 
is somewhat disfigured, such as the 
doctrines of resurrection, of the 
abode of the soul in this world for 3* 
days after its separation from the body,, 
of purgatory, and others w r hich are so 
very repugnant to the spirit of this 
age of reason. These doctrines and! 
others of a kindred nature have been 
foisted upon Zoroastrianism by com¬ 
mentators who flourished in the ages 
which succeeded that of Zoroaster, 
and the fact—a point which the* 
lecturer has strongly emphasized-that 
these doctrines present analogies to* 
similar doctrines in other religions,, 
far from tending to exalt the Parsee 
religion, only goes to detract from 
its beauty. I can scarcely find fault 

with Mr.for these faulty 

expositions of Zoroastrianism, because 
so far back as 500 years before 
the commencement of the Christian 
era and indeed far earlier than that 
date—Zoroastrianism was a sealed 
book even to its own votaries as is 
the case to some extent even at the 
present day. Zoroastrianism, unlike 
other religions; is unique in its origin 
and development. It is only a few 
decades since the language of the 
Gathas, the, oldest of the Parsee 
Scriptures began to be partially 
understood and the acquaintance of 
many of the European Savants with 
the Zoroastriaii religion is based—as 
appears from their translations of the 
text—largely upon the Pehlvi, San¬ 
skrit, Pazand, and other works which 
go under the name of Parsi scrip* 
tures, but almost all of which contain 




♦such an enormous admixture o£ spu¬ 
rious matter that the Parsee religion', 
as professed by the generality oj! the 
community and as interpreted by the 
Savant* of Europe, bears in several 
important points as little resemblance 
to true Zoroastrianism as things 
unnatural bear to the natural. No 
wonder then that Kant, the great 
German Philosopher, could not dis¬ 
cover the slightest trace of philos¬ 
ophical ideas in the Zoroastrian 
religion, and no wonder that the 
rising generation of students of 
Parsee religion should now take upon 
trust anything that emanates from 
~the Oriental scholars of the West; 
and this view of mine receives confir¬ 
mation from the opinion of Dr. Hang 
that “ European authority is apt to 
be treated with too much deference 
by the Oriental mind. ”
